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Readers Respond to Bashing 
Having spent 25 years being 
bashed as an architect, and the 
last 15 being bashed as an attor- 
ney, I know from bashing. 


You are right on point when you 
say that “among the worst critics 
are architects themselves” 
[RECORD June 1994, page 7]. The 
same applies to the legal profes- 
sion. I am always amused by the 
fact that architects have attor- 
neys speak to them at architect 
conventions and chapter meet- 
ings and, in general, we ask them 
to bash us. We seem to take the 
lead in exposing ourselves. 


Clearly, bashing is not helpful to 
any profession, nor does it do 
much service to society. Bashing, 
even when done in so-called good 
humor, tends to denigrate the 
ideals of professionals and create 
an environment of distrust. I 
have taken seriously the defini- 
tion of professionalism as that of 
a supra-client responsibility. It 
does not appear to be an accept- 
ed definition in the 1990s. 


Being one of those architects in 
the broad area of professional 
services (though an attorney, I 
still consider myself an archi- 
tect), I applaud your editorial. I 
would hope that our profession, 
and especially the AIA, will take 
more time to communicate to the 
public just what an architect is 
and does. Clearly, it is more than 
that small percentage of our time 
spent as “design” architects. 


Thank you for putting the issue 
on the table.

I remember doing some research 
a few years back in order to mod- 
erate a panel discussion at the 
Central States Regional Conven- 
tion entitled “Back to the 
Future” (or something similar). I 
turned to my architectural 
library (I was then head of the 
School of Architecture at Okla- 
homa State University) and 
reviewed the architectural 
journal’s reporting in 1899 as to 
what architects could look 
forward to in the next century. 


One 1899 article reported that 
when asked what were the two 
most important areas for atten- 
tion by the profession, architects 
overwhelmingly responded: 1) 
“The public doesn’t understand 
what we do,” and 2) “We don’t 
get paid enough.” Some things 
never change, it appears. 


Your June editorial and all of 
your efforts at RECORD have 
been remarkable for their clear 
understanding of our professional 
history, as well as our opportuni- 
ties for the future. You present 
them in a clear and constructive 
way. 


As the AIA’s most recent group 
vice president for membership, 
and now with our reorganization 
under Terry McDermott, CEO, I 
am group vice president for edu- 
cation. I see the many career 
paths that graduating architects 
and architects mid-career are 
taking. You and I are just two 
examples of this important diver- 
sity. I see the importance of the 
AIA in supporting and assisting 
in these changes.

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Caudill Rowlett Scott (1946—1994) 


The passing of a major architectural firm (RECORD, August 1994, page 13) should 
not go by without notice. It is said that few firms survive their founders. Ownership 
transition, a popular topic at practice workshops, can indeed head off most of the 
inherent pitfalls; but there’s one it somehow hasn’t been able to deal with—how to 
orchestrate a passing on of the spirit that made the original firm great. William 
Caudill, John Rowlett, and Wallie Scott were singular men. Born in the great wide 
plains of the Southwest, they built a practice that by the 1960s spanned the globe; 
yet they never lost the common touch, in their design or their work relationships. 


The three complemented each other: Caudill as designer and teacher, Rowlett as 
master administrator, Scott as salesman. Although winners of an array of honor 
awards, the firm was never ranked with the dramatic innovators of new forms or as 
refiners of new forms created by others. But they contributed something else which 
in the great Final Reckoning could count for just as much. They insisted on giving 
their clients, at first in public education and later in most other building types, the 
best functioning solutions to the program that commitment and research could 
provide; construction costs in line with budget; and a building that would be ready on 
schedule. They didn’t always achieve all of these things, but it was a basic part of 
their credo. So was team work. This wasn’t lip service, but the real thing. In 1972 it 
brought CRS the coveted AIA Firm Award, which only 31 firms have ever won; and 
the office graduated a group of loyal “alumni” that many another firm would envy. 


Some say the beginning of the end came back in 1971, the year before the Firm 
Award. That was the year the company went public, and it marked the start of a 
giant acquisition program that brought under the corporate umbrella a vast con- 
glomeration of engineering firms of all stripes; utilities design, construction and 
operation services; and it landed the company squarely in the realm of capital invest- 
ment and development. Eventually the spirit of the firm changed; the architectural 
firm became less and less significant as a generator of revenues and profits; and with 
the sudden death of outstanding designer and team leader Paul Kennon in 1990, 
CRS’ days as an architectural powerhouse were numbered. Its foray into the world 
of capital financing lost it some of its most gifted leaders, and when the firm, now 
known as CRSS Inc., decided to strip down to its independent power business 
earlier this year, Caudill Rowlett Scott along with the engineering and construction 
management units went on the block (the architectural firm was merged with HOK). 
In a wry final comment on the passing, long-time former CRSS chairman Thomas 
Bullock told RECORD that founder Caudill always had two game plans in his strate- 
gic arsenal—one was to keep growing; the other to wind things up and go out of 
business if the time was right. He never lived to see it happen. 


RECORD’s design director retires after 25 years 

This month is Alberto Bucchianeri’s last after twenty-five years at RECORD, seven of 
them as design director. He is taking early retirement so he can teach and consult. 

In his time at bat, the technology of magazine publishing has changed dramatically: 
from outsourced typesetting and page makeup to virtually total in-house desktop 
production. He never, however, allowed technology to interfere with what he has 
rightly seen as his paramount tasks: realizing that clear communication of content 
must prevail over graphic acrobatics, and keeping his eye at all times on the ball of 
quality.

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“House Rules” Show at the Wexner Challenges the 
Comeback of 1950s Family Values 


Just as mainstream politicians and social 
critics are beginning to call for a daddy in 


every master bedroom, the Wexner Center for 


the Arts has mounted an ambitious show, 
called “House Rules,” that, by focusing on 
marginalized end-users of dwellings— 
Latinos, single mothers, gays and lesbians, 
and others who don’t meet the norms of the 
dominant culture—exposes how domestic for- 
mulas dictated by property values and mass 
marketing manage to stifle just about every- 
one. “We’re hoping people will realize that 
nonconformity is actually the norm,” says 
Wexner curator of architecture Mark 
Robbins. 


The exhibits are collaborative works by 10 
teams pairing architects with social critics and 
theorists. Steven Fong, Suzan Selcuk, and 
cyberspace theorist Allucquere Stone explore 
how designed spaces enable or inhibit self- 
presentation in a tract house that rejects 
traditional front and back yards for a side- 
yard “trans-typology” (1) for a person in the 


process of changing gender. Benjamin Gianni 
and Scott Weir, along with “queer” theorist 
Eve Kosofsky Sedgwick and Michael Moon, 
an expert on Walt Whitman, build a home for 
a homosexual teenager (2) that recognizes 
variation both within the gay community and 
within the lifespan of a gay individual, and 
acknowledges the mutual closet raids by 
parents and teens seeking knowledge of each 
other’s sexual materials. 


In order to disrupt the domestic-zone hierar- 
chy that limits behavior, artist/critic Silvia 
Kolbowski and Smith-Miller + Hawkinson 
redistribute a suburban home (3) all over the 
open space originally intended to separate it 
from the neighbors with whom it shares 
waste and power systems, and from the cities 
that define suburban safety. Joel Sanders and 
art history professor Jonathan Crary dis- 
lodge the mask of stability and cohesion from 
the atomized family segments that the tract 
home was designed to serve by creating 
party-walled suburban houses (4) with aper- 


tures that exaggerate the windows that control 
suburban attitude. Architectural theorist 
Henry Urbach and the Interim Office of Archi- 
tecture take on the ambiguous threshold of the 
closet where the world of norms confronts the 
hidden, and individuals may see themselves as 
strangers (5). Adobe LA and urban theorist 
Margaret Crawford celebrate the make-do 
approach of the East Los Angeles Chicano 
community that prizes personal competence 
and resourcefulness over property values and 
the careful maintenance of developer values 
(6); according to Crawford, the area’s eccentric 
qualities create a cultural free-zone that bol- 
sters stability by discouraging development. 


The exhibitors, including four teams not shown 
here, question notions of privacy and shame 
and, directly or incidentally, the ideal of home 
created by architects, developers, and opinion 
makers rather than by the people who have to 
live there. The show runs from September 10 
through December 11.

A renovation of and addition to the Severance 
Art Building at the College of Wooster, by 
R.M. Kliment & Frances Halsband, will 
gather in galleries and art history and studio 
art activities currently housed in separate 
buildings. The 17,000-sq-ft addition will 
extend the axis and formal organization of the 
collegiate Gothic 32,000-sq-ft original, built in 
1911 as a physical education facility overlook- 
ing a green expanse of playing fields 
surrounded by campus buildings. Large art

Outsider Museum 
On Inner Harbor 


Under construction in Baltimore, the Ameri- 
can Visionary Art Museum—a collection of 
art by self-taught individuals not influenced 
by the mainstream art world—will be the 
first of its kind in the western hemisphere. 
The project involves renovating an old 
whiskey warehouse and the 1913 Trolley 
Works (an eccentric wedge whose front 
curves follow the highway and whose rear 
hollows out where a lightning bolt once hit it), 
and joining them with the blue curved con- 
crete wall of a new building; this facade will 
be an ongoing mosaic created by local youth 
from donated pottery, glass, china, marbles 
and the like. A spiral stairway, with steel 
bridges to each level, and to views of a resi- 
dential area on one side and the Inner 
Harbor on the other, will wind helix-like 
through the center of the building. The 
design firm, Castro/Swanston Associates, 
was formed when AVAM founder Rebecca 
Hoffberger put together Becky Swanston, an 
architect in her car pool, and Alex Castro, an 
exhibition designer who had studied under 
Louis Kahn and whom she asked, “Don’t you 
want to build something that isn’t supposed 
to be torn down?” Pitted against five other 
firms, the duo won. Project architect is the 
A/E firm Davis, Bowen & Friedel. m

Into a New Skin 


The old 579-ft-high Gulf + Western Building 
on the edge of Central Park at Columbus 
Circle is about to be poured into a new skin 
by Philip Johnson and Costas Kondylis. Orig- 
inally an office block, the building, whose 
main distinction to date has been its penchant 
for twisting and audibly creaking in high 
winds, is expected to become a luxury apart- 
ment house/hotel for Donald Trump within 
the next three years. Johnson plans to reclad 
the spandrels and columns in champagne- 
toned mirrored glass and replace the flat 
windows with pale bronze three-sided bays. 
Although the structure was built to code in 
1970, and its rapid 2.5-ft shifts at the top are 
said not to pose any danger, the Cantor/ 
Seinuk Group will engineer diagonal steel 
trusses and new columns every 13 feet. 
Under current zoning, building anew would 
result in a tower 10 to 12 stories shorter. m 


Pouring a Troubled Tower 


A consortium of overseas airlines has tapped 
William Nicholas Boudova + Associates to 
design the first new terminal at Kennedy 
International Airport since 1971. The $435- 
million project, to open in 1998 on the highly 
visible site formerly used by Eastern Air 
Lines, will contain 10 gates for wide-body air- 
craft and a station for a future people mover 
joining it to LaGuardia and Manhattan.

After 11 years of Jimmy and Rosalynn 
Carter hammering in nails for Habitat for 
Humanity and posing for photos in their dun- 
garees, you would think this story would 
have played itself out. It hasn’t. According to 
Mr. Carter, more people ask him about his 
volunteer work for the 18-year-old nonprofit 
home-building organization than about any 
of his other achievements as either President 
of the United States or globe-trotting elder 
statesman of American liberalism. Forget 
about the Camp David accords and North 
Korea. Tell us about the houses you recently 
built on an Indian reservation. 


Thirty houses in a week 

This July, Carter took his hammer to the 
Cheyenne River Sioux Indian Reservation in 
South Dakota and, along with 1,200 other 
volunteers, helped build 30 three- and four- 
bedroom houses in one week. “The situation 
on Indian reservations is similar to that of 
the inner cities,” says David Snell, the direc- 
tor of education ministries for Habitat. 
“There is poverty, alcohol abuse, bad health 
care, and the breakdown of families.” 


After meeting with the leaders of many 
Indian nations, Habitat chose the Cheyenne 
River Sioux Reservation because conditions

there are so extreme. Off the main tourist 
routes, it has no oil, no lumber, and few 
natural resources. Most of the housing there 
was built by the U.S. government and much 
of it is falling apart. In addition to the need, 
the Lakotas (as the Sioux here call them- 
selves) have the leadership and grassroots 
commitment to make the program work. 


“The Lakota people have a tradition of taking 
care of each other,” says Austin Keith, a 
former Cheyenne River Sioux tribal leader 
who is now director of American Indian affili- 
ates for Habitat. “Habitat is a vehicle for 
reviving that component of our culture.” It is 
also a vehicle for healing wounds that remain 
raw 100 years after the U.S. Army ended the 
Indians’ traditional way of life. “This project 
is about reconciliation and exposing the needs 
of Indian reservations,” states Habitat 
founder Millard Fuller. 


Designing for Native Americans 

At first glance, the houses built on the reser- 
vation seem designed more for Levittowners 
than Lakotas. Wood-frame structures with 
front porches, full basements, and combined 
living and dining rooms, the houses curve 
around a large common area. But the 
houses—designed by architect Peter Dalva, a 
Habitat employee—and the land plan— 
designed by Leroy Troyer, a former Habitat 
director who has his own architecture and 
engineering firm in South Bend, Indiana— 
respond to the needs of the Indians. The full 
basements (unusual for Habitat) and the spa- 
cious living-dining areas provide flexible 
space for extended families, which are impor- 
tant to Lakota life, while the land plan recalls 
the traditional hécoka or “circle of life” 
around which the Lakota erected their tipi. 


Something about the Habitat program and 
the way it is delivered strikes a responsive

chord both in the general public and among 
architects. First of all, it is not a give-away 
program. The families in Habitat houses on 
the Sioux reservation pay for them with 
sweat equity (500 hours) and cash ($700 
upfront and about $150 a month for no-inter- 
est 20-year mortgages). Donations of labor 
and building products and Habitat’s nonprofit 
status kept the costs of the Sioux houses to 
just $35,000 each. 


A home is a key to a new life 
Secondly, Habitat is a home-ownership 
program. Fuller believes owning a home is a 
key to reinvigorating families under pressure 
from poverty, neglect, and social decay. When 
a family owns its own home, it takes control 
over a major part of its life, a condition that 
can have a dramatic spillover effect on other 
parts of its life, such as work and education. 


Another critical element in Habitat’s success 
is participation by the people it helps. Each 
family in the program must help build its own 
house. And the participation of volunteers 
from around the country sends a strong 
message of support to people in poor commu- 
nities who often feel isolated from and 
ignored by the more affluent parts of society. 


Despite its success in building 10,000 houses 
in 1,600 communities and 43 countries world- 
wide in 1994, Habitat is still looking for better 
answers. “We haven’t really been that suc- 
cessful in the inner city,” says Snell, citing a 
gap between the mostly affluent and white 
board members of many of Habitat’s urban 
affiliates and the poor and minority people 
they serve. Snell also hopes to work with 
other organizations that provide job-training, 
health-care, substance-abuse, and educational 
services to attack the problems of poverty in 
a more holistic way. “We've learned we can’t 
do it all.” Clifford A. Pearson

McGrew and Robert Julian. New York: 
Abrams, 1994, 288 pages, $50. 

For architects visiting Los Angeles, this 
coffee-table book may be a little heavy to 
carry around, but it offers a complete survey 
of the city’s 500 designated landmarks and 
photographs of 200 of them. Organized into 
six chronological chapters, the book includes 
icons like the Watts Towers and Hollywood 
sign, as well as civic buildings, movie palaces, 
and residences. 


Buildings of the United States (series), 
sponsored by the Society of Architectural 
Historians. New York: Oxford University 
Press, 1993 and beyond, $45 (each). 


| The first four volumes of this monumental 


undertaking were published in 1993 and 
cover Alaska, Iowa, Michigan, and the Dis- 
trict of Columbia. Inspired by Nikolaus 
Pevsner’s The Buildings of England, this 
American series will eventually include 55 
volumes and be a valuable record of our

Architects House Themselves, by 
Michael Webb. Washington, D.C.: Preserva- 
tion Press, 1994, 224 pages, $40. 

While lawyers who defend themselves are 
said to have fools for clients, architects are 
expected to design their own homes. This 
book includes 47 examples of residences that 
architects created for themselves. The author 
forces designs into corny headings such as 
“Allin the Family” and “Balancing Acts,” and 
the book itself has an awkward design. But it 
is a lot of fun to see what Charles Moore, 
Paul Rudolph, Bart Prince, Carlos Jimenez 
and others have designed for themselves. 


The Architectural Index 1993, edited by 
Ervin J. Bell. Boulder, Colorado: The Archi- 
tectural Index, 1994, 138 pages, $25 (paper). 
This handy guide to articles published in the 
professional press covers nine major archi- 
tectural magazines: Architectural Record, 
Progressive Architecture, Architecture, 
Builder, Custom Builder, Interior Design, 
Interiors, Journal of Architectural Educa- 
tion, and Landscape Architecture.

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Breaking Out of the Display Case, 
Exhibits Reach Out and Touch 


Museums aren’t what they used to be. To 
attract people who never went to them in the 
past and to hold the interest of a new genera- 
tion notorious for its short attention span, 
these cultural institutions are rethinking how 
they display their collections and themselves. 
At the same time, many new museums are 
steering away from the broad focus of older 
institutions and are honing in on more specif- 
ic and often difficult subjects like the 
Holocaust, journalism, and individual artists 
such as Andy Warhol (see article “Home 
Again”). Meanwhile, technology is rapidly 
evolving as computers, multi-media installa- 
tions, and interactive displays proliferate. 


Working in that vague realm between archi- 
tecture, education, and show business, 
exhibit designers are often the unsung 
heroes who communicate the museum’s 
message to the general public. “Exhibits 
should be environments, not just furniture,” 
says Ralph Appelbaum, who heads a firm in 
New York City specializing in exhibit design. 
Although he has a degree in industrial 
design, Appelbaum says that today more 
exhibit designers are trained as architects. 


Emphasizing museums’ ability to be exciting 
places of learning, Appelbaum says he sees 
“exhibits as marketplaces of ideas.” In the 
past, museum architecture and exhibit 
design often inhibited the “give-and-take of 
ideas” and placed a certain distance between 
exhibits and visitors. Appelbaum tries to 
break down that distance both physically and 
emotionally—eliminating much of the hard- 
ware and cabinetry that once encased objects

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on display, establishing instead strong story- 
lines for visitors to follow, and using 
interactive technology such as touch-screen 
terminals and hands-on models to bring visi- 
tors into active contact with the exhibit itself. 


A danger of the new interactive technology 
and hands-on approach to exhibits, warns 
Appelbaum, is that museums will lose their 
status as reverential places. While exhibits 
should help explain what is on display, they 
should also create a sense of wonder. 
Another danger is that the voice of the 
exhibit will drown in a sea of gadgetry. 
Finding that voice and maintaining it 
throughout the development process is the 
exhibit designer’s most important task, says 
Appelbaum. To stay focused on that voice, 
Appelbaum starts with an exhibit’s text, and 
then works on its visual components. 


Many directions at the same time 
Like Appelbaum, Susan and Bruce Burdick 
were trained as industrial designers and now 
specialize in exhibit design. Their San Fran- 
cisco-based firm, the Burdick Group, has a 
staff of 20 that includes architects, industrial 
designers, interior designers, graphic 
designers, and multi-media experts. In the 
past exhibits, often led visitors from one spot 
to another, but today they are more akin to 
crossword puzzles, going in many directions 
at once, says Susan Burdick. “The exhibits 
we design aren’t linear stories,” explains 
Bruce Burdick. “Exhibits aren’t like books, 
which you read from front to back. People 
move through them at their own pace and 
along a number of different paths.” 


Although adept at working with the latest 
technology, the Burdicks agree with Appel- 
baum that interactive displays can be 
overused. “The media are being used every- 
where now—from the mall to Disney World,” 
says Susan Burdick. “So you have to be 
careful to use various media to their best 
advantage and vary the type of media used.” 
Designers must also remember that 
museums are where “the real stuff is,” says 
Bruce Burdick. Tapping into cyberspace can 
be a good way to engage visitors, but it is, 
afterall, an activity that can take place wher- 
ever there’s a computer. Only when it 
supports “the real stuff” on display is it used 
most effectively.

To stress the connection between the Holo- | 
caust and people living today, Ralph 
Appelbaum Associates designed the 50,000 | 
square feet of exhibition space on three floors’ 
so that visitors would have maximum direct | 
contact with the objects and displays. Where } 
separation was necessary, the designers used 
sheets of glass held in place by metal pins at — 
the top and wheels locked in place at the floor, 
| 
“The Holocaust exhibit is both narrative and | 
environmental,” explains Appelbaum. “Tt tells 
a story, while also expressing the visceral 
facts.” Visitors walk along a marked path to 
see the 122 exhibit segments, but can get off 
the path at various points. The path itself is a 
tactile element in the exhibit, changing from | 
cobblestones to wooden boards to concrete. — 


At the start of the exhibit, visitors face large 
photographs of concentration camps and are 
handed passport-like cards with the stories of 
individual Holocaust victims. Following these) 
“singular” items, visitors are presented with 
complex “layering of evidence and layering of 
emotion,” says Appelbaum. Glass display s 
faces are canted to reduce glare, but also to 
express a world being shattered. Multiple 
images in giant displays, walls of town names 
etched into glass, and piles of shoes and hair 
taken from concentration-camp inmates hint 
at the horrible numbers of the Holocaust. 


The exhibit designers also used dramatic 
shifts in seale—from displays of small person 
al artifacts to a three-story-high tower of old 
photographs (1 and 2, opposite)—to create 
the sense of a world out of balance. Thirty 
interactive terminals, which permit visitors 
delve more deeply into issues presented by 
the exhibits, are away from the main display 
areas to avoid disrupting the emotional flow. 


Although Pei Cobb Freed & Partners had 
completed the design of the building before 
the exhibits were designed [RECORD, July 
1993, pages 58-67], Appelbaum helped the 
architects adjust their plans to handle large 
exhibit items such as a rail car (4), a coneen- 
tration-camp barracks (3), and the Tower of 
Victims photo display.

The first phase of a 60,000 square-foot over- 
haul of the landmark museum’s beloved 
fossil halls, the new “Mammals and their 
Extinct Relatives” exhibit is both a radical 
departure from, and a return to, a former 
incarnation. With its interactive displays, 
video screens, and revised scientific princi- 
ples, the exhibit is right on the cutting edge. 
But by renovating two grand halls, removing 
hung ceilings, replicating historic lighting 
fixtures, and opening the rooms to views of 
Central Park, the project brings back the 
glory of the museum Calvert Vaux designed 
in the 1870s. New hvac and particle-filtration 
systems keep dust out of the air, so many 
artifacts that had been in glass cases could 
be brought into the open. “We wanted to 
integrate the exhibits with the architecture,” 
says designer Ralph Appelbaum. 


In the past, fossil exhibits were organized 
chronologically, with all the animals living at 
one time displayed together. But paleontolo- 
gists study these creatures through the lens 
of evolution, organizing species by their 
place on the evolutionary ladder. To intro- 
duce viewers to this science and explain how 
humans are related to other mammals, the 
exhibit is laid out as an evolutionary tree, 
starting with a diagram on the floor showing 
the roots of all mammals (2) and branching 
off into displays on carnivores, perisso- 
dactyls (horses), cetaceans (whales), and 
other groups of animals (3). 


Exhibit speaks to various audiences 
A clever hierarchy of displays allows visitors 
to browse the entire exhibit or explore par- 
ticular areas in depth. Large platforms with 
cantilevered edges that also serve as seating 
display some of the biggest fossil mounts, 


while alcoves offer more detailed informa- 
tion, smaller artifacts, and touch-screen 
displays.

odd that museums often display priceless 
artifacts using cheap materials that age 
badly,” he adds. Echoing the way vertebrate 
skeletons are put together, the steel posts 
and railings for the displays are attached to 
steel members placed in the floors, so they 
resemble a kit of parts. 


Each of the 10 alcoves off the main evolu- 
tionary pathway has a small circular video 
screen showing live-action footage (or ani- 
mated, in the case of extinct species) of the 
animals examined there. A computer station 
lets visitors access charts, written informa- 
tion, drawings, and videos of curators 
explaining aspects of the exhibit. Altogether 
there are some 35 hours of computer and 
video programming and six to seven hours of 
reading material in the exhibit. 


While much of the exhibit design is based on 
hard science, and computer terminals let vis- 
itors examine various aspects of evolution in 
some depth, the often playful mounting of 
fossils and the airy nature of the halls ensure 
everyone will have fun here. As a result, the 
exhibit reaches out to a broad range of audi- 
ences, from big-city kids and tot-toting 
parents to amateur paleontologists. C_A.P

Designing exhibits for people to interact with 
and explore in different ways is difficult 
enough. But when the subject itself is still 
changing, there is a whole other level of chal- 
lenge. “This isn’t the Renaissance,” says 
Bruce Burdick of rock and roll. “It’s an art 
form that is still alive, still evolving.” The 
Burdick Group’s exhibits for the Rock and 
Roll Hall of Fame and Museum, now under 
construction on Cleveland’s North Coast 
Harbor, will try to capture the dynamic 
energy of its subject, while accommodating 
new material and changing displays. 


The building, designed by Pei Cobb Freed & 
Partners and scheduled to open by Septem- 
ber 1996, is “a glass-and-steel tent,” says 
Susan Burdick. The main exhibit space of 
30,000 square feet is one level below the 
ground floor, and the Hall of Fame portion is 
one level above. A circulation tower connects 
all levels and provides a pivot from which a 
cafe, various exhibit spaces, and theaters are 
cantilevered. 


Both the museum’s architecture and its 
exhibits rely heavily on materials such as 
metal and glass that evoke the hard-edged 
esthetic of rock and roll. “We think of our 
exhibit designs as being somewhere between 
Carlo Scarpa and Bladerunner,” says Bruce 
Burdick. And like movies and music, light 
and sound play important parts in the 
exhibits. In some ways the exhibits are a 
giant stage set in which some of the scenery 
will change and lighting levels vary. Unlike 
museums where silence is part of the experi- 
ence, the Rock and Roll Hall of Fame and 
Museum will indulge visitors with overlap- 
ping sounds as they move through the 
exhibits. Interactive exhibits, though, will 
provide headsets for “discreet” sound.

For a museum dedicated to a still-evolving art form, the Burdick 
Group designed a range of exhibits offering both shared and 


individual experiences. 


Displays of rock-and-roll artifacts can 
quickly become dull (especially to kids who 
have already seen guitars and costumes on 
view at, say, a Hard Rock Cafe), therefore 
the museum’s curators and the Burdick 
Group developed several kinds of multi- 
media displays that look at different aspects 
of the rock-and-roll world. For example, the 
“performer experience” exhibits look at 
bands on tour. One of the first will examine 
the Rolling Stones’ Steel Wheels Tour, using 
pieces from the band’s spectacular stage set, 
projected images from the tour, artifacts, 
and videos with tour outtakes (4, opposite). 


How rock changed society 

Similarly, “social experience” exhibits will 
examine the impact of rock and roll on 
society. For example, “Little Richard’s 
House of Style” will show how rock and roll 
has affected fashion, using a multi-screen 
video program, images projected on a scrim, 
artifacts, and mannequins modeling clothing 
and hairstyles. Other exhibits will focus on 
particular artists, displaying artifacts and 
photographs. Reflecting the advent of music 
videos, the museum will also include video 
“trees” with monitors of various sizes (1). 


One great asset of the museum is its sound 
archive of rock and roll music. Touch-sereen 
monitors and headsets will allow visitors to 
access this archive and look at record and 
CD covers. C_.A.P

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It strikes us this month that there is still 
plenty of good DOS software around, despite 
the onslaught of Windows and Power Macin- 
tosh packages. Prices are attractive, and DOS 
software tends to run faster on older, smaller 
equipment. Look at DataCAD this month; 
$149 buys you more functionality than $4,000 
did a few years ago—and it runs on comput- 
ers of a few years ago, too. 


Nevertheless, there are limitations. The best 
Windows software is just plain easier to use. 
This month's review of Scitor Project Sched- 
uler is an example. For data-entry-intensive 
tasks, the cleaner, more intuitive on-screen 
interface makes up for lack of raw speed com- 
pared to DOS competitors. 


And DataCAD, being a DOS product, must 
rely on its own drivers for plotting and print- 
ing—or offline file creation followed by 
plotting from a separate utility. The drivers 
cover all the bases now—HPGL, CalComp, 
and so forth—but may not in the future. 
Windows software usually uses Windows 
drivers to connect with a printer or plotter. 
Vendors of new equipment will always 
provide them. 


Thus, you won't be able to stay with DOS 
forever. But for the next year or two, why 
not?

Looking for ways to speed drawing tasks in 
AutoCAD? We took a long look at two sepa- 
rate versions of this add-on—one for Release 
12 for DOS, the other for Release 12 for 
Windows. The vendor is Eagle Point Soft- 
ware, formerly Engineering Data Systems. 


We think about add-on software two ways. 
First, does it allow you to do routine tasks 
faster, in a logical way? Second, does it allow 
you to do non-routine tasks—tasks that you 
might find difficult or near-impossible to 
handle on your own? 


This add-on is aimed more at the “faster” 
side of the market than the “non-routine” 
side. It lacks many of the bells and whistles 
and kitchen sinks built into SoftDesk offer- 
ings, for instance. But what it does, it does 
well—and generally faster than the competi- 
tion. The speedup is especially noticeable in 
Windows. 


There’s also a nice front-end project 
manager. Covered are walls, doors, windows, 
stairs, roofs, walk-throughs, space planning, 
schedules, and plenty of great symbols.

This is a DOS, not Windows, package, but the 
interface is a good one. In fact, when 
DataCAD first went 3D (in version 3, before 
Windows became practical), its interface was 
zonsidered just about the best. It was one of 
the first packages to allow you to draw a wall 
as a solid rectangle, then cut in openings, 
vather than build the wall a stick at a time. 
More importantly, DataCAD is easy to draw 
with; DOS programs (even one as large as 
shis one) tend to be faster and more respon- 
sive than Windows. In this case, it is 
especially so if you can free up 600K or more 
of “real” DOS memory (the kind below 640K), 
although it will run in 530K with enough 
expanded (LIM or EMS) memory.

This remarkably compact program (the files 
take only about 4 MB on your fixed disk) 
offers most of the bells and whistles of 
modern-day project management—Gantt 
charts, PERT networks with critical-path 
charts, dozens of data-analysis options, and 
even a fairly good networking capability (it 
can share files across a network, and select 
from vast oceans of pooled data, but network 
locking can interfere with other simultaneous 
users). 

The metaphor is mainly one of a spreadsheet; 
you enter (or import) data into tables, and the

software creates the charts. You can also 
enter data on the screen itself, in most cases, 
by pointing and clicking. 


As you start, there will be no surprises for 
experienced users. The default is to schedule 
all tasks “as soon as possible,” but you can 
also start tasks “as late as possible.” 


Version 1.5 is the first commercial program 
of any type we’ve seen, outside of relational 
database software and Autodesk’s AutoCAD 
Data Extension, that can pick up only specif- 
ic fields from a large data set. In this case, it 
is done by meeting “second generation” 
ODBC (Open Database Connectivity). This 
allows the software to handle subsets of huge 
projects on a small machine. The output is 
gorgeous, especially on a color plotter. 


The program is ideal for a medium-size 
office, or even a small office that must share 
data with a large one—for working on part of 
a large project. Its ease of use and easy data 
exchange makes it a poor choice for “keeping 
the books” (using billing data as a general 
ledger substitute) except in single-person 
firms; it is too easy to change the data with 
no one noticing. 


Manuals: Reference manual, user guide, and 
slim tutorial. Unlike many project-manage- 
ment packages, which include a standard 
reference on assigning and leveling 
resources, various charts, and so forth, these 
manuals weave the standard stuff in with 
specifics of the software. 

Ease-of-use: Impressive. Each icon gets a 
little on-screen label as you point to it; fine- 
tune disk caching to improve speed at which 
the labels appear. Little “flags” also show up 
when you point the cursor at sections of the 
charts; full text for the charts does not 
always appear otherwise.

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Some Boats, an Architect, and New Furniture

Sailboats do not immediately enter many 
minds when home furnishings are men- 
tioned, unless in reference to a project by 
William Pedersen of Kohn Pedersen Fox and 
Henry Elliot, a 20-year veteran of composite 
materials work. 


Using run-off material from America’s Cup 
boats, the pair crafted a 19-piece furniture 
set from carbon fiber—a material used in 
sailboat hull and mast manufacturing that 
possesses a very high strength-to-weight 
ratio. 


A furniture designer by hobby, Pedersen 
says he often formulates ideas but seldom 
pursues them. This time, however, he so 
admired his designs, so he searched for a 
material to comply with the drawings’ char- 
acteristics. A friend connected him with 
Elliot. 


Aiming for visual unity, a combination of 
basic components—a base, a back, and 
arms—shapes each piece. A fourth compo- 
nent, a tabletop, is added to make a dining 
table. Mechanical bolt connections and 1/2-in. 
by 2-in. disks hold the system together. 
Comfort is provided with a back that flexes 
under weight because of a reverse curve at 
its base. 








A lamination process combined two carbon- 
fiber sheets, each .020-in. thick, a 1/4-in.- 
thick balsa-wood edges, while aluminum trim 
bound parts of the furniture that would be in 
contact with the floor. Hand sanding of indi- 
vidual coats of auto-body urethane, followed 
by a final wet sanding and buffing, gave the 





furniture its high-gloss appearance. The 
larger pieces, such as the 6- and 9-ft dining 
tables and a 6-ft sofa, required structural 
reinforcement with tie rods, cables, and addi- 
tional layers of carbon fiber.

zech glass artists Stanislav Libensky and Jaroslava Brychtova, 
whose work is on exhibit at the Corning Glass Museum, have been 
collaborating to produce glass sculpture since the mid-1950s. Their 
work ranges in size from small bowls to huge glass walls incorporat- 
ed into buildings. Displaying the work is a challenge. Susanne K. 
Frantz wrote in her book, Stanislav Libensky Jaroslava Brychtova, 
“The Libenskys have always believed the primary function of glass in 
architecture is ‘to bring light’ and that the penetration of the glass by 
the light, rather than the mere surface illumination, is required to 
push their sculpture beyond decorativeness...the surface is smoothed 
to create a solid but transparent form whose interest for the viewer 
emerges from the inside.” 


When architects Henry Smith-Miller and Laurie Hawkinson were 
hired by Corning to develop space for the exhibit, they found a for- 
gotten corner of Harrison and Abramovitz’s 1950 Corning Glass 
Center. Smith-Miller described the once-open steel-framed structure 
as “a glass-walled, 20-by-20 grid—a Utopian box. Harrison had envi- 
sioned that the whole central space of the visitor’s center should be 
opened up to the exterior.” But over years the open space was filled 
by a kitchen, cafe, and storage; openness vanished and its glass exte- 
rior was covered up. Dropped ceilings covered the original steel roof 
construction. Smith-Miller and Hawkinson persuaded their client to 
rip out the newer construction and go back to the original open 
design as a starting point. “Basically, it was a recovery of floor space 
that was poorly utilized,” according to Corning’s project manager 
Ken Jobe. 


Beyond recovering this open space, Smith-Miller and Hawkinson’s 
design shows a deep understanding of how the Libenskys’ sculpture 
is best revealed: in neutral surroundings with a lot of strong light. 
Daylight backlights the sculptures through full-height windows, tem- 
pered by window shades of metallic-finished fiber mesh. Electric 
lighting for exhibits, designed by Claude Engle, is provided by 




































adjustable fixtures on suspended light track. The new exhibit space 
begins at the upper entrance lobby, adjacent to Gunnar Birkirts’ 
Corning Museum of Glass. Here a glass wall allows a view of about 
half the exhibit space, before visitors descend a ramp to view the g! 
objects. The ramp is enclosed on one side by a slanting wall that gr; 
ually increases in height as the visitor approaches the exhibit. The 
effect creates anticipation that is immediately satisfied at the botto: 
of the ramp, where the exhibition begins beyond a second pant af 
glass. 


Smaller objects are displayed in vitrines and display cases that ma 
their own statements about glass. “This building is all about glass,” 
says project architect Eric Cobb “and the displays are all about glas 
—its technology, its properties, what it looks like on the edge, how’ 
held together. You look through a glass wall and you see a very care 
fully detailed glass and steel vitrine whose joints are held apart just 
so far, and it’s filled with glass objects. The piece of glass that is 
holding you away isn’t invisible, it has a presence in itself.” To disple 
some of the larger pieces of glass, the architects designed a series 0} 
plinths, made of gray-stained birch plywood. “The stained wood has 
dense and reflective and refractive quality for the glass, and so it we 
a good complement for it. We thought about how to bring the work) 
to eye level,” says Smith-Miller, “because the artists, who worked 

together with us on the layout of these, thought there should be an 
immediacy between the visitor and the work.” Similar construction 
was used to build a cabinet that encloses a monitor that shows a vide 
taped program of the Libenskys’ work. “It’s kind of a De Stijl pavili 
in the middle of a Miesian box,” says Smith-Miller. 


Corning’s former director of architecture Samuel Frank says in 
tribute to the work, “It is not the most common thing to accommodé 
the needs and values of a corporate client and the needs and values 
artists in one project, and this work does. This is a pretty remarke 
achievement.” Charles Linn

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Architect Henry Smith-Miller 
characterizes Harrison and 
Abramovitz’s original 1950 
structure as “a glass-walled 20- 
by-20 grid—a perfect Utopian 
bow.” Designer Wallace Harri- 
son envisioned an open, 
light-filled building. Although 
built with glass exterior walls, 
the building is actually quite 
industrial in nature, and was 
reportedly constructed so it 
could be converted to factory use 
if the need arose during the 
Korean War. 


Glass artists Stanislav Libensk 
and Jaroslava Brychtova began 
collaborating in Communist 
Czechoslovakia not long after 
this building opened. Their wor 
was largely unknown inthe. 
West for many years; still, their 
ideas about bringing light into 
architecture share threads with 
those expressed in the Harrison 
building. 


Smith-Miller and Hawkinson 
designed a series of gray-staine 
birch plywood plinths (left) to 
bring the Libenskys’ cast-glass 
sculptures closer to visitors’ eye 
level. Strong daylight, filtered 
through metallic mesh window 
screens, backlights the lwmino 
sculptures with additional light 
ing provided by fixtures on 
suspended light track. A small 
seating area, where visitors ma@ 
view a video, is shown opposite.

3520 Hayden Avenue and 
The Box 

Culver City, California

he new home of IRS Records, one of the hippest record labels in Los 
Angeles is 3520 Hayden Avenue [RECORD, July 1994, pages 62-69]. 
The company’s trademark logo, a sinister figure right out of a detec- 
tive movie, presents itself in the same renovated industrial complex 
of which The Box is part. Here the logo’s outline-man is bent, tilted, 
and caught in an elaborate frame of glass and steel. Enter and you 
find yourself in corridors much taller than they are wide, which lead 
to offices of equally strange proportions, all split down the middle by 
a courtyard bridged by walkways and offices. Bits of steel-frame 
truss and green-painted wood beams slice through, and what look like 
leftover skylights illuminate rooms. 


However confused IRS Records might seem, there is a simple logic to 
all of its parts. Says Eric Owen Moss “I cut only where necessary. I 
am interested in making spaces, not hardware.” In this case, the 
strategy was to retain an existing L-shaped gantry to provide visual 
and organizational order for the reuse of 30,000-square-feet of old 
factory building. The intersection of the two legs becomes the 
exposed corner entrance, where new and old are joined. The short 
side of the bar leads to the support services, while the long bar disap- 
pears into a row of offices. The courtyard parallels this long line of 
steel frames, and separates the offices of the record company from its 
twin, a movie and video production company. The former has the 
gantries to give it order, and the latter centers around a particle- 
board “conversation pit,” where the staff gathers to watch and 
discuss works in production. A bridge links the two sides, and sup- 
ports the hide-away office of the CEO. 


The architecture controls the encounter between the old structure 
and new uses with a rough-tech apparatus that reveals the old as it 
assembles the new. This is true from the billboard-like explosion of 
the front space, to the backstage experiences of the public areas, to 
the zen-like pattern of fragments in a new white wall. Aaron Betsky

box is a container, pure and simple—unless Eric Owen Moss designs 
it. This 720-square-foot conference room and reception area added to 
a warehouse in Culver City, California, is destabilizing, warped, and 
ideal. As Moss puts it, “I opened up Pandora’s Box. But, remember, 
in the myth, hope is the only thing still in that box. This is an opti- 
mistic piece of work. It’s about building.” 


It is supported conceptually and structurally by a sphere: an implied 
volume that marks off the lower space with a round colonnade sur- 
rounding the proposed reception area, and traced with a staircase 
that snakes from behind to the outside, and then back into the box 
proper. It only shows as an arched porch on the mezzanine just below 
the box. This incision implies an ideal shape as it carves open the 
existing building to allow the box to pop out into the air. 


Clad in black pigmented stucco, the form has a mysterious aura. As 
the most visible part of a development that is mainly interior, it is a 
less than self-confident symbol of renovation, representing the uncer- 
tainty at the core of the urban experience. And yet the experience 
inside the box is one of complete serenity, a liberation from the force 
of day-to-day demands. “The Box” is not without precedent, as Moss 
is the first to admit. Whether consciously or not it refers to Frank 
Gehry’s own seminal house in both its form and tilted corner window. 
“The Box” is Moss’s latest shape to destabilize the relationship 
between inside and outside; form and function; ideal and reality. It is 
a kind of boxing match between these forces. Aaron Betsky

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ou can’t go home again, according to Thomas Wolfe. Andy Warhol 
might have agreed, but the executors of his estate thought otherwise. 
With some 900 pieces of his artwork and 608 cardboard-box “time cap- 
sules” containing the detritus of his daily life (mostly correspondence 
and, it appears, every party invitation he ever received), the spirit if 
not the actual being of the Pittsburgh-born impresario and compul- 
Sive pack-rat is now permanently ensconced back home. Warhol’s vast 
legacy occupies a 7-story renovated warehouse on the north side of 
the Allegheny River, opposite the neighborhood he fled at 21 for New 
York City to remake himself and the art world. 


The new museum is the product of a joint venture between the Andy 
Warhol Foundation (established by Warhol’s will for “the advance- 
ment of the visual arts”), the Dia Center for the the Arts (a principal 
Warhol collector), and the Pittsburgh-based Carnegie Institute, where 
the artist once studied. It was designed by Manhattan-based architect 
Richard Gluckman, who has a reputation for producing low-key 
backdrops to high-powered art. Gluckman is often described as sacri- 
ficing his own artistic sensibility to that of his client, yet both are 
equally present here, although in different forms. Whereas Warhol 
achieved prominence by infusing familiar images with shocking scale, 
color, and authority, Gluckman strives for a subtler melding of new 
and old. 


“A box within a box,” says Gluckman of his scheme to create a spare 
container for art within a terra-cotta shell. New walls currently 
wrapped in a wallpaper of Warhol self-portraits (on sale at the gift 
shop) are set four feet from exterior walls, forming glass light wells 
for the cafe and education center below ground. Joining old and new is 
a ramped foyer with blue-print-paper tinted-plaster walls and an alu- 
minum-leaf ceiling that make for a dramatic forced perspective. 

“The first thing you see is art,” explains Gluckman of the funneled 
entrance, which leads to an enormous Warhol self-portrait. 


Inside, the galleries are simple and flexible enough to accommodate a 
range of installations. Gluckman retained the structural grid, replac- 
ing an outmoded freight elevator with a concrete staircase elegantly 
framed by a translucent glass wall. Dropped ceilings and pale-colored 
plaster walls distinguish circulation areas from high, white galleries 
with exposed lighting, where Warhol’s tireless creativity is clearly the 
center of attention. Karen D. Stein 
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Inside, Gluckman replastered existing ¢ 
crete columns, which gracefully taper 
square bases.

ike a professional basketball player in search of a business suit, the 
oddly shaped clothing store in Santa Monica, California, called for 
special tailoring. Only 20 feet wide but 52 feet tall, the 290-square- 
foot trapezoidal space had the added quirk of being flooded with 
sunlight from giant clerestory windows and a skylight at the top. And 
if that weren’t enough of a challenge for two young architects, the 
interior construction budget was just $8,000. 


“It was a tight, compressed space, which suggested a vertical plan,” 
says Lorcan O’Herlihy, who with his partner Richard Warner 
designed the store interior. “In this project the section is the primary 
generator of the architecture,” explains Warner. Not having the 
luxury of creating a progression of rooms leading one to another, the 
architects established a series of stacked spaces sweeping from floor 
to skylight. The goal was to draw the visitor’s eye upward, so the 
entire shaft of space is occupied visually, if not physically. 


O’Herlihy and Warner’s scheme was to suspend as many of the 
store’s components from above as possible. Starting at the top, the 
architects hung a nylon parachute to filter the overwhelming amount 




















of sunlight coming from above. The translucent fabric brings the 
height of the room down to more manageable proportions, while sti 
hinting at the space beyond. Next they installed rolled-metal rods, 
five-eighths of an inch thick, as cross bracing, and hung plywood-anc 
metal clothes racks from curved rods attached to the bracing. The 
result is a room where everything seems to float in mid-air, leaving 
the concrete floor free of clutter. 


Along the back of the store, the architects built a folding wall of 
storage cabinets and display shelves, and tucked in a changing roo 
as well. Made of light birch plywood, the storage wall maintains the 
neutral color scheme of the store, so the clothes provide the primar 
accents. Incandescent light fixtures over the storage units wash the 
back wall with light, while up lights mounted high on each of the 
room’s walls reflect off the parachute above. 


While most architecture employs solid planes and surfaces to sculpt 
space, O’Herlihy and Warner use metal rods, fabric seams, and shar’ 
edges in this store to draw lines around it. Such outlines allow the e 
to look through one space into the next. Clifford A. Pearson

soccer stadium. Along this parade of privilege and folly, Rafael 
Moneo’s 1977 Bankinter set an important precedent: instead of 
demolishing the old mansion on the site, the new bank stands mode 
ly behind it in the former gardens. And now Bankinter’s parent 
institution, the Bank of Santander, has carried bankerly discretion 
and good taste a step further in its new headquarters directly acros 
the boulevard. 


The privately-held bank, which recently became Spain’s largest, is 
virtually invisible from the street, shielded behind the protecting 
facades of three typical Madrid apartment buildings dating from 18 
their severe uniform rows of baleonied windows set back slightly fr 
the sidewalk behind an iron fence and shallow carriage court. Insid 
the old buildings have been completely gutted, and modern offices | 
have been organized around a spectacular central atrium designed| 
Austrian architect Hans Hollein in the former patios. 


Hollein made a complex miniature world out of the simple problem 
the covered courtyard, rendered with fine craftsmanship in his dis 
tinctive palette of choice materials: bronze and stainless steel, Spa 
limestone, a soft grainless marble and pale salmon-colored stucco, 
with accents of blue Labrador granite and a rare green quartzite. 
all bathed in gentle daylight. 


The inverted-cone shape of the atrium, topped by a shallow glass 
dome, echoes Hollein’s project for the Guggenheim Museum in 
Salzburg and his recent Haus Haas commercial center in Vienna. E 
the circular volume is interrupted by a vertical slot of space near t 
entry. This slot rises from the basement level to the ceiling, where 
preservation codes called for saving an old patio wall. From the 
obscurity of the entry lobby, a gray marble bridge draws visitors 
across this void and penetrates a pair of craggy limestone walls to 
enter the glowing light of the rotunda. 


The ceiling, supported by a hairpin column, is held away from the 
patio wall at this point, sending a second cascade of daylight into a 
sunken corner, where a small fountain and a grove of ornamental ~ 
bamboo underline the subtle evocation of a mountain landscape. O 
inside the rotunda, a marble stair rises to the elevators, in that ger 
ous, needless gesture common to many Madrid buildings (in this ¢ 
the elevators are also accessible from the ground floor).

Virtually Brave New World 


s corporations restructure the white-collar workplace—dealing with 
problems ranging from bloated costs, and too-slow new-product intro- 
ductions to globalization and changing demographics—they 
increasingly see the physical place of work as both problem and solu- 
tion. Today companies seek to work more closely with clients, to use 
team-based problem solving, and to dissolve hierarchical structures 
that have made them costly and slow to respond. If, in the process, 
organizations can reduce space costs and operations budgets, they'll 
take advantage of that, too. These changes have wide implications not 
just for the design professions but also for commercial real estate. 


As businesses rethink the way they work, the fixed workstation may 
go the way of the dinosaur. Some companies already accommodate 
more workers in less space using the “non-territorial” office and 
telecommuting. At others, encouraging team productivity is resulting 
in work spaces that look like home, with easy chairs and sofas. Even 
amendments to the Clean Air Act of 1990 are spurring a new look at 
the office: to reduce auto emissions, companies employing over 100 
people must file (by November 15) employee trip-reduction plans, 
which can include more work-at-home jobs or satellite “telework” 
centers. It’s tempting to see these techniques with their futuristic- 
sounding buzz words as the gimmick of the month. Don’t. In 
RECORD’s Building Types Study 697, The New Workplace [June 
1992], little nonconventional office space was being built. Today, as 
Ted Hammer, partner at New York architect Haines Lundberg 
Waehler says, “clients always ask about it.” 


We don’t just work; we “office” 

The non-territorial office, or Alternative Officing (AO—as HOK’s 
Facility Consulting Group decided to call new working practices in 
order to avoid confusion), takes many forms. Workplace experts,

including Michael Brill of the Buffalo Organization for Social and 
Technological Innovation (BOSTI) have identified nearly a dozen. I 
“free address,” workers who spend most of their time in the field 
available headquarters-office facilities on a first-come-first-served 
basis, wheeling personal items from central storage. In “hoteling” o 
“just-in-time,” field workers reserve space in the headquarters only 
as needed, and are sometimes supported by a “concierge” staff who 
manage computers, phones, databases, and files. “Group address” 
fixes a place for a task-oriented group to work, but team members t 
whatever space is available within the “address.” These areas may 
augmented by “activity settings”: lounges, snack areas, and other 
communal spaces intended to support teamwork in a more informal 
way. Smaller carrel-like spaces, for staff who drop in for very short 
periods, are likened to airline red-carpet clubs. 


Off-premises, AO embraces telecommuters (who work at home, link 
via phone, fax, and modem), workers who use both home and office, 
and, of course, the “virtual office,” where employees equipped with ¢ 
portable computer, pager, cellular phone, and other digital paraphe 
nalia work anywhere from hotel and airplane to beach and mountai 
top. Though hoteling and free address are chosen mostly for auditor 
salespeople, and consultants who spend some 70 percent of their tim 
in the field, a few firms now use these methods for R&D people— 
Shimizu in Japan is one example—who need no permanent shelf 
space for reference materials because sources are all on-line. 


AO’s challenge is not just implementing this week’s officing flavor. 
Pioneers have found that it can’t work without investigating the 
unique business situation of each client through collecting data, pro 
gramming, and running pilot studies. CRSS in Houston is 
establishing benchmarks to evaluate alternative forms of work at 
Mobil which, motivated partly by a Clean Air mandate to reduce cor 
muting trips, has begun breaking down departments into smaller 
units in scattered locations and is experimenting with work-at-home

esign as a strategic tool for business

arge American firms like HOK, Gensler, and CRSS have caught the 
ir of corporate America by marketing themselves as business strate- 
sts as well as designers [RECORD, March 1994, pages 28-31]. HOK 
assisting AT&T’s new office of Alternative Officing Strategies in its 
spansion of AO—already some 25 percent of workers are involved. 





Meanwhile, corporations such as IBM, Steelcase, and Xerox are 
investing millions of dollars in university-based research consortiums 
at such institutions as MIT, Carnegie Mellon, and Cornell. Going 
hands-on, The Center for Building Performance and Diagnostics at 
Carnegie Mellon, led by Volker Hartkopf, has started construction on 
a $2-million Intelligent Workplace [RECORD, June 1992, page 122] to 
see how advanced building systems and different ways of using space 
impact productivity. Perhaps the best known program in the design 
community is the Cornell University International Workplace Studies 
Program headed by Frank Becker. Sponsor of considerable research 
since the 1980s, the program is now engaged in Workscape 21, The 
Ecology of New Ways of Working, whose volumes titled New 
Working Practices (which establishes benchmarks), Implementing 
New Ways of Practice (due in 1995) and Telework Centers (an evalua- 
tion of North American and Japanese experiences), are available 
through the program (Ithaca, NY 14850). 


IBM, and “big six” accounting firms like Arthur Andersen and Ernst 
& Young were the first to adopt AO in the late 1980s and early 1990s, 
and have since rapidly extended the practice in the U.S. and England. 
In 1990 Andersen applied Just-in-Time to 13 offices accommodating 
70 consultants. Savings amounted to $505,000, while employees 
reported that the quality and amount of work done was the same or 
better than before. Becker has followed developments at IBM, which 
has transformed some offices into “productivity centers.” Though he 
couldn’t confirm in-house claims of dramatic productivity gains, he did 
find a great deal of satisfaction with the new ways of working. 


Lessons from alternative-office prototypes 

When Sverdrup Architecture of St. Louis developed a hoteling 
concept for Ernst & Young, consolidating 21 floors into seven in 
Chicago’s Sears Tower in 1992, the firm worked with Michael Brill’s 
BOSTI to ensure the space would be user-friendly (following pages). 
With a current ratio of one space to six workers in Chicago, Ernst & 
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Three alternative-office pitfalls: imposing it on employees without 
their involvement, copying a successful scheme without adapting it to 
company culture, and implementing it without a test. 


Young is fast adopting hoteling elsewhere in the U.S. Having worked 
out management bugs, the company now desires space that estheti- 
cally reflects its new ways of working. While design consultants for 
major corporate clients focus on achieving AO on a national and 
global scale, those in the creative sector are coming up with ingenious 
interpretations. Abandoning rectilinear rows of cubicles for more 
malleable geometry, they are finding new solutions for “cave and 
commons,” the idea conceived in the 1960s by MIT artificial-intelli- 
gence researcher Marvin Minsky for workers who need privacy to 
concentrate and open space for informal chat. At the offices of 
Work/Family Directions, Boston-based consultants on human 
resources whose often emotional contact with clients is by phone, 
Holey Associates of San Francisco devised a delightful commons to 
serve as a physical sanctuary. It is a boardwalk edged with 14-foot 
trees leading to a light-filled “beach” with umbrellas. A meeting room 
is equipped with an old-fashioned swing set. 


In Atlanta, the CRSS/Atlanta Advance Planning office, which does 
strategic consulting and planning, has created a crisp, colorful, eco- 
nomical ($23-per-square-foot), space for a staff of 10, half of whom are 
out of the office at any given time. The design divides the 2,500 
square feet into task-based areas rather than individual workstations. 
Teams produce their own documents in a desktop-publishing area. 
Individuals can push together desks and flat files into team work 
areas; library-like carrels, offering greater privacy, are used for indi- 
vidual work. There is a library, a copy/fax area and a conference room 
as well as a private office any team member can use when needed. 
Personal files and possessions are kept in a roll-away device called a 
“puppy.” Since no one has a fixed station, staff plug their personal 
phone lines into jacks on a pedestal, keyed by a map to the person’s 
current location. 


With team-based work now so important, there is much research on 
what makes teams work. Jean Wineman and research associate Mar- 


























garet Serrato of the College of Architecture, Georgia Institute of 
Technology, suggest that among the most difficult issues is not the 
dynamic within the team but the interaction of teams with colleagues 
and other teams. Flad & Associates, a Madison, Wisconsin-based 
design firm that has long studied evolving ways of working, has told 
pharmaceutical companies that giving the team authority to create i 
own space can be key to creating the kind of ethos needed to tackle 
difficult tasks. (Warning to space planners: This can get messy.) 


Making spaces teams can “adopt” 

Apple Computer involved 90 percent of the staff in design decisions 
for its six-building, 856,000-square-foot R&D campus in Cupertino, 
California. Engineers told the company that openness was important 
for the exchange of ideas, but they stayed home to concentrate for 
lack of privacy. Apple bucked its own history of open-plan offices, 

choosing 85 percent private offices grouped around communal space. 


Deciding against signature architecture, the company built develope 
type buildings that could be easily reconfigured or sold. Completed 
last year, HOK delivered base buildings with a unified look, while fo 
other firms, Gensler and Associates, STUDIOS Architecture, Holey 
Associates, and Backen Arrigoni & Ross, created distinctive interior: 
John Holey of Holey Associates warmly recalls working with the 
other firms to develop a menu of furniture, adjustable work surfaces 
and fabrics for all the buildings from which staff could make their o' 
selections. While all the architects devised flexible spaces named Use 
Defined Areas (UDAs), most simply chopped rectilinear spaces out 0 
the usual grid of private offices. Holey Associates tied offices and 
UDAs with two linked partial circles, leaving residual space that 
workers temporarily take over for projects or meetings. (Apple 
people were at first skeptical about this; the idea has proven to work 
well.) STUDIOS accomplished the same thing by skewing inner 
offices against the grid of window offices. Apple plans an in-house 
study of the different layouts.

Joroff also found that alternative 
officing had best be driven by business concerns—improving produc- 
tivity, attracting top staff, for example, or enhancing communication 
and teamwork—rather than purely as a cost-cutting strategy. 


Some believe AO will not survive a strong economic upturn. Jay Chiat 
begs to differ. He’s committed his advertising agency, Chiat/Day to 
the cutting edge of new office techniques, reworking its Frank Gehry- 
designed headquarters in Santa Monica, California, and molding new 
space in New York City to make both “resources that allow people to 
work better and have more power to do their jobs,” as Chiat puts it. 
“Since we were going to reorganize into teams and workgroups, we 
didn’t need offices.” In both projects (following pages) people walk 
around; they talk (often they talk on the phone and walk); they meet 
over bagels and laptop computers in the “clubhouse”—a café-like 
space favored by the agency’s largely 20- and 30-something staff. 
What people don’t do is labor alone in cubicles or private offices. 
Having “checked out” their computers and their portable phones, 
employees go to project rooms (spaces dedicated to campaigns for 
clients), single-person carrels (where concentrated individual work 
can be done on desktop computers), the clubhouse, or quiet nooks (for 
solitude). Personal items (including such archaic objects as paper 
Rolodexes) are stored in lockers. On meeting Chiat for the first time, 
architect Gaetano Pesce recalls, “This man is questioning a typology. 
As architects we should be putting things in question. He’s like an 
architect, asking what the office of tomorrow should be.” =

Energy is palpable at the agency’s barely fin- 
ished lower-Manhattan offices. It’s not just 
Gaetano Pesce’s splashes of color and whimsi- 
cal furnishings—they’re never overwhelming. 
It’s the hum of a small city, where people 
meet in halls or in the cafe-like clubhouse or 
solitarily contemplate the view from floppy 
furniture. What looks at casual glance like a 
rock-video set, turns out, on close examina- 
tion, to reveal how clearly Pesce understood 
what the client was after. The indeterminate 
shapes and bright colors are amusing rather 
than overassertive; there is a variety of 
spatial experiences and surprising perspec- 
tives on the thrilling city and harbor views. 
The whole office seems to invite worker coop- 
tation. Pesce arranged the necessary enclosed 
spaces to create people-oriented piazzas and 
slots to bring views and natural light well into 
the inhospitably deep floor plate of the build- 
ing—a generic 1980s developer special. 
Mesh-clad carrels hold desktop computers for 
concentrated individual work (top right). 
Plentiful floor and wall outlets connect laptop 
computers to a central server, as in the club- 
house (middle right). Bored with the view? 
Move somewhere else; people find you by 
phone. Crisis brewing? You can check out a 
small project room for a few hours or a few 
days. Does it really work? Too early to tell. 
Now workers move in, out, or through the 
office as needs dictate, blowing conventional 
notions of space utilization sky high. J. S. R.

“You can’t make people work harder and 
smarter,” says Jay Chiat. “You can give them 
an environment that helps them to to work 
harder and smarter.” Chiat/Day has been 
practicing that philosophy since 1976, when 
the firm hired Gene Summers to “take down 
the walls and doors,” as Chiat puts it. The 
process has accelerated in recent years. The 
Santa Monica headquarters, designed by 
Frank O. Gehry in collaboration with the 
artists Claes Oldenburg and Coosje van 
Bruggen, opened to much fanfare only in late 
1991. It’s sculptural street presence enclosed 
a grid of informal, plywood-clad open work- 
stations little different from those many 
architects use. Still, says architect Susan 
Lanier, Chiat “wanted to bust out of pre- 
scribed notions, the complacency in the way 
they were working. He was really convinced 
the system they had was archaic.” Lanier is 
partner in Lubowicki/Lanier, which has 
reworked the Gehry building’s interior. 
Chiat’s new metaphor for both Santa Monica 
and New York was of a college campus, where 
students move from classroom to classroom, 
to library and lab. Similarly, most Chiat/Day 
staff aren’t tied to desks. After checking out 
computers and phones at the “company 
store,” they go where the resources they need 
are, whether that be a meeting room (fitted 
up—temporarily of course 





with computer, 
video equipment, tack space, and white board) 
or a quiet corner equipped only with a seat. 


Chiat sees the Santa Monica office as perhaps 
a little more conservative than the New York 
solution: “Lubowicki and Lanier had the addi- 
tional problem of adding to Frank’s [Gehry] 
environment without destroying its integrity.” 
Much more difficult, Lanier feels, was the 
issue of flexibility: “To allow people to move to 
a zone to perform a task doesn’t mean every- 
thing has to be movable. If that was the tack, 
you'd end up with rather mediocre space 
architecturally and otherwise. Things get 
moved around and left, and it’s nobody’s

orking within a complex of 18th-century buildings on the fringes of 
Mexico City’s central historic district, architect Isaac Broid accom- 
plished a design feat that Europeans have long practiced with 
success, but which has often foundered in the U.S. He inserted thor- 
oughly modern interior elements to accommodate totally new 
functions with a minimum of disturbance to the existing building’s 
antique character and fabric. Success of this technique in other coun- 
tries is aided, of course, by the heavy masonry construction of many 
historic buildings, which gives them the visual strength to hold their 
own against newer intrusions. It is also aided by their reliance on 
manual construction techniques, which eliminate the need to partially 
demolish an existing building to get heavy equipment inside before 
remodeling can even begin.

La Ciudadela, as the complex is known, was built as a tobacco factory. 
It became soldiers’ quarters during the Mexican Revolution. Later, it 
was used as warehouses. In 1985, the government remodeled most of 
the buildings into one of the largest public libraries in the country. 
Omitted were the spaces shown here that Broid and renovation 
advisor Abraham Zabludovzky were to turn into the Centro de la 
Imagen, a gallery for the display of photography and other visual 
arts accompanied by facilities for lectures and archives. Perhaps it 
was the presence of long narrow compartments divided by heavy 
structural walls (see plan, following pages), that although suitable for 
funneling air to cure tobacco, discouraged the library planners from 
adapting this part of the building to their purposes. 


It is this unusual configuration of rooms with their extensive vertical 
surfaces that Broid has cleverly adapted to providing maximum 
opportunity for displays. In the process, he has added even more 
walls that break up the existing spaces’ regimental rhythm without 
fighting their dominating presence. Indeed, the true secret to the 
visual success of Broid’s design is that all new construction appears 
to have been dropped into the older framework. New walls, of both 
exposed poured concrete and conventional interior construction 
painted in bright colors, stop short of original ones, which still retain 
their 18th-century stucco finish. Supports for the new walls are steel 
beams stretched between existing foundations. There is a steel-struc- 
ture mezzanine that also appears disengaged from its venerable 
surroundings. 


A raised corridor on independent columns slices diagonally through 
old and new walls alike to emphasize its recent origins. To accommo- 
date it, Broid had to cut new openings through the structural cross 
walls, but he has endowed these portals with classic proportions that 
are entirely appropriate to the older fabric’s character. The corridors 
give access to exhibition spaces on balconies that appear to float. 


Despite the portals’ bow to their surroundings, there is no doubt 
ibout new materials and old. “They do not touch,” says Broid in only 
light ex eration, “thereby juxtaposing past and present. This

Has No Place in Licensing,” 
which appeared in the August 
1994 issue of ARCHITECTURAL 
RECORD, has inspired me to 
write. I was very pleased to see 
an issue such as the discrimina- 
tion resulting from broad 
assumptions made by the 
NCARB addressed in a national 
forum. 


I must express my disappoint- 
ment with a policy that 
monopolizes creative thought in 
architecture to benefit those 
mainly of considerable affluence. 
In a democracy founded on per- 
sonal freedoms and dedicated to 
the preservation and advance- 
ment of free enterprise, one must 
question how far have we as a 
society progressed when artistic 
endeavors are allowed to be reg- 
ulated out of reach of many 
talented and competent individu- 
als. Let’s face it, more often than 
not the level of technical exper- 
tise required to make a building 
safe and sound is fairly academic 
and can be obtained through 
research, creative problem 
solving, or enlisting the services 
of a consulting engineering firm 
(a practice not uncommon even 
with formally educated and 
licensed architects). I think Le 
Corbusier said it best when he 
described architecture as the 
point when “art enters in.” To 
assume that only the narrow path 
as defined by the NCARB 
insures good, safe designs could 
be compared with the notion that 
only the nuclear family provides 
a child proper life foundations. 
By today’s enlightened standards 
of equality these protectionist 
measures driven by the architec 


tural community are conspic- 





Discrimination 

Thank you for your article on 
being “out” or openly lesbian or 
gay in the design profession. 
[RECORD, June 1994, page 36]. It 
does miss several significant 
facts. 


AIA associate general counsel 
Beth Davis is being disingenuous 
when she says that no discrimina- 
tion complaints have been made 
formal. I made such a complaint 
to Syl Damianos, then president 
of AIA, about discriminatory 
practices at the Dallas office of 
RTKL Associates. (For those 
who know that RTKL has an 
internal non-discrimination 
policy, I note only that RTKL’s 
commitment to it seems stronger 
in L.A., Baltimore, and D.C., 
where municipal ordinances rein- 
force it.) 


As I| recall, I raised the issue of 
changing the code of ethics first 
with my complaint to the ATA in 
late 1989. Davis referred me to 
Seth Weine of New York and a 
couple of months later to Steve 
Glassman of Baltimore. The 
three of us working together 
struggled to get the issue of 
sexual-orientation discrimination 
considered. Glassman wound up 
with more influence on the 
process because of his proximity 
to D.C. and, I believe, his greater 
“acceptability” to AIA staff and 
officers as a licensed architect 
rather than interns as Weine and 
I both were. 


While OLGAD (Organization for 
Lesbian and Gay Architects and 
Designers) is doing great things, 
the oldest organization for 
lesbian/gay design professionals 
is the Alliance for Design Profes- 
sionals (ADP) in Dallas. It has 
provided support for more than 
10 years and done so in a much 
more hostile city.

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Paradox 


It is an axiom that the volume of debate about architectural form varies in inverse 
proportion to the volume of construction activity. In other words, the greater the 
recession, the more vigorous the dialogue. That said, we are today without question 
in a period when the profession, emerging from this recession at a slower pace than 
from the last one, is taking a close look at what kind of architecture is emerging as 
we approach that admittedly artificial milestone in time, the year 2000. 


Look for a moment at the drivers of an emerging architecture and at probable out- 
comes. Certain drivers are beyond dispute—focus on local culture; fast-changing 
demographics; concern for the environment; dwindling open land; restricted 
resources; rising public participation in the planning and design process. 


As to probable outcomes, a global RECORD survey of architects (see article on pages 
74 to 81) endorses a scenario that calls for an architecture not governed by any one 
style (if by style you mean any broadly accepted vocabulary of forms), accompanied 
by a rush of new building types triggered by those various drivers; an architecture 
in which the personality of the architect is likely to bow to local tastes and local 
issues; an architecture where technology is more likely to be merely refined and 
used in service of the architecture than as a dominant foree—in other words, a 
framework dominated by local influences and expressed context. 


Nevertheless, an odd paradox continues to color the critical debate about style. 
Observe the image below: it is the new gateway to Martha’s Vineyard designed by 
architects Domenech Hicks & Krockmalnic for the one-million travelers who land by 
ferry on the island each year. As architects we often ignore something that Prince 
Charles and his advisers seem to see all too well—that the public has a long memory 
and powerful associations between architectural form, content, and meaning that 
unfailingly confound the most strenuous efforts of Modernism and other movements. 
There are architects who throughout the stylistic turmoil of the past 50 years never 
abandoned traditional styles. Mott Schmidt carried the torch of tradition successful- 
ly from the 1920s well through the 1970s. Cleveland-based Montgomery Copper 
clothed in a traditional coat everything from suburban houses to TV stations. Today 
we see the likes of Allan Greenberg and Robert Stern cultivating a similar-minded 
clientele. And they are sustained by that huge group of loyalists, the builders of 
single-family tract houses, who provide and will continue to provide for future gener- 
ations the house (and variations) symbolized so powerfully by Stern’s house carried 
in the June 1994 cover story of LIFE magazine. 


So if you gather from today’s debates that style is dead, think again. To loosely para- 
phrase Victor Hugo’s famous saying, no architect, no critic can defeat the power of 
an idea whose time is not yet up. Stephen A. Kliment

English and Spanish no longer appear to be 
L.A.’s mother tongues, and considering the 
influence the Pacific Rim is exerting on our 
culture now, that is totally believable too. 


Deckerd’s own architectural tastes harken 
back to the 20th century, however. His 97th 
floor apartment seems to have been designed 
by a Frank Lloyd Wright replicant (licensed, 


no doubt, by the Frank Lloyd Wright Founda- 


tion, as is presently everything else Wright- 
ian) with walls done in what look like decora- 
tive precast blocks from the Ennis house. 


The replicants are taken in by an oddball 
genetics designer who lives alone in a huge 
but dilapidated building (actually the Brad- 
bury Building in Los Angeles before it was 
restored, RECORD, January 1993, pages 108- 
111). One wonders why this building hasn’t 
taken a wrecking ball in the side by 2019. 
Maybe it’s rotting on the Register, but no 
doubt about it, it has more character than a 
lot of the newer buildings. Maybe the genet- 
ics designer has made the Bradbury his home 
because there still isn’t enough affordable 
housing in L.A. Or else he has a real sweet 
rent-control deal, and a landlord who isn’t 
about to spend one dime fixing the place up. 
(I think I know this landlord. Or at least his 
father.) 


Other familiar sights in Blade Runner 
inelude gigantic billboards for Coca Cola, 
hordes of people riding bicycles, poor ventila- 
tion in offices supplemented by ceiling fans. 
People still can’t get a cab in the rain. Like 
many of us, the evil manufacturer of the

Local Code: Constitution of a City at 
42° North Latitude, by Michael Sorkin. 
New York: Princeton Architectural Press, 
1993, 128 pages, $15 (paper).

Michael Sorkin’s Local Code is a prescription 
for urban health that describes the rules for 
making an ideal city. In its highly precise, 
technical, and regulatory manner, the book 
not only reflects its time, but tries to surpass 
the tradition of utopian-town planning. 


Is it possible that in the history of building, 
no writer has attempted such a comprehen- 
sive document before? Indeed, its ambition 
may lead some to label Sorkin’s endeavor as 
folly. Nevertheless, anyone who has engaged 
in writing rules for building can appreciate its 
initiative and depth, as well as the shortcom- 
ings that are inevitably part of the territory. 


Few have attempted to define so completely 
the paradigm for a healthy city, an ambiguous 
ideal that makes success or failure difficult to 
measure. Nonetheless, the idea of the healthy 
city seems to be emerging in our time. Its 
definition is evolving empirically, without a 
lab for pre-testing on species other than 
humans. Every human settlement is a living 
experiment and each city is a laboratory. Any 
ideal, whether design or policy, that survives 
to the stage of implementation is buffeted by 
unpredictable human reactions and its ulti- 
mate success cannot be wholly assessed for 
many years. 


For example, 20th-century suburbia seemed 
to be a good idea at the time of its initiation. 
After all, its intention was to provide an alter- 
native to those urban conditions that 
threatened personal and social health. Now, 
still in the same century in which some of the 
greatest models of suburban new towns were 
built, one can propose, with agreement from 
both academic and lay circles, that we have 
built too much suburbia, along the way 
degrading its original model, the Garden City, 
and undermining the core city. Several gener- 
ations of urban growth under this misguided

model have produced the metropolis, a new 
urban form that has spread ills beyond the 
generating core where they were to have 
been left behind. Bloated like an overweight 
body, the metropolis suffers from a pathology 
rooted in bad habits now copied regionally. 
The harm is well documented: environmental 
damage, the institutionalization of poverty, a 
sprawling infrastructure that defies mainte- 
nance, virtual elimination of a civic realm and 
civic life, and the ascendancy and perpetua- 
tion of that private indulgence, consumerism. 


In addition to behavior traditionally recog- 
nized as beneficial, Sorkin’s town code 
encourages the latest pathologies with little 
resistance or modification. Unfortunately, 
Sorkin eschews any graphic illustration that 
would make his model quickly accessible to a 
general audience. But everyone will appreci- 
ate his efforts to codify an ideal inspired by 
today’s environmental and social needs. 


Some of his proposals are indisputably desir- 
able, such as those he calls “heliotropisms,” 
which guarantee all buildings access to sun- 
light and a direct relationship to the sky. 
Other proposals are less obvious in their 
intent to induce environmental or social 
goals. For example, there is the clause that 
says, “An area is a portion of the City which 
has been specified by design... Areas must be 
different. Dissimilarity of areas must exceed 
15 percent of area, volume, or vector ratios 
and percentage distributions.” 


Navigating the vocabulary 

Why Local Code employs terms that at first 
seem abstruse and may even offend some 
readers is unclear. The reader’s efforts to 
navigate the vocabulary, though, will eventu- 
ally be rewarded by the discovery that most 
terms are related to something already 
known. A “Hab” is a residence, a “Nabe” is a 
neighborhood, and “Tecton” seems to be a 
euphemism for building style. 


In the absence of a physical model, the 
abstract nature of many of these elements 
opens the door to uncertain interpretation. 
Still, Local Code speaks to all city users and 
should not be mistaken for an academic exer- 
cise of little applicability. Many of the 
elements described are already embodied in 
places we admire, and the underlying princi- 


ples can serve as encouragement for those 
involved in community design. 


In the end, the physical vision that emerges 
from Local Code is one of a human settlement 
that unquestioningly accommodates 20th- 
century urban inventions. For example, 
superhighways and pedestrian bridges are 
rationalized as systematic elements of the 
new urban context and given new labels. 
Sorkin catalogs and identifies the desired 
way different types of infrastructure should 
work and then sets limits on them and pro- 
vides for greenbelt farming and public space. 
His vision tries to assimilate all the elements 
of the current American metropolis, forego- 
ing his usual role as a critic. 


Distancing himself from others 

Within this inclusivist approach, certain trou- 
blesome aspects deserve scrutiny and 
qualification. Most of these arise from 
Sorkin’s apparent desire to distance his work 
from that of contemporaries and to lay his 
own foundation for already accepted or rec- 
ognized conventions. For example, his Bill of 
Rights for City Dwellers does not recognize 
the earlier and similar Bill of Community 
Rights that was elaborated by Elizabeth 
Moule and widely disseminated by Nick Pat- 
saouras in his 1992 mayoral campaign in Los 
Angeles. While some of Sorkin’s measures 
are set in American cities today, others are 
probably not feasible—such as the minimum 
of 25 restaurants and cafes per Nabe. 


Still other measures can only be verified by 
designs illustrating and testing them. This 
would be a worthy response to Local Code— 
to be used as assignments for university 
design studios or as amusement for recre- 
ational urbanists. Certainly, the challenge of 
applying computer capabilities to Sorkin’s 
graphic specifications should make some 
codophiles shiver with anticipation. Indeed, 
the book’s conclusion invites such endeavors. 


By itself, this book is not the ultimate pre- 
scription for urban health. But taken in 
perspective with contemporary efforts to 
address urban issues, Local Code provides 
encouragement to continue experimentation 
and acknowledges a larger arena of responsi- 
bility for even the most impenetrable circles 
of architectural design and writing.—=

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How Buildings Learn: What Happens

A geodesic dome stands abandoned along an 

Arizona highway. Although eye-catching, the 

structure is practically useless for any new 

purpose because its peculiar dimensions are 

suited only for its original tenants—a restau- 
_ rant, a bar, and a real-estate office. 


Exploring the dome and numerous other U.S. 
and British buildings from their envelopes to 
their layouts, Brand—the man who created 
The Whole Earth Catalog—advocates design- 
ing structures that are equipped for change. 
He maps out and illustrates the interior and 
exterior changes a building undergoes 
between the time it’s constructed and the 
time it becomes a pile of rubbish, discussing 
why some buildings survive change with 
glory while other fail with misery. “A building 
is not something you finish,” he says. “A 
building is something you start.” 


Although Brand believes all buildings grow, 
only some improve. In addition to the initial 


design, the tenants and frequency of turnover 


decide how well a structure survives. 


Brand introduces ideas such as high-road 
buildings—whose endless beauty and charac- 
ter invite preservation—and low-road 
buildings—whose adaptability and affordabil- 
ity invite continual changes. 


*Anecdotes pull the reader through the book 
as much as the subject matter. Brand even 
_ includes a tale of himself and his wife con- 
verting a 1932 tugboat into a houseboat. By 
examining landmarks like Mount Vernon and 
_ Montpelier, the author makes this a topic of 
the past and the present. 


_ Pushing for architects and designers to look 
beyond the exterior, Brand expounds the idea 
of considering the building not only for its 

_ elegance today but its usefulness tomorrow.

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Briefly Noted 


The Old Way of Seeing: How Architec- 
ture Lost Its Magic (and How fo Get It 
Back), by Jonathan Hale. Boston: 
Houghton Mifflin, 1994, 197 pages, $25. 
Outlining the design characteristics of pre- 
1830 structures—before architecture became 
a self-conscious endeavor—Hale praises pre- 
Modern designers on their use of light and 
shade, contrast, proportion, and balance. The 
results of these efforts were works full of 
grace and spirit, says Hale. In comparison, 
he labels most Modern architecture bland 
and lifeless. He explores why buildings have 
lost their sense of style and considers 
methods for regaining the magic of old. 
Black-and-white photos support Hale’s theo- 
ries, but the book would have been stronger 
had the author used more specific examples 
and relied less on generalization. A.S. 

The Making of Beaubourg: A Building 
Biography of the Centre Pompidou in 
Paris, by Nathan Silver. Cambridge: MIT 
Press, 1994, 192 pages, $25. 

This book offers a behind-the-scenes look at 
the highly charged and difficult process of 
designing and building the once controversial 
and now popular Paris museum. After an 
international design competition was won by 
architects Renzo Piano and Richard Rogers, 
the project was plagued by a long series of 
political, legal, and artistic battles. Based on 
interviews with the project’s major players, 
this book progresses mostly chronologically, 
although a few topics are handled separately. 
The straightforward writing makes for an 
easy read. But the book is sparsely supported 
with unexciting black-and-white photographs 
that fail to communicate the building’s 
vibrant nature. A.S. 

Mies van der Rohe: Barcelona Pavil- 
ion, by Ignasi de Sola-Morales, Cristian 
Cirici, and Fernando Ramos. Barcelona: 
Gustavo Gili, 1993, 74 pages, $35 (paper) 
Written by the architects who carried out the 
reconstruction of the Barcelona Pavilion in 
the 1980s, this large-format book includes 
one section on the design and building of the 
1929 landmark and another on the recent 
rebuilding of it on its original site. Drawings 
and old photographs of what was originally 
called the German Pavilion for the Barcelona 
International Exposition, as well as gorgeous 
color photographs of the new structure, offer 
an in-depth examination of this icon of Mod- 
ernism. C.A.P 


Lloyd’s Building: Richard Rogers Part- 
nership, by Kenneth Powell. London: 
Phaidon Press, 1994, 60 pages, $30 (paper). 
A title in Phaidon’s “Architecture in Detail” 
series, this large-format book provides an 
exhaustive look at Richard Rogers’ high-tech 
London landmark. Large photographs and 
enough drawings to build your own Lloyd’s 
bring the building sharply into focus. Powell, 
the architectural correspondent for the Daily 
Telegraph in England, has written a thorough 
text that examines everything from the selec- 
tion process and the role of the client to the 
building’s structure and services. C.A.P 

The Show Starts on the Sidewalk: An 
Architectural History of the Movie 
Theater, by Maggie Valentine. New Haven: 
Yale University Press, 1994, 208 pages, $35. 
From penny arcades to multiplex cinemas, 
this architectural history of the movie theater 
covers a broad range of work that has been 
done over the years. The book focuses on the 
career of S. Charles Lee, who designed more 
than 300 theaters, mostly in California, 
resulting in a strong geographic bias. But the 
author offers in-depth looks at famous movie 
palaces such as the Fox Wilshire and Tower 
in Los Angeles and includes in her scope 
theater novelties like Cinerama and 3D. ALS. 
The Design Encyclopedia, by Mel Byars. 
New York: John Wiley, 1994, 612 pages, $60. 
Focusing on the last 125 years, this hefty 
volume covers the full range of applied and 
decorative arts. The book includes 4,000 
entries with information on designers, design 
organizations, manufacturers, studios, and 
movements and styles. More than 100 black- 
and-white images are grouped in four 
sections. The book includes lists of key design 
exhibitions, from the 1851 Great Exhibition in 
London to the 1992 Seville Expo. C_.A.P 

The Dictionary of 20th-Century 
Design, by John Pile. New York: De Capo 
Press, 1994, 293 pages, $19. 

More of an encyclopedia than a dictionary, 
this volume offers extensive definitions on a 
variety of terms useful to those in the design 
profession. From the design of furniture to 
that of buildings, the book covers a range of 
topics from Chinaware, clothing, styles, 
equipment, and schools. The 1,200 entries 
include basic explanations, historical informa- 
tion, impacts on the industry, and specific 
examples of works.

The following is taken from conversations 
with Michel Desrosiers, Associate Principal, 
JPL & Associés Architects, and Dominic 
Lefebvre, Gerant de Project, LBL Inc., 
curtainwall contractor. 


The Architect: 

This is a contemporary building using 
materials in context with the buildings of its 
environment. From the beginning of the 
design concept, copper was a primary 
focus. Surrounding the museums of the 
Place des Arts are commercial buildings. In 
the language of architecture, curtainwalls 
are often associated with the commercial, 
while copper is more closely associated 
with the institutional. Thus, we sought a 
blend using the nobility of copper with the 
practicality of a curtainwall design. 


Copper is comfortable with designs of 
any age or period. Early proposals for substi- 
tuting aluminum panels, based on budget 
considerations, were rejected. Copper com- 
plemented the complex specifically and the 
cityscape in general. 


We decided to let the exterior weather 
naturally, while permanently capturing the 
elegance of patinated copper for prominent 
interior applications using a patina accelera- 
tion process. All panels were processed prior 
to installation. The results are very stable.

Four central columns rise five floors to a 
dome capping the lobby rotunda. This focal 
point is completely clad with the prepatinat- 
ed panels as are the elevator interiors and 
several other accent locations throughout the 
building. This use of copper fulfills the phi- 
losophy of the design, links the museum's

The Contractor: 

Our firm has been working successfully 
with copper curtainwalls since 1984. The 
Museum of Contemporary Art is probably the 
most demanding for both roof and wall appli- 
cations. The broad areas between mullions (up 
to 4’ x 4’) necessitated a rigid, flat, warp-free 
panel, difficult to achieve with copper alone.

We used 0.06-in (1.5-mm) copper sheet 
bonded to 0.04-in (1-mm) galvanized steel 
sheet. A sheet of each metal is fully coated 
with a 0.04-in (1-mm) layer of a two-compo- 
nent polysulfide adhesive made by PRC 
Canada and then pressed together.The 
adhesive, which is the same used to hold in 
place the heat protection tiles on the U.S. 
Space Shuttle, sets up in about 20 minutes. 
All fabrication is done in the shop. The 
hybrid panels can withstand up to 60 Ib/sq ft 
from wind or snow with less than 0.08 in 
(2 mm) deflection at their midpoint. 


Complete adhesive coverage of the metal 
panels ensures no galvanic interaction, and 
the flexibility of the adhesive offsets any 
shearing related to their different thermal 
expansion characteristics. The PRC adhesive 
was especially developed for the panels’ fab- 
rication and to withstand all anticipated con- 
ditions of sun, temperature and humidity. Its 
formulation comprises copper chloride, 
arsenic, copper phosphate, copper sulfate 
and water. 


The mullions are roll-formed copper 
caps, 0.03 in (0.75 mm), that snap on to 
FRP (Fiberglass Reinforced Plastic) pultru- 
sions which are fastened to a 4-inch (100- 
mm) deep aluminum subframe. Moisture 
protection is accomplished by neoprene 
gasketing where the pultrusion meets the 
copper panel and the use of PRC 5000S 
sealant between the panel edges and the 
structural aluminum mullion frame. In this 
design, the copper has little to do with the 
building’s moisture barrier. Virtually the 


same design is used for the ve 
panels as for the copper-steel panels, 
for the roof and for the cui 
design is similar to the Zimmcor system 
used on Le 1000 de La Gauchetiére in 
center of Montréal.

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Where Washington Slept, a City 
Restores and Restores and Restores 


By Sheri Olson 

Restoring exterior wood cladding of struc- 
tures as old as the 18th-century 
Morris-Jumel mansion, a historically as well 
as architecturally significant building in 
upper Manhattan, posed unique challenges 
for the firm of Jan Hird Pokorny Architects 
and Planners. It’s more difficult to resolve 
the common preservation dilemma—what’s 
restored versus what’s replaced—when con- 
sidering a material as potentially ephemeral 
as wood. In this case, the architects also had 
to contend with ungraceful earlier restora- 
tions and a city procurement process focused 
too much on low bidder and too little on the 
painstaking skills needed. 


Built in 1765 as a summer villa on a 100-acre 
farm stretching from the Hudson to the 
Harlem rivers by British Colonel Roger 
Morris, the Morris-Jumel mansion features a 
large portico believed to be the earliest exist- 
ing colonnade in the United States. The 
elegant Georgian residence most likely sur- 
vives due to its brief use as General George 
Washington’s headquarters during the Revo- 
lution. The house was purchased in 1810 by 
wealthy French émigré Stephen Jumel, who 
modified the exterior to reflect the prevailing 
Federal style. After Jumel’s death, his widow, 
Eliza Bowen, married ex-Vice President 
Aaron Burr in the front parlor. 


Pokorny’s firm, which specializes in historic- 
preservation work, first became involved in 

1986, when it was engaged to do a conditions 
survey. Among the many deteriorated areas 


found, the most serious were bulging exterior 


walls and siding pulling away at the base of 
the building, signifying rotting of the timber 
frame at the sill and the basement window 
lintels. Many of the problems were a legacy 
of fluctuating maintenance attention by New 
York City’s Department of Parks and Recre- 
ation, which has owned the property since 
1903. Limited funds allowed the architect to 
address the structural problems and restore 


the exterior to its Jumel period.

house used this technique: it could have been 
poor quality bricks and mortar that required 
a wood cladding. Or, the architects speculate, 
it may simply have been less expensive to 
give the house a sophisticated, stone-like 
appearance using wood rather than the real 
thing. At any rate, the bricks may have 
trapped rising damp from the foundations, 


causing extensive deterioration near the sills. 


In the repairs, the architects’ priority was to 
retain as much of the original building fabric 
as possible. Richard Pieper, the director of 
preservation at Pokorny, believed it was 
important to “allow the building to show its 


age while making sure it stayed intact.” Thus, 


even battered wood siding and original 
wrought nails were numbered and saved as 
cladding was removed. Wherever possible, 


damaged items were stabilized in place by the 


direct injection of liquid epoxy (following 
pages), which also minimized disturbance of 
adjacent areas. Only extremely deteriorated 
members were replaced with new pressure- 
treated wood. At irreparable joist ends, wood 


blocks were installed as nailers for the lowest 


siding boards. Three-fourths of the $600,000 
budget was spent on these hidden structural 
repairs. The cladding and water table were 
slightly altered to reduce infiltration. Later 
phases of work should reduce rising damp. 


Restoring the previously restored 

Since the mansion had undergone a series of 
changes almost from the beginning, the 
architects chose to restore the house to its 
“Jumel period,” the era of most historical and 
architectural significance. In the process, the 
firm had to evaluate (and sometimes undo) 
inappropriate or over-enthusiastic earlier 
restoration efforts. Carved wood ornament 
was damaged in the 1950s when propane 
torches were used to burn off old layers of 
paint. This time heat guns and heat plates 
permitted less damaging removal. Hand 
scraping was still called for in intricate areas. 


To correctly duplicate details of the decora- 
tive roof balustrade, the architects worked 
from 19th-century photographs. Though the 
architects replaced the balustrade using 
select pine (locating rare five-by-five in. stock 
to replicate carved-urn finials), they knew

ROOF BALUSTRADE POST 
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Windows joined the old way 

A priority for the architects was the replace- 
ment of inappropriate windows installed as 
part of previous renovations in the 1930s and 
50s. The architects drew the elegant dimen- 
sion of the new sashes, rails, and muntins 
from the glass lights of the only remaining 
original door. The wood joinery of the new 
windows replicates the traditional mortise- 
and-tenon detailing of the early 19th century. 
All through connections were wedged and 
pinned. A blind mortise was used at the 
muntin and stile connection. The entire 
frame is of select white pine, except for the 
sash pulleys, which have an oak casing with 
hickory wheels. The window panes are the 
first installation in the United States of a new 
glass developed to combine ultraviolet radia- 


tion filtration with the subtle imperfections of 


of glass that would have been used in the 
house. Each sheet is hand-blown using the 
cylinder method, which leads to distortions 
and occasional pitting. The glass does not 
entirely block ultraviolet rays, but does 
provide three times the blockage of regular 
glass, enough to protect the Napoleonic 
period furnishings inside. 
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Give and Takings: When Do Land-Use Rules

While complaints about government actions 
trampling private property rights have been 
a staple since the republic began, the argu- 
ment—as the statements above demon- 
strate—has taken on new fervor in the last 
few years. The property-rights battle is one 
in which the outcome could have profound 
effect on the design professions, for at issue 
is nothing less than the current system of 
government land-use regulation—of zoning 
and preservation ordinances, building and 
life-safety codes, and environmental laws, 
among others. 


So far the fields of this battle encompass the 
U.S. Supreme Court and lower courts, 
Capitol Hill and state legislatures across the 
country. And its combatants comprise a 
diverse coalition of interests. On one side is 
the burgeoning self-styled property rights 
movement, whose proponents argue that gov- 
ernment regulations too often violate the 
constitutional rights of land owners. Adher- 
ents include conservative legal theorists and 
deregulationists; groups of developers, real- 
tors, and builders, including the National 
Association of Homebuilders; numerous busi- 
ness consortiums—including the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, National Forest 
Products Association, and American Mining 
Cor s; and citizens’ groups ranging from 
1dvocates to snowmobilers. 
of the battle, emphasiz- 
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cates; and various labor unions and consumer 
groups. Though it opposes the property- 
rights agenda, AIA has not actively lobbied. 


Property rights and the courts 

To understand the current controversy, it is 
necessary to look at property-rights law and 
its interpretation by the Supreme Court. At 
the heart of the matter are the last 12 words 
of the Fifth Amendment to the Constitution: 
“nor shall private property be taken for 
public use, without just compensation.” 


For more than a century after its ratification, 
this “takings” clause, which is rooted in 
English common law, was widely understood 
to apply only to the physical taking of proper- 
ty that occurred when government used its 
power of eminent domain to buy land to build 
roads, schools, and so on. Not until 1922 did 





Prope ity-rights advocates have attacked reg- 
tlations. such as ocean-front development 
controls in areas subject to erosion (above) 
ce they often severely limit a property 
s development options.

interpretation. In Pennsylvania Coal 
Company v. Mahon, the plaintiff invoked the 
takings clause against a state regulation 
intended to protect surface structures by lim- 
iting the quantity of coal that could be mined.

Berkeley and an authority on environmental 
and land-use law, “For many years courts 
accepted the view that regulation was a nec- 
essary part of doing business, of balancing 
individual liberty and community good, in the 
very complicated modern state.”

without compensating owners. Most 
ybservers agree that the chief significance of 
hese cases lies not in the specific decisions, 
which were sufficiently equivocal to allow 
ach side to claim some victory. And, as attor- 
1ey Paul Edmundson, of the National Trust 
or Historic Preservation, points out, these 
lecisions do not fundamentally challenge the 
state’s right or ability to regulate. Rather, as 
dmundson, says, “These cases are signifi- 
sant largely because they exist at all— 
gecause for so many years the Court did so 
ittle with this issue.” 


fhe “linchpin” of preservation 

The recent decisions have primarily affected 
snvironmental rules, but the legal rationale 
inder attack is similar to that which under- 
bins historic-landmark designation, design 
sontrols, and other essentially esthetic 
restrictions. Organizations like the National 
Trust for Historic Preservation regard the 
property-rights agenda with considerable 
apprehension because historic preservation 
has been the focus of two major takings 
eases. In 1978, in Penn Central Transporta- 
fon Co. v. New York City, the Supreme Court 
ruled that the city’s preservation ordinance 
did not constitute a regulatory taking when it 
denied the owners of Grand Central Station 
use of air-rights over the landmark to build a 
high-rise: Based on the rationale that the 
owners retained‘some viable economic use of 
the property, and that the regulation served a 
genuine public purpose, this decision was, as 
Paul Edmundson of the Trust says, “the 
linchpin” of the preservation movement. In 
1991, the Pennsylvania Supreme Court ruled 
that Philadelphia’s preservation ordinance 
did effect an unconstitutional taking of prop- 
erty when landmark designation to a theater 
interior prevented the owner from dividing it 
[RECORD, January 1993, pages 70-73 and 
102-107]. Although the Court reversed its 
own decision in 1993, preservationists nation- 
wide saw takings as again a weapon that 
could be successfully wielded by anti-land-

mark forces. Today, says Pratt Cassity, direc- 
tor of the National Alliance of Preservation 
Commissions, “we know that any broadening 
of the definition of takings that affects envi- 
ronmental regulation might affect us as well.” 


Zoning and planning chaos? 
City and regional planners, too, are watching 
the struggle closely; they understand that 
property-rights activists seek to curtail gov- 
ernments’ ability to set standards for land 
development, or to impose conditions (such as 
the provision of affordable housing, parks, or 
playgrounds) upon real-estate developers. 
Even a concept as entrenched as zoning 
might be threatened since it, too, was legit- 
imized in an important early takings case. In 
Allage of Euclid v. Ambler Realty, the 
Court’s 1926 ruling that zoning did not consti- 
tute a regulatory taking was as vital to 
planning as the Penn Central ruling was to 
preservation. Nancy Willis, government 
affairs coordinator of the American Planning 
Association, underscores the importance of 
the decision when she says, “With the sweep 
of a pen, takings legislation could wipe out 
almost 70 years of planning tradition.” Or, as 
James Murley, executive director of 1,000 
Friends of Florida, a growth-control group 
fighting that state’s property-rights move- 
ment puts it, “without regulations, we’d have 
Houstons everywhere.” 


Private rights, public responsibilities 
Two fundamentally different conceptions of 
the relationship between private rights and 
public responsibilities lie at the very center of 
the takings debate. Property-rights activists, 
whose movement is rooted in the deregula- 
tion agenda of the Reagan Administration, 
believe that government at all levels has 
stitched private owners into a regulatory 
straitjacket that unlawfully restricts their 
freedom to use their property. They press for 
an interpretation of the takings clause that 
would require government to pay owners for 
virtually any decrease in property value 
attributable to regulation. Richard Epstein, a 
University of Chicago law professor and 
author of Takings: Private Property and the 
Power of Eminent Domain—a 1985 book 
that helped establish the movement’s intellec- 
tual foundation—sees only two justifications 
for the uncompensated regulation of proper- 
ty. “If a regulation prevents a harm or 


Court Case 1: Imposed 
Development Conditions 
Must Meet Public Purpose 


Case: Nollan v. California Coastal 
Commission 

Decided: U.S. Supreme Court, 1987. 

At issue: The Nollans sought to tear down 
their existing oceanfront house and build a 
larger one. Pursuant to a policy encouraging 
improved public beach access, The California 
Coastal Commission agreed to permit con- 
struction on condition that the Nollans 
extend a path across their property. The 
Nollans called this an unconstitutional taking. 
Decision: The court agreed with the 
Nollans, noting that the path requested didn’t 
actually improve public access. Justices found 
no “essential nexus” between the state’s exac- 
tion (the specific ceding of property for 
access) and and the public purpose the exac- 
tion was supposed to serve. 

implications: Property-rights activists 
regard this as one of the first important 
ruling limiting what they see as the govern- 
ment’s uncontrolled power to diminish the 
value of private property through regulation. 
The ruling shifted the burden to prove regu- 
lations valid from owners and developers to 
officials. Environmental groups were encour- 
aged by the fact that the court interpreted 
the issue narrowly, accepting the established 
validity of exactions as long as they serve a 
legitimate purpose and are essentially con- 
nected to the burdens of the proposed 
development. N. L. 
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nuisance to others, or if it offers the owner 
benefits that offset his losses, then it’s a rea- 
sonable regulation and no compensation is 
needed.” Roger Pilon, director of the Center 
for Constitutional Studies at the Cato Insti- 
tute, a conservative Washington think tank, 
proposes an equally broad takings definition: 
“When a regulation prohibits an otherwise 
legitimate use and diminishes the value of 
property,” he says, “then a taking has 
occurred, and the government is obliged by 
the Fifth Amendment to pay the owner.” 


Property-rights advocates emphasize that 
they oppose not the state’s authority to regu- 
late, but its failure to pay owners who incur 


ty-rights activists accept the state’s regulato- 
ry authority but wish to see it restrained; 
environmentalists and others support private 
property rights but believe they must be inte- 
grated within a framework of social 
responsibility. “The takings advocates are 
proposing a radical redefinition of our rights 
as private citizens and our responsibilities as 
members of society,” says John Echeverria, 
chief counsel of the National Audubon 
Society. “At heart the movement is an attack 
on acommunity’s right to set standards for 
air and water quality, for building and site 
planning, for health and safety, for consumer 
protections of all kinds.” 


Recent court decisions have primarily affected 
environmental rules, but the legal rationale 
under attack is similar to that which 
underpins historic landmark designation, 
design controls—even zoning. 


economic losses due to regulations. In other 
words, says Pilon, “If the state wants to 
achieve some public good, [individual] private 
citizens shouldn’t have to bear the full finan- 
cial burden. If government wants to limit my 
otherwise legitimate use of property, then 
government should pay me.” Property advo- 
cates also stress the distinction between 
“preventing a public harm”—a power of gov- 
ernment that dates to the English common 
law of nuisance—and “obtaining a public 
benefit.” Applying this distinction, they 
concede government’s right to regulate 
(without compensating owners) the location 
of garbage dumps, but not a similar right to 
limit development to conserve wilderness or 


protect historic places. 


A “radical redefinition” of rights 
To t of environmental, preserva- 
r, and social-action groups 
erty-rights movement, 
f takings law, if imple- 
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Echeverria and others in the pro-regulatory 
coalition question the usefulness of the 
harm/benefit distinction, arguing that in 
practice the line between the two can blur to 
obscurity. “The argument can cut both ways,” 
says Paula Carrell, director of state lobbying 
for the Sierra Club. “You can define a regula- 
tion that limits development around a city as 
serving a purely visual or recreational 
purpose—but you can define the same regu- 
lation as a way of preventing smog and 
congestion and thus as preventing harm.” 
The harm/benefits argument has often, in 
fact, been subject to creative interpretation: 
in a famous case early in this century, bill- 
boards were banned not on esthetic grounds 
but on the reasoning that they served to 
shelter criminal acts. 


Defenders of the current regulatory system 
also question, on philosophical and practical 
grounds, the burden of compensation that 
property-rights activists would place on 
federal and local agencies. They point out 
that virtually all land-use regulations affect 
(and most probably enhance) property 
values. As lawyer and city planner Jerold 
Kayden, a senior fellow at the Lincoln Insti- 








tute of Land Policy, has written, “In a world 
where government action often increases 
well as diminishes property values, it would 
be foolish, if not unworkable, to require a 
precise accounting of benefits and burdens 
every time government acts.” 


Property rights in the legislatures 
Frustrated that the judiciary hasn’t defined 
the concept of regulatory takings broadly 
enough, property-rights proponents have | 
organized an energetic, nationwide campaigr 
aimed at the passage of both federal and 
state “takings” bills. Specifically, they have 
developed two approaches. “Assessment” 
bills would require public agencies to review 
regulations for their takings implications. 
“Compensation” bills would require govern- 
ment to pay owners for regulatory-related 
losses of property value. 


The typical compensation bill, for instance, 
sets a threshold of 50 percent; thus if a regu- 
lation halved the value of property, the 
regulating agency would be required to write 
the owner a check. The campaign’s rhetorice 
pitch is distinctly populist, and the titles of 
proposed bills—“Property Owners Bill of 
Rights,” “Homeowners Compensation Act” 
reflect a kind of little guy-versus-mighty- 
government sentiment. 


Members of environmental, preservation, 
and other groups who oppose takings bills 
describe the campaign as dishonest and the 
legislation as potentially disastrous. To this 
coalition, takings bills would serve the 
dubious purpose of codifying a right already 
guaranteed in the Constitution. (“Takings: 
Solution without a Problem” was the title ofa | 
recent editorial in a Maine newspaper.) They 
assert that such bills, for all their populist 
appeal, would do less to protect individual cit 
izens than to allow big corporations to evade 
regulatory burdens. “The property-rights 
movement is as much about big business as 
mom and pop,” says Catherine Gilliam, 
project coordinator of the American 
Resources Information Network, a coalition 
set up to oppose takings legislation. “Its root 
are as much Astroturf as grass.” 


Gilliam and others argue that takings bills 
would severely undermine government’s 
ability to protect the public. Assessment bills, 
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rey assert, would require public agencies to 
evote staff time—and thus taxpayers’ 
joney—to preparing analyses that serve 
ttle point. Takings assessments, says Echev- 
tria of the National Audubon Society, would 
deus “undue attention on one particular right 
t the expense of all other important constitu- 
ional rights.” And compensation bills, if 
trictly enforced, would require a vast and 
stabilizing redistribution of money, effec- 
ively forcing public agencies to pay for the 
ight to regulate environmental quality and 
and development. Such bills would clearly 
aake cash-strapped agencies reluctant to 
egulate at all, for fear of eventual liability. 


since 1991, takings bills have been intro- 
luced in 41 state legislatures and in both 
ranches of the U.S. Congress. To date the 
ampaign has had limited success: takings 
iills, mostly watered down, have been passed 
n only seven states. Both sides see the stakes 
is extremely high. The property rights move- 
nent is well-funded and has has successfully 
jotten their message out, especially in the 
Nest. The coalition of mostly non-profit 
roups that opposes the bills is not as sub- 
tantially underwritten as their adversaries. 
still, takings legislation has mobilized the 
vironmental lobby—including The Wilder- 
iess Society, National Wildlife Federation, 
sierra Club, and National Audubon Society— 
yecause some bills specifically target laws 

ike the Clean Water Act and Endangered 
species Act. As Paula Carrell of the Sierra 
Jub says, “If passed in great number— 
which at this point we think unlikely— 
akings bills could potentially undo two 
lecades of environmentalism.” 


Preservationists and planners, although not 
is embattled as the nature organizations, 
lave also been working hard to defeat 
kings bills. Architects, however, have not 


rominently taken a stand, a potentially risky 


sourse. True, takings battles can easily pit 
lesigners against each other: one proposes 
ultering or demolishing a landmark, for 
xample; others organize against it. Archi- 
ects do have expertise that when applied to 
regulations or owners’ needs may meet broad 
public goals without placing undue burdens 
yn property owners. Architects can’t play 
such a mediating role, however, if they are 
not more involved. Nancy Levinson 


Court Case 2: Rules Can’t 
Reduce Value to Zero 


Case: Lucas v. South Carolina Coastal 
Council 

Decided: U.S. Supreme Court, 1992 

At issue: David Lucas, a South Carolina 
developer, bought two oceanfront lots in 1986, 
paying almost $1 million. Regulations intend- 
ed to reduce storm and erosion damage had 
the effect of prohibiting any building on 
Lucas’s lots. Lucas claimed he was entitled to 
compensation. 

Decision: The Court ruled that the regula- 
tions would constitute a taking if the land was 
deprived of all economic value (except in the 
case where a regulation prevents a nuisance 
use or activity). It returned the case to the 
lower court to determine whether the taking 
had actually occurred. That court indeed 
called the case a taking; the state bought the 
lots from Lucas, and has since sold the land 
to another developer with plans to build. 
Implications: Liicas seemed a blow to envi- 
ronmentalists. By intending to reduce 
property damage (as well as protect ocean- 
front ecology), the state’s regulations would 
seem to pass the “nuisance” test. And the 
state’s turnaround on permitting develop- 
ment seemed to bulwark property-rights 
activists’ claims that many regulations are 
capricious. Those who support such regula- 
tions were heartened by the narrowness of 
the decision, noting that the Supreme Court 
did not declare a taking, and that regulations 
almost never cause a complete loss of eco- 
nomic value. N.L. 


Court Case 3: Exactions Must 
Be Proportional to Harm 


Case: Dolan v. City of Tigard 

Decided: U.S. Supreme Court, 1994 

At issue: Florence Dolan sought permission 
from the City Planning Commission of this 
suburb of Portland, Ore., to expand her 
plumbing supply store and pave her parking 
lot. The Commission agreed on condition that 
she dedicate some of the property adjacent to 
a stream for a public greenway (to minimize 
flooding exacerbated by the additional paved 
area) and for a bike path (to ease traffic con- 
gestion generated by the expanded store). 
Dolan contended that these exactions consti- 
tuted a taking. 

Decision: The court agreed that a taking 
had occurred. While the exactions were valid 
in theory, the court reasoned that the govern- 
ment had not adequately demonstrated that 
they were in reasonable proportion to the 
impact of the planned expansion. 
Implications: Property-rights activists 
hoped that the court would use this case to 
write a definition of regulatory takings so 
broad that it would guarantee owners com- 
pensation for virtually all losses due to 
regulation. To the relief of the coalition of 
environmental, preservation, and planning 
groups who supported the City of Tigard, the 
court again interpreted the case narrowly. 
Still, the decision means regulations must not 
only pass the “essential nexus” test of Nollan 
but an additional “rough proportionality” 
test. This test may slow the kinds of growth- 
control and environmental regulations that 
seek to place more of the costs of urban 
sprawl and environmental protection on 
developers rather than taxpayers. N. L. 
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THE PROFESSION Computers 
Is 3D Imaging the Way CAD Is Going?

Imaging software, such as 3D modeling and 
animation packages, is among the fastest 
developing of software technologies. Thus a 
visit seemed in order to Siggraph "94, a trade 
show that has become the established venue 
for virtual reality, multimedia, and imaging. 
Held last July in Orlando, it did indeed reveal 
an abundance of possibilities. The price-to- 
performance ratio of desktop computers is so 
appealing now that many users can consider 
power-hungry applications that once cost 
thousands of dollars. 


Is virtual reality the future? 

With its ability to allow designer and client to 
realistically experience an unbuilt place or 
space, virtual reality would seem to be a 
natural for architecture. Attendees lined up 
to explore a classical Italian cathedral or 
“drive” a shiny red car down a “race track.” 
Such systems capture the imagination, 
holding out the hope that we’ll soon have at 
home something akin to the Holo-deck of the 
Starship Enterprise, where you can “visit” 
different places and times. Today’s elaborate 
setups—the clunky headset, huge goggles, 
electronic gloves, and highly sophisticated 
computer system—may affect practice, but 
are a long way from becoming part of the 
office. 


One product, though, could soon find its way 
onto our desktops: Apple Computer’s Quick- 
Time VR. This soon-to-be-released software 
does not require any of the headset or glove 
paraphernalia currently associated with 
virtual reality, and it will work on more pow- 
erful Macintosh computers (though exact 
requirements for smaller machines are not 
yet available). And you won’t have to sell the 
firm’s assets to purchase the system. Apple 
has not released prices; the software will 
come inside a lot of inexpensive software. In 
QuickTime, you'll be able to create three- 
dimensional spaces on your computer and 
move around within them. Now some model- 
ing programs let users do the equivalent of 
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‘Virtual Office’ Is Set to Lure 
Architects into 21st Century 
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Norma’s Story—A Large 
Practice 


There’s a feeling among some architects that 
increasing computer power will narrow the 
scope for design creativity. This would 
happen if, for instance, only some manufac- 
turers computerized their catalogs, or if 
design professionals followed the “advice” of 
computers without discrimination. There are, 
for instance, packages that design stained 
glass windows, stripe parking lots, lay out 
ductwork, and so forth. 


So far, however, extra computing power has 
been used to explore more design options in a 
given time, rather than to channel designs 
into predictable paths. The way has been led 
by Softdesk, KETIV and others, with sophis- 
ticated AutoCAD and MicroStation add-ons 
and with links to vendor-supplied details and 
product catalogs on disks. Intergraph and 
IBM have particularly strong links between 
CAD and structural design software. 


The power has also been eyed to involve 
clients in more of the decision-making 


process. While this increases the potential for 


frequent design changes and for possibly 
destructive client influence, those dealing 
with sophisticated clients should benefit. 


There’s also concern that, to maximize the 
use of computer power, drawings will have to 
be clogged with detail—and that adding the 
detail (defining a vendor for a specific fixture, 
for instance) will detract from the creative 
process. So far, however, software has 
evolved in such a way that you can add detail 
as needed and as wanted.

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closer, checked so carefully—and it’s still six 
months before the first earth is turned on the 
site. They need the animations to sell space, 
to sell the financial people, the planning 
board, the neighbors.

“But we know this project inside out,” he 
protested. “We’ve both worked on hardly 
anything else for the past six months. The 
team approach is what attracted me to the 
firm when I graduated in ’92.”

she tapped the keys. “Ah, here it is...and 
nere’s our study of the major design alterna- 
ives we considered. Note in this column that 
he final decision was between these two 
alternatives. They have almost identical con- 
struction costs and design values, but the 
2xtra foundation work will ultimately save on 
maintenance.” 


“Yeah, but the foundation cost will come 
earlier in the project; we'll have to pay for it 
earlier,” one client-team member noted. 


“We've covered that in the estimate, right 
here,” Norma replied. “Eight extra months 
at 5 percent annual interest. It’s still a cost 
tradeoff.” 

The presentation went on for hours—at least 
it seemed that way. In the car, on the way 
back to the office, Norma mused: 


“When I made partner 10 years ago, I 
thought I had escaped the everyday details, 
to concentrate on design. After all, there 
were over 70 architects here, and plenty of 
young people like you on the way up. Then 
we hit the dry spell in 1990, and only began 
recovering four or five years later—in 1995, 
when you were hired. By then, we had 
decided among ourselves that designers had 
to pass on rough designs as computer files, 
rather than as rough sketches. It saved us 
time, it saved us money, and it gave us a bit of

an edge over competitors. 


“That meant we still had jobs, even if we had 
to do more details. As time went on, we dis- 
covered that the designs were better, too—we 
could use the computer to check shadows, 
bulk, pedestrian circulation, and so forth.” 


“Well, the two years I spent as a draftsman 
after graduation for the Florida state trans- 
portation department didn’t do me any harm, 
I guess, before you hired me,” Bill said. 
“Drafting for engineers and planners is a lot 
drier than drafting for a real architectural 
design operation. But I learned how a GIS 
works. ” 


“That’s why we actually hired you over some 
other good candidates, as I remember. All of 
you had a creative spark, of course, but you 
had that and more.” 


“T had a suspicion that the firm would become 
more hierarchical, with us lower-level people 
being put in our place, as business improved, 
though,” Bill said. “In fact, I was warned 
about that by the principal of a smaller prac- 
tice that was recruiting me at the time. But it 
didn’t happen, obviously.” 


“Well, there was no sense to that,” Norma 
said. “True, I spend perhaps 20 to 25 percent 
of my in-office time on the computer now, 
either doing conceptual design or checking 





reports, or ‘flying through’ a nearly complet- 
ed design to see what a client will see when 
we do the presentation. In exchange, I no 
longer have to interact with the entire prac- 
tice, only with my own team—for this big 
project, with another partner, six associates, 
and outside planners and engineers.” 


“Who actually decides who’s in charge of a 
project,” Bill asked. “Do you partners take 
turns?” 


“Sometimes, but the designer with the 

best ideas on a project concept has the edge 
running the team. And remember, it’s not 
simply an honor. The boss has to master 
things they never taught us in architecture 
school—management, economics—and in a 
creative way. But once you master them, 

it is empowering. Your designs are better, 
more creative, and easier to defend in

These are the three advances in the last year that 
motivate me to communicate to other architects about the 
opportunity that exists for us to either re-establish the 
architect as a major player in the building design- 
construction process or to further develop our roles as such 
(depending on your view of what position architects 
currently hold). 

From the overview of the Computer Aided Practice we 
can look at how these tools can work for us. Many architects 
feel that it is time for us to look at the entire practice and 
how we can use computers in the business, the science, and 
the art of architecture. Not just drafting, not just word 
processing, not just accounting. These are very important, 
but they are just parts of the practice of architecture. 

Architects have the opportunity to evolve as leaders in 
the approaching multimedia, computer-oriented business 
environment. In my opinion, architects have always been 
multimedia professionals. We use paper, pencils, pens, 
cameras, slides, mylar, posterboard, videos - anything we 
can get our hands on - to communicate our ideas about 
buildings made of wood, steel, glass, concrete, plaster, 
marble, and tile. 

Computers and computer-multimedia are just new tools 
for us to put to use. 

I have learned a lot from the many architects that 
I interviewed in preparation for this article. There are 
many talented architects all over the country finding 
extremely creative uses for their computer hardware and 
software. Many architects find that it makes them more 


competitive. Many find it makes the practice of architecture

The question of what leads to 
successful computer use in an architectural 
firm is an important one. Computers can 
and will play a significant role in the 
practice of architecture. A recent study 
done for Architectural Record reports that 
94% of the firms included in the survey 
have at least one computer in their office.

The Phoenix architectural market is 
thriving and we’ve been able to position ourselves well to meet 
the increased demands and increased expectations of our clients 
as a result of computerizing our practice.” 

“Based on our experience, we are eager to encourage 
architects to get involved with Macintosh computers. Many 
firms are tied to their DOS machines because of their clients, 
but we have proven through technology that we can work with 
clients’ and consultants’ DOS files even more efficiently and 
economically”, Patterson said. 

“This cutting-edge technology is changing the way we 
think about architecture and the way we practice architecture”, 
Patterson comments. In Orcutt/Winslow’s search for easy 
transportation of drawings between clients and consultants, a 
bbs (bulletin board service) seemed like a concept that would 
be feasible. With the help of their local vendor, they located 
some software that allowed them to set up their bbs — 
Telefinder by Spider Island software and FirstClass by 
SoftArch. “It has worked for us for two years. It really saves 
time and it’s a great system. Our clients or consultants can send 


us a file, any time, day or night. Also, using the DXF translator 
in ArchiCAD, it automatically translates DOS to Mac when 
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files are sent to the bulletin board.” 

Recently the Orcutt/Winslow 
Partnership purchased a non-linear 
video editor — an AVID system — 
and did a marketing commercial for a 
client. Using ArchiCAD, they 
modeled the Phoenix Valley and did a 
fly-by and zoomed into one of their 
buildings. “Combining ArchiCAD 
and AVID we are poised on the verge 
being able to do full video animations 
and our clients love it!” says Chuck Hill of Orcutt/Winslow. 

“This capability allows us and our clients to explore various 
options. We have found that ArchiCAD is being used as both a 
design tool and a production tool. We are using it 70-80% as a 
production tool, 20-30% as a design tool. As we learn more, it 
will come closer to 50-50%. In version 4.5 there is a dynamic 
link between floor plans and sections. We also use ArchiCAD 
for details and a detail library.” 

Orcutt/Winslow’s administrative operations are 90% 
computer based. They are now utilizing Microsoft Project 
for their project scheduling. Excel provides for manipulation 
of database information such as cost estimating. All 
transmittals are done on 
computers. “Our people are 
editing their minutes in the 
field and then sending them

proofing. 60-70% of our documents and correspondence are

Three Levels of Computer Users. 
For purposes of this discussion we are 
looking at three levels of computer users. 
Level One is a Novice, Level Two is a 
Computer User, and Level Three is a Power 
User. After that, we discuss where this is all 
headed for architects and architecture. 


Level One - Computer Novice: 
If you have never used a computer yourself, 
do not panic. Not only is it not too late to 
start — it’s a great time to start. You have 
missed a lot of the “early adopter” struggles 
with computers and now prices of hardware 
ire lower than ever. The numbers for speed 
orage are greater, plus there are more 
etter software programs for architects 
lated tasks. But there is no need to 
sad 
* your computer use as something 
aing to happen over night. Think 


ing to wal icarning to talk, or 





learning to drive a car. Give yourself time and 
don't be hard on yourself — it is somewhat 
complex. It will also include encountering 
unfamiliar words (like RAM, ROM, LAN, etc.) 
but you will eventually pick up on the ones 
that will be important for you to use. 

But do set a path for yourself, and get on 
it as soon as possible. My concern is that 
architects who don’t come up to speed on 
computers themselves (not just the staff in 
their drafting room) are going to be left out 
of the business world that is rapidly 
developing. One look at the cover of any 
current business magazine will show you 
what your clients are dealing with — LANS, 
WANS, the Internet, CD-ROMs, Online, 
Electronic Commerce, MultiMedia, the WIRED 
Company, and Enterprise Workflow. And even 
if you don’t deal with corporate clients, with 
the popularity of home computing it may not 
be long before a residential client hands you 
her program requirements on a floppy disk. 



















If you are a student, Apple has some great 
new products and they have special prices 
for the educational market. Definitely check 
out your local Apple Campus Reseller. 

You should be learning a word 
processing program and a drafting program 
at a minimum. The more you can do ona 
computer when you graduate, the more 
valuable you will be to potential employers. 

Microsoft Word or WordPerfect are 
common word processing programs. 
Drafting programs like MiniCAD and 
PowerDraw are good to begin with. For 3-D 
work consider ArchiCAD. If you are headed 
for a big firm you will need to be aware of 
AutoCAD and MicroStation. MiniCAD, 
PowerDraw, Architrion and ArchiCAD have 
already released a Power Mac version of 
their software and it has been announced 
that MicroStation will be coming out in a 
Power Mac version. =

The ability to communicate over the 
telephone lines can make some of the information highway 
happen today.” 

Alan makes it work with a Macintosh Classic as a BBS 
(Bulletin Board Service) connected by a modem to a 
telephone line.

Level One Principal 
As Steven Ross, consulting editor to 
Architectural Record, has pointed out, 
many computer novices are actually the 
principals or owners of the architectural 
firm. There may be many reasons why 
someone in this position has not yet 
gotten a computer. If computer use in the 
office has been restricted to word 
processing, spreadsheets, or CAD only, you 
may have been able to get by with 
computers in your firm, but not on your 
own desk. 

Tf you are a sole proprietor or small 
firm with no computers, seriously consider

Norma DeCamp Burns, FAIA, is President 
and Principal of Burnstudio Architects PA in Raleigh, North 
Carolina. Norma has overseen the transition in her office 
from all hand drafting to all Macintosh computer use in 
architectural practice. 

Norma emphasizes that her architecture practice places a 
high level of importance on design and attention to detail. “I 
deliberately put off getting into computers for as long as 
possible, thinking that the longer I waited, the better chance 
that hardware would become less expensive and the software 
would improve. I am very satisfied with our decision to go 
with Macintosh computers, because they fulfilled all my 
expectations.” 

Norma is too busy to take time out from her practice for 
instructional classes and training, so the ease of use of the 
Macintosh computer combined with the available software 
pleases her. She uses PowerDraw as her drawing software, and 
admits, “I don’t even have time to take advantage of everything 
that PowerDraw can do.” 

Burnstudio’s projects are primarily commercial, 
institutional, and recreational. One of their current projects is 
RDU Center. This 35,000 s.f. Regional Town Hall for the 
Raleigh-Durham airport is intended to provide a forum for 
regional meetings. 

“This project is the first project since I have been in 

practice in which the client has given me the opportunity 
to do the kind and quality of architecture I feel myself capable 
of doing. This project has given me the freedom to create — 
to deal comprehensively with the functional and formal issues 
of a building.” 
“I developed the design on the computer from the 
beginning, after a series of sketches on tracing paper which 
developed the parti.

1) We can take a drawing, easily change the scale, and use it 

in a presentation to a business group or for a packet of 

marketing information. 

2) We can more easily make wholesale changes in 

the building design when the client decides to change 

something, or quickly demonstrate alternative 
arrangements.” 

With her Powerbook 165, Burns can go mobile and call 
in from out of town. This ability to communicate in words or 
images from a distance is a crucial advantage. 

Another advantage was hiring a consultant as a resource.

Level Two - Computer User: 

At this level, you have a number of computers 
in your office and you are thinking about 
networking them, if you haven’t already. 
AppleTalk is a great and easy network. If you 
have outgrown AppleTalk, EtherNet is the 
next step up (in speed and cost). Check out 
the EtherWave system by Farallon. The 
Macintosh Quadra and Power Mac lines offer 
built-in Ethernet networking capabilities. 
Networking your computers allows you to 
share files from computer to computer, which 
increase efficiency in your office. 

At Level Two you are doing all of your 
proposals, letters, and invoices on your 
Macs. At least one person is proficient at 
word processing and spreadsheet programs. 
You are doing most of your drafting and 
even starting to do design work on your 
Macs. Someone in the office is thinking 
about getting a new Mac, with a CD-ROM 
drive, if you don’t have one already. You're 
trying to decide between a Quadra and a 
Power Mac — get the Power Mac. You may 
not need a Power Mac at every station in 
your office, but if the function is CAD or 
graphics and the programs are already 
available or soon will be (see list of Power 
Mac software at the end of this article), the 
increase in speed will make for happier, more 
efficient workers. 
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If you are interested in a project 
scheduling software, take a look at FastTrack 
Schedule by AEC Software. You can get 
charts that look like — well, like they were 
done by an architect (not a “computer”). 
Easily updated and colorful, it’s a program 
that will impress your clients and even a 
contractor or two. For more complex, 
interrelated scheduling and CPM charting, 
take a look at Claris’ MacProject I. 

By now, someone in your firm — if not 
you — is comfortable with spreadsheet 
programs, like Microsoft Excel. And you are 
probably ready to look at a computerized 
bookkeeping system or accounting software. 
Depending on your needs, a basic program like 
Quicken will get you started or you can check 
out a program like MacArchitect. MacArchitect 
addresses the issues of billing and project 
records from an architect’s point of view 
(because it was developed by an architect!). It 
helps you to track your time and money for all 
of your projects, and to maintain a database of 
past work. Whatever your needs, the 


Macintosh can be of great assistance. 

If your are using your 2-D and 3-D CAD 
programs to their limits and want to explore 
3D conceptual design tools, look at form *Z, 
UpFront or Design WorkShop. FileMaker Pro 
is a good program for database management 
of mailing lists and project information. 


Level Three - Power User: 

Now you're smokin’! You've got your Apple 
QuickTake 100 digital camera, your PowerBook 
540c, and your Power Macintosh 8100av. 
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There's nothing you can’t do at this point.

Peter Kuttner is a partner in the 
Massachussetts firm Cambridge Seven Associates. He tells 
about the evolution of computer use in one of the country’s 
most creative design firms. “We’ve had Apple computers in 
the office since 1981 or ‘82 when we had Apple II’s 
for project management on Visicalec. In ‘85 we got 
HP minicomputers because the software program we wanted 
to use, a CAD program called Arplan from SKOK, only 
ran on that platform. When SKOK upgraded they came 
out with a PC version and then we switched to 4 IBM- 
clone CAD stations.” 

“When the Macintosh first came out, we started using 
them in the office for word processing functions only. Then 
we found that the administrative assistants with Macintoshes 
could also start doing marketing graphics and database work.

we started using them for marketing, project management,

In addition to architectural design, Cambridge Seven 
does graphics and exhibit design, and the Macintosh 
computers have become very important for creating their 
presentations.

Jimmy Smith is an associate of Nix Mann & 
Associates, a 90-person healthcare architectural firm in 
Atlanta, Georgia. “I am excited by the potential of using a 
computer to design, now, but I have taken a different approach 
to computers than some other architects. I’m coming at it 
from a drawing background, with almost an aversion to 
computers. I still like to sketch and design, using pens and 
pencils.” 

“I feared the loss of the human side of design and I was 
glad that I could instead integrate it into the process of 
working on the computer. My hunch is that my clients were 
just as concerned as I was, that the computer would have a 
dehumanizing effect on our design. When you can show your 
clients that you can utilize state of the art technologically and 
not lose the human touch, then you’ve accomplished 
something.”

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The following essay sums up an undertaking by 
RECORD’s editors who sought the projections of 
architects and critics throughout the world on the 
future of design. Said another way, this was about 
designing the future. To gather those views, RECORD 
held two roundtables, one in Houston and one in New 
York City, and corresponded with or interviewed, in 
person or by phone, close to 40 architects and critics. 
The outcome is surprising, in the sense that few took 
it upon themselves to predict a particular style. 
Rather, the consensus went, we will see an array of 
new building types engendered by new needs and 
new demographic groupings; but as to style, or 
“looks,” those decisions are to be made locally, 
shaped by local conditions and strongly influenced by 
far greater local citizen involvement in the design 
and planning process. 


Rounding out the feature section are five buildings 
spanning a wide range of form and content. Two train 
stations by Santiago Calatrava, one in Lyon, the 
other in Lisbon, portray this brilliant architect and 
engineer’s zeal for romanticizing structure in the 
service of architectural impact. A museum by Alvaro 
Siza in the old Spanish pilgrimage town of Santiago 
de Compostela captures Siza’s genius for respecting 
the old while asserting the identity of the new. 
There’s a library for the blind by Ayers/Saint/Gross. 
A medical library for Vanderbilt University by Davis 
Brody & Associates accommodates the emerging era 
of computer-transmitted information, while an 
administration building for the Washington State 
Department of Ecology by Keating Mann Jernigan 
Rottet preaches environmental correctness. S.A.K. 
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954. Visions of the future are utopian. Bullet-like cars soar on raised 
highways across a verdant landscape. Sparkling towers dot the 
horizon in splendid isolation. Technology is about to lift day-to-day 
chores and cares from our shoulders. Best of all, everything new is 
good—without a doubt, better than anything old. Still, there are reas- 
suring constants: Family, the corporation, and the military will 
remain society’s basic units. Responsibilities and expectations will 
remain clear-cut. 


“There was a consensus of social goals and technical means,” says 
Robert Geddes, professor of architecture, urbanism, and history at 
New York University, former dean of Princeton’s School of Architec- 
ture, and a founder of the firm of GBQC. “There was exploration of 
design possibilities. But it was always grounded in Cubism and Con- 
structivism,” far different from “the confusion of today.” 


1994. Sitting in stalled traffic, tired drivers look down from those ele- 
vated highways, and see garbage, polluted waters, and abandoned 
buildings. If air pollution is not too thick, they see towers that have 
melded into a solid dark mass blocking the sun. Low box-like struc- 
tures squat across the remaining horizon. The people in the car 
alongside don't share the same values. They may hate their families. 
They may not even speak the same language. Popular visions of the 
future are less like the idyllic Father Knows Best, and more like 
Blade Runner (see page 29). It’s time to pick ourselves up and look at 
the future again. 


To see what buildings and, indeed, our environment will be like in 
the next 10 to 25 years, RECORD recently spoke with nearly 40 
thoughtful architects and critics from around the world, in roundta- 
bles in Houston and New York City and through individual 
interviews. Together, they constructed a vision that is, if not perfect, 
at least based on correcting the mistakes of the past. Charles K. Hoyt 
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“Tf I could predict design 25 years from now, I'd be doing it now,” said 
Robert Geddes quoting Louis Kahn at the start of the New York City 
roundtable. Here are some clues: 
¢ A changing ethnic makeup of the world, and especially the U.S. pop- 
ulation: people of different backgrounds will live and work in close E 
proximity, bringing together different values, differences in economic 
strata, and different needs for buildings. 
¢ There will be a growing percentage of people with special needs in 
housing, recreation, and healthcare [RECORD, May 1994, page 27]. 
¢ The explosion of new communications and information technologies, 
will greatly affect where and how people work, and have special 
impact on life as we know it now. 

¢ Fewer natural and economic resources will mean making better use 
of both new construction and existing buildings. ’ 


Searching for a tongue 

Will there be one design language or many? Almost everyone inter- 
viewed by RECORD saw a trend toward design that is more 
contextual, and builds on architectural tradition. “The most important 
task for the future will be to order two divergent paths,” said Kisho 
Kurokawa, speaking from Japan, referring to the need to express 
localized architectural identities based on climate, economy, and 
culture, as opposed to the universal architectural solutions pressed on 
designers by the spread of instant international communications. He 
sees the answer in the abstract expression of traditional forms built 
with the most up-to-date construction techniques. 


Will this argue against architects working abroad? “They may 
respond to local expression with a fresh eye,” says Ushida Findlay 
Partnership’s Kathryn Findlay, who admires the work of British 
architect Peter Salter in using traditional wood construction, “as 
never before.” Guillermo Vazquez Consuegra, paraphrasing Rafael 
Moneo, agree. He foresees a reaction against “an excess of individual-

sm” or personal imprints on design, and added, “You cannot be con- 
inuously innovating. In the end it becomes repetitive and boring.” 
‘The survival of a work of architecture will depend on its integration 
nto social context,” says Graham Gund, who sees greater contrasts 
smerging in different sections of Boston. “A universal design lan- 
yuage won't work,” he says flatly. Mehrdad Yazdani of Dworsky 
Associates disagrees, saying, “Collaborative efforts among architects 
will create more uniformity in design and less experimentation.” 


Christopher Genik of Daly, Genik says, “We foresee practices that 
will emphasize ingenuity over innovation using design modification 
and refinement.” Even Renzo Piano, whose work was cited most fre- 
quently by architects contacted in Europe and Japan as modeling the 
future, was once considered a radical individualist for his design of 
the decidedly non-contextual Pompidou Center in Paris. Now, he too 
seems to have succumbed to context. Writing in The New Yorker 
(August 22, 1994, page 63], author Calvin Tomkins refers to Piano’s 
subdued design for the Menil Collection in Houston as “an indication 
of changing attitudes inside and outside the profession.” Tomkins 
quotes Piano: “Architecture must be reinvented to interpret the revo- 
lution in science in terms of social life.” Peter Samton of Gruzen 


Samton views the work of architects as a response to the context they 


work within: “Architectural design will take cues from the way each 
eulture faces the peculiar challenges of its time, its location, and its 
history.” Dominique Perrault refers to new buildings in Paris and 
Berlin mostly hidden by their surroundings: “Erasing architecture 
can be very encouraging,” he says. 


The big picture 

“Our greatest challenge over the next 25 years will be to correct the 
built environment’s mistakes and to protect what’s left of the natural 
environment,” says Samton. “We must weave together the fabric of 
broken communities and reinforce their special qualities.” He echoes 


the viewpoints of participants in both RECORD roundtables. In the 
New York City session, Thomas Hanrahan of Hanrahan & Meyers 
spoke of the partners’ theoretical work in restructuring neighbor- 
hoods in New York City and Chicago to produce more desirable 
future qualities with special attention to green space between build- 
ings. (The results will be exhibited in Chicago in November.) Robert 
Geddes spoke of his collaboration with Rem Koolhaas and local archi- 
tects to create a new neighborhood in Rotterdam (page 79, bottom 
right), which he describes as the most progressive city in the world in 
carrying through master plans. 


Speaking from Barcelona, Eric Miralles said that “architecture 
should be a tool for investigation into the nature of cities comparable 
with sociology.” Geddes talked of the importance of open space in the 
Rotterdam and other projects, concluding: “Landscaping will become 
the mother of all arts.” He urged architects to become involved in 
zoning to turn around current antiquated laws that prohibit vibrant 
mixed-use neighborhoods in areas as such as urban loft districts. 
Dennis Kuhn of Ehrenkrantz & Eckstut adds, “We should forget 
about zoning for specific uses in the future and just zone for bulk and 
open space.” He spoke about two of his firm’s projects in Los 
Angeles, which involve reshaping the spaces between existing build- 
ings to make them more viable. “Landscape design will have a 
significant impact on the profession of architecture,” he says. 


In Houston, Gerald Moorhead, who led the second RECORD round- 
table, spoke of the gradual upgrading of his neighborhood, which 
Frank Kelly of PBK Architects pointed out would have been prevent- 
ed from evolving if the city had enacted zoning. Val Glitsch spoke of 
the advantages of a large city divided into neighborhoods, in which 
Moorhead felt that the “module of comfort” would be 300,000 to 
400,000 people. Kelly spoke of the importance of architects control- 
ling landscape design: “Everyone sees a patch of grass with a bush

Voice of the people 

A shift in the perceived role of the architect as master designer who 
ignores context and uses buildings to make personal statements may 
come as a result of increasing client involvement and public design 
review. “Make design a participatory process,” recommended Glitsch. 
“Play up workability, maintenance, and function. Steer conversation 
away from how it looks.” She was referring to the way she deals with 
her clients’ tendency to think of design as “simply laid on top of the 
the construction process.” But her advice may well come in handy for 
work on all projects in the future. In the New York session, several 
predicted a growing public participation in the design process—and 
with it a need for architects to communicate their value and guide the 
process. Davis Brody & Associates’ Max Bond: “There is a lot we 
[architects] don’t know, such as how to build successful communities,” 
he said in reference to troubled neighborhoods in the U.S. inner 
cities. “We export to other countries not only the wrong models, but 
the wrong attitudes. We are alarmingly wrong to preach to people 
without bringing them into the design process.” Critic Suzanne 
Stephens, former editor of Oculus magazine, challenged the group in 
saying, “But many architects complain about having to work with 
community groups.” “Especially when so many community groups 
have the wrong model,” added Robert Geddes. William Rawn of 
Boston came out most strongly in support of Stephens: “Public 
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future serving multiple func- 





















design review is an issue that goes to the heart of the problems the 
profession must face. It represents the public’s increasing frustration 
with controlling the nature of the buildings and land around them— 
with development and architecture run rampant. It represents the 
increasing populist tendencies in our increasingly diverse culture. But 
it also could be argued as another incursion on architects’ design 
responsibility. Is public design review simply another player—along 
with the development manager, the construction manager, the expe 
of every stripe—stepping in to take over the architect’s role in the 
building process?” Bond doesn’t think so. “I am convinced that we 
must involve the users and the community. If we think more about 
what our role is, it will make it much easier. We have been the most 
rigid in the whole design process. There will be many ways of fune- 
tioning and it will be wrong to say there is only one way to be a great 
architect.” The result? More push towards design diversity and a 
weakened personal stamp as varied communities and users exert their 
pressures. 


Will critics play a strong role in influencing public opinion? Not like 
they used to, says Stephens, “not without the consistent criteria for 
evaluating architecture that critics had in the past.” She cited Ada 
Louise Huxtable, Lewis Mumford, and Jane Jacobs as critics whose 
“internal integrity gave them conviction. They were articulate and 
authoritative.” Stephens’ was a comment on the growing differences 
in attitude among the many groups that will constitute future society. 
“Users change the standard by which you judge good design,” said 
Bond. 


Radical visions 
Of all the architects interviewed, Kisho Kurokawa’s vision of life in the 
future was the most radical: “Lifestyle in the 21st century will return 
to that of the nomads,” he predicts. “People will constantly be moving. 
Buildings will become like hotels where anyone can live and work in

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somfort.” Michael Bobrow of Bobrow Thomas had a different idea, 
saying, “The imagery of this world will be stimulated by masters of 
nulti-media, capable of creating infinite changing visions. Architec- 
mre will be simulated by these sights, comfortable to the creators, but 
sadical to many.” Does he see Blade Runner? No, he sees “poetic 
nterpretation of design.” Stephens is less positive about the role of 
electronic media. Citing society’s endemic problems, she predicted 
shat “entertainment and consumerism will be the American public’s 
sthos, to make them forget that everything is on the decline.” Bond 
sehoed Stephens’ observation. “We seem to have less money for build- 
mg because all of us have so many other things—cars, TVs, 
videos—equipment.” Graham Gund adds, “People are growing more 
aware that life is finite. They want to enjoy it. This leads to greater 
toncern with quality, as opposed to quantity of space.” All of this could 
de pointing toward smaller floor areas, augmented by electronic 
enhancements, or it could echo Kurokawa’s vision of a world populat- 
ed by nomads, none of whom has a permanent home. 


fight budgets to spur innovation 

Given all of society’s other needs, in the future construction budgets 
will get even tighter. “Given a choice, the majority of clients go with 
the most exciting design offered,” observes Florian Wierzbowski 
principal Stephen Wierzbowski from Chicago. “The problem occurs 
when they are grossly underfunded. That’s bad business and it 
creates bad architecture.” Shin Watanabe quotes his partner in ADH 
Architects, Yoko Kinshita in Tokyo: “Form follows finance.” But at the 
Houston roundtable architects claimed they challenged economics 
through ingenuity. Val Glitsh noted, “I’ve never had a big budget.” 
Tight budgets help her take a fresh look at “regular old materials that 
have been around forever.” “Turning the ordinary into the extraordi- 
nary,” added Gerald Moorhead. Danny Samuels praised the virtues of 
standard components ordered from catalogs: “It’s more fun to pare 
things down.” “I’ve only had one or two big-budget jobs in my whole

life,” said Frank Kelly. “Even so, we used to think nothing of specify- 
ing custom extrusions. Now it’s back to the catalogs.” 


At the New York City roundtable, Haines Lundberg Waehler’s senior 
partner Theodore Hammer said economic conservatism will always 
influence design. “We are moving from a world of people searching for 
yield to one in which they will search for economic safety.” The result, 
according to Bobrow Thomas partner Julia Thomas, who takes a more 
pragmatic view than Bobrow’s: “The majority of design will be highly 
impacted by economic pressures to stay on the safe or commercial 
side.” Hammer concludes the best service architects can offer their 
clients is advice on building better for less. 


New building types respond to shrinking budgets 

Just as Kurokawa predicted multiple users for spaces in the 21st 
century, others predicted multiple uses. At the New York City round- 
table, Walter Chatham described a current project for Seaside, 
Florida, which will be both the civic center promised in the original 
masterplan and an income-producing conference center for rent to 
outside groups. He cited the 19th-century loft as “still the most flexi- 
ble type of building for many uses,” accommodating such uses as light 
manufacturing, offices, studios, and apartments. “If adaptability is 
built into it, there’s no reason a school will not be able to easily 
become an office building or an office building become a residential 
structure. In the 21st century, all buildings will become multifunction- 
al—a 9-to-5 office, an administrative space after 5, an adult-education 
center in the evenings.” 


Max Bond added, “Architects will be less concerned with the specifics 
of a program and make spaces constantly more flexible.” Architect 
Gisue Hariri of the sister team Hariri and Hariri added an extra twist 
to the idea of multi-functionalism. “It will create the need for more 
generalized spaces, which may lead to more prefabricated systems of

construction, and architects will focus on individualized connections.” 


A future for familiar building types 

* Houses. “Whenever I make a presentation to groups about a just 
and sustainable society,” says Alice Gravitz, executive director of Co- 
Op America, “I ask them to draw their solutions. The results are 
amazing. No matter who they are—inner-city kids, activists, or busi- 
ness people—the results are much alike. There is a nice house 
representing comfort, quality of life, and economic security. Family 
and friends relax or play outside in a green yard by a meadow or 
forest and, often, near a lake, stream, or ocean.” Hariri and Hariri’s 
vision is more formal (see page 77, bottom left). Chatham has a vision 
that goes to the heart of sustainability (below right) if not to the 
hearts of many building their dream home. Houses have their roots in 
so many varied visions, they are bound to remain the most diverse 
building type. 


¢Schools. Primary schools may be more like community centers. 
“They are going to become central points for dispensing all kinds of 
things,” said Chatham. He pointed to current experiments in the 
Midwest where schools are taking on family counseling for troubled 
students, nutritional programs, and healthcare. The inevitable 
growth of space for functions that go beyond formal education may 
be offset by a shrinking need for classrooms due to electronic commu- 
nications (see Libraries), and some communities may no longer be 
able to afford to build buildings that serve educational purposes 
alone. 


* Laboratories. “The key to good labs of all types is and always will 
be flexibility,” declared Gerald Schiff of Abramovitz, Kingsland, 
Schiff, a firm with extensive laboratory experience that even includes 
design of a research ship for the National Science Foundation. He 
referred to large unobstructed floor plates, fed by easily altered 
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perimeter utility systems. This allows constant relocation of parti- 
tions, rerouting of air-handling ducts to avoid contamination, and 
updating new wiring for new technology. Usually this means rectangu- 
lar floor plates, although he foresaw a diagram for a building of 
amorphous shape that could accommodate any function, including labs 
(see bottom right, page 74). What did he predict for the next 20 years? 
More space. “Back in the 1970s, we started off with 10,000-square-foot 
floors. We’re up to 15,000 square feet and we’ve done 27,000. They’re 
getting bigger and bigger. The equipment is getting smaller and 
smaller, but more people are needed to operate it. You’ll have 100 
people on a floor working in concert.” 















He says work patterns are changing from a single scientist in a 
cubicle pursuing one goal, to work groups, which will make many par- 
titions in current labs obsolete. Hammer, whose firm also does many 
labs, saw similar patterns emerging. Other changes include the need 
to provide sensitive equipment with “clean” power and to shield it 
from electromagnetic interference from other equipment and struc- 
tural steel. Security, animal-testing facilities, and protecting workers 
from radiation, toxic substances and biological hazards will also pose 
new concerns for architects. Schiff says architects will have to work 
very hard to to keep the massing of laboratories from resembling dis- 
count warehouses (see Samuel’s basic building typologies, page 74, 
bottom left). 


* Libraries. “The future of the library does not lie in the storage of 
information,” said Hugh Hardy. Electronic information will reduce the 
need for storing so many books and librarians will become experts in 
navigating the Internet for special databases instead of card catalogs 
and reference books. This will make architects rethink the use of 
existing space as well as new, Hardy said, referring to his Vassar 
College project (see diagram below). Will book-laden libraries ever be 
completely replaced by terminal-accessed databases? “Printed infor-

mation under a publisher’s imprint carries the presumption of accura- 
ay,” he added. “What is found on the electronic screen appears 
without certification. It could come from anywhere. Traditional 
ibraries offer a means to confirm the record.” 


*Museums. What about incorporating in museums the sort of flexibili- 
ty that seems so important in other building types, such as labs? 
Chatham pointed to the difference between the original National 
Gallery in Washington and its much newer East Wing. He recalled 
that the architectural press called the original building, built in the 
1930s, “hideously old-fashioned” and the East Wing “modern, totally 
e001, and progressive.” But his father-in-law, who was an associate 
director for the East Wing, said “the staff used to pull their hair out” 
trying to fit shows into the triangular space, while the original build- 
ing with its “boring enfilade plan” accepted exhibits with ease. “You 
could put anything in it,” again referring to the 19th century loft pro- 
totype as the model of the future. 


Others say art museums won’t change much, but see facilities dedicat- 
ed to specialized subjects, such as publishing, broadcasting, or 
historic episodes, like the Holocaust. Max Bond noted, “These have a 
tricky balance between moralizing and entertainment—and the archi- 
tecture is about how to engage the viewer.” He noted that one group 
wanting to mount exhibits at Davis Brody’s Civil Rights Institute in 
Birmingham were really thinking of entertainment, not display of 
artifacts. Suzanne Stephens suggested that the architecture of some 
museums, such as that dedicated to the Holocaust in Washington, 
D.C. [RECORD, July 1993, pages 58-67] would be an important part of 
the viewer’s experience. Some observers considered inappropriate of 
the imagery of the Museum of Television and Radio in New York City, 
noting that the ephemeral nature of the exhibits—the playing of 
videos and recordings for audiences—is belied by its “old stone-clad- 
institutional appearance. Perhaps there’s something about our society 


that will continue to require that sort of validation in museums,” said 
one observer. “There’s no substitute for the real thing,” said Gerald 
Schiff, referring to the idea of seeing the Mona Lisa on a 9- by 12-inch 
color screen. 


Denis Kuhn suggested that, for some types of museums, it is appro- 
priate using a building that is itself an artifact. He referred to 
Ehrenkrantz & Eckstut’s current work on the Museum of the Ameri- 
can Indian in New York City, which faces a special challenge in that it 
utilizes a major historic building built for a totally different function, 
as may many future museums. “It will be easier to convert an existing 
structure in an inner city than build new,” he noted, adding that, in the 
case of an existing building, there may be important lessons to 
learn—such as leaving intact original statuary on the Indian museum 
that could be construed as “anti-native” today, but was seen as a view 
of historical events acceptable when the building was erected. 


New technologies get mixed reviews 

Quite a few architects interviewed see new architectural technologies 
as a continuum of past ones. “Some types of buildings, such as houses, 
have well-established delivery techniques,” said Taft’s Danny 
Samuels. “The constraints of conventional construction are liberat- 
ing,” he added. “Design can continue to be a play on what a given 
system is capable of without having to stop and reinvent it for each 
project.” Frank Kelly added, “There may be new coatings, but the 
guts will stay the same.” These sentiments were echoed by some 
foreign architects. “I will not need new methods,” says architect 
Kobun Nakamura of Japan “Design will always start from tradition 
and refine and then refine again.” 


Kunihide Oshinomi, the architectural manager of Kajima, one of the 
world’s largest and most progressive design-build firms, is also skepti- 
cal of great changes in basic structural technology. “Compared with

other technical advances, structural systems will be very conserva- 
tive.” Spanish architect Alberto Capo Baeza added, “New materials 
will be welcome only to the point that they solve existing problems. 
Structural innovation won’t make gravity disappear.” According to 
Calvin Tomkins, even Renzo Piano’s new Kansai Airport is based on 
the relatively venerable tensile theories of Buckminster Fuller. Notes 
Walter Chatham painfully, “We reached a point in the late 1960s when 
just about everything structurally possible was assumed desirable. 
We have some pretty horrific buildings as a result. So there’s some 
backing off structural expressiveness.” 


“Improvements such as window-wall gaskets increase design 
freedom,” said Graham Gund, “but limited skilled labor will influence 
what can be realistically built.” “I would be very pessimistic about a 
new material,” said Theodore Hammer. “Assuming that indeed we are 
in for more stringent and cautious economic times, conventional 
materials should be used in unconventional ways,” he recommended, 
echoing the attitudes of small-firm architects in Houston. Walter 
Chatham, however, sees design freedom in standardized components. 
“There’s no point in reinventing the same detail 10,000 times,” he 
said. Kuhn pointed to precedent in even the most conservative 
design: the pattern books of the 18th century. 


William Pedersen cited a “coming together of craftsmanship and 
technology,” referring to the use of computers and laser and water- 
jet machines to shape materials like glass and stone to previously 
impossible tolerances. Thomas Hanrahan compares this new relation- 
ship between computer-driven manufacturing machines and new 
materials to the use of plastics in refining the shape of the automo- 
bile. “Think about how rudimentary metal car bodies were 60 years 
ago, relative to their refinement today,” he reminded. “Computers 
can now be used to allow architects to develop components that could 
not even be depicted before, let alone manufactured.” Such cus-

tomized components are a trademark of his firm’s minimalist designs. 


Other architects discussed the changing nature of materials them- 
selves. Hardy predicts further evolution of materials that are highly 
refined, yet made of natural materials or waste products. “If a new 
material comes along to resolve the two poles, it will make a big differ- 
ence,” he said. “My guess is it would come from the transformation of 
a natural material.” “There are no traditional materials left,” said 
Walter Chatham, citing the wood products industry’s use of materials 
that were formerly considered waste. “You don’t cut down a tree 
anymore. You pull chips off the workshop floor and mix them with a 
bunch of binding agents to make a beam,” he added. In Paris, 
Dominique Perrault suggests that “glass is a material that needs to h 
evolve. If we could make structure, stairs, floors out of glass, we would 
gain a maximum of natural light.” Others’ ideas were more basic. 
Martin Pawley in London suggests a massive program similar to the 
Apollo to develop “construction materials and to push components’ 
evolution towards industrial production.” This would “produce truly 
effective and efficient technologies for low-energy controlled-climate 
buildings,” he says.

“Open access to information on what is happening worldwide is creat- 
ing radical change in our ability to interpret the coming together of 
design, construction, and materials in a more sophisticated technolo- 
gy,” says Julia Thomas, who cites certain building types such as 
airports are already being affected. At the New York City roundtable, 
Robert Geddes said that “architecture was wrong in leaving engineer- 
ing to engineers. “Kisho Kurokawa sees involvement in engineering as 
a whole new opportunity: “Future architects should create new engi- 
neering. Then architecture will change.” One possible result: 


The greening of architecture 
The groups’ discussion of materials led almost directly into the topic of 
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sustainable or so-called “green” architecture and materials. 
Sustainable materials can be described as those requiring the least 
energy to manufacture and creating the least toxicity when thrown 
away. Operable windows and recycled materials are not dramatic 
developments but have an enormous impact on the shape of a building. 
Kuhn brought up preservation: “These ideas reinforce the whole notion 
of preservation as the ultimate in sustainability,” because they require 
far fewer new materials in the first place. He described a current 
renovation of a million square feet for the Department of the Interior 
involving 4,000 deteriorated wood windows. “It’s much easier to argue 
for repair today,” he said. “Five years ago aluminum replacements 
would have been natural.” Hugh Hardy: “We're going to be forced to 
take a longer look at re-using stuff. Remember when the AIA only gave 
awards to new buildings?” He was alluding to the new visibility of 
recycled buildings in its annual awards program. 


“We are seeing too many relatively new buildings succumbing to pre- 
mature obsolescence because of wear and tear,” says Peter Samton. 
“Buildings should be designed as open frameworks to allow succes- 
sive, new systems and interior finishes that can be clipped on and 
peeled away.” Architecture that is worthy of the name has [and always 
will be] perfectly adaptable to new uses,” says Alberto Camp Baeza, 
putting a new spin on Samton’s concept. “Life spans of new buildings 
are too short and waste energy,” says Kunihide Oshinomi. “Buildings 
will last longer and be more durable,” he adds. Kurokawa recom- 
mends new materials such as “paving that is porous but 
durable—able to support tanks but absorb rain and allow it to seep 
into the soil.” 


Julia Thomas sees hope in society’s changing attitudes that favor 
ecology. Kobun Nakamura predicts a return to solar-energy panels, 
which he sees as evolving into more visually appealing building ele- 
ments. In Houston, Danny Samuels recommended the book How 


Buildings Learn by author Stuart Brand. The message: “Some build- 
ings can change, but architects can’t,” he said. “Sustainability is 
inevitable,” observes Julia Eizenberg. “Like adapting new ADA rules, 
rules like this will take time—a lot more time.” 


What buildings will look like 

Critic Martin Pawley believes that industrialization will loosen “the 
grip of deadening, trivializing academic notions of eternal values.” 
Writing in The New York Times, popular author Douglas Coupland 
sees the spirit of the new age epitomized in Rem Koolhaas’s building 
at the French entrance to the Channel Tunnel, which he likens to a 
“space station crashed into a small respectable town.” Said Chatham: 
“Ultimately, what buildings will look like is a question of taste.” What 
once was the only real generator of basic building style, climate, has 
been largely negated by mechanical systems. Still, the basic issues of 
commodity, firmness, and delight remain. 


Hugh Hardy spoke up for eclecticism, including incorporation of his- 
toric styles. Said RECORD editor Charles Linn, “Eclecticism is very 
much what democracy is about.” Robert Geddes said his heart was 
really with Modernism, but he would leave this meeting shaken, con- 
cluding that the real issue is authenticity. Thomas Hanrahan strives 
for a expression of spaces and materials. 


How will all of this be resolved? “Coming back home to Genoa,” 
Tomkins quotes Renzo Piano, “is not about nostalgia. It is a reaction 
to too much information—too much knowing and not having time to 
understand.” And, from such sifting of many voices, the future of 
architecture will emerge. Charles K. Hoyt 





“Preservation is the height of 
ecology,” says Denis Kuhn of 
Ehrenkrantz & Eckstut, which is 
just completing remodeling of 
the New York City Customs 
House, a landmark of vigorous 
19th-century design, into the 
Museum of the American 
Indian, as well as facilities on 
the upper floors for the city 
bankruptcy courts. It combines 
two concepts of the future: sus- 
tainability and multiple use. A 
basic problem faced by the archi- 
tects was the need to provide a 
setting for the display of arti- 
facts at odds with the character 
of the Beaux Arts interiors. 


Another was to provide protec- 
tion from light and introduce 
climate control in a building 
designed for a maximum of day- 
light and a minimum of 
mechanical ventilation. The 
solution (section left) was to 
insert entirely new rooms and 
systems within the restored walls 
without touching them. 
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ith one foot still in the print era and the other in the electronic age, 
the Eskind Biomedical Library is poised for the future. While 
electrical wiring and computer cabling are neatly tucked out of sight, 
the library’s relationship between old and new is dramatically 
expressed in its curving glass curtain wall breaking free of a more 
traditional concrete envelope. “This building is a transition from the 
traditional library to the library of the 21st century,” says T. Mark 
‘Hodges, the library’s director. 


Tn medicine, information becomes obsolete quickly, and the march to 
electronic distribution of data and text is applying intense pressure on 
institutions to adapt. According to Hodges, 93 percent of requests in 
his library are for publications not more than 7 years old. While 
printed texts will always have an important place in the library, their 
role relative to electronic sources will change markedly in the next 10 
years. As a result, the architects of the new 80,000-square-foot library 
‘designed a building that would evolve in step with the medical 
profession. The most visible sign of this evolution will be the gradual 
replacement of about half of the library’s book stacks by computer 
workstations. To make this transformation possible the architects 
talled for special cable and wire trays in ceilings in the stacks areas 
and made them accessible via flip-up boxes in the floor above. 
Working on a 28-foot planning module, the architects coordinated the 
placement of book shelves, overhead wiring trays, lighting, and the 
building’s concrete columns, so that when stacks come out, wiring and 
lighting will be properly located for computer study carrels. 


Built on a key site between Vanderbilt’s sprawling medical center and 
its historic undergraduate campus, the library acts as a high-profile 
hinge tying together what had been frayed edges. “The client wanted 
a crown jewel’ for the campus,” says Steven Davis, the partner-in- 
‘charge for Davis Brody & Associates. “So we designed a building with 
a sweeping glass front that would welcome students during the day 
and serve as a lantern at night.”

Incorporating an arcaded walk on its east and picking up the trail of 
Garland Avenue on its north, the library uses these two existing axes 
to anchor itself to its site. To ease the shift in scale from large medical 
center facilities (on the east and south) to smaller undergraduate 
buildings (on the north), the library steps down with a trio of smaller 
volumes extending from the 49-foot-high glass curtain wall. Perhaps 
due to the power of the curving front, the flat and mostly precast 
back of the building seems a bit timid and underdeveloped. 


Held in place by a hybrid system of quarter-inch stainless-steel 
tension rods and conventional vertical steel trusses, the library’s 
curtain wall is totally self-supported. “This is the first truly self- 
supported tensile curtain wall in the U.S.,” states Davis. “And it’s not 
just a plane of glass, but is curved too.” But by using standard metal 
piping in the vertical trusses and modified off-the-shelf clevis 
connectors, the architects, with consultants Advanced Structures 
Inc., were able to keep the cost of the curtain wall within budget. 
(Custom curtain wall can cost $300 a square foot and more, says 
project designer Frank Michielli, but the system developed for this 
project now costs about $100 per square foot.) Because it faces almost 
due north and gets direct sunlight for only a few hours in June, the 
wall can use clear glass, one-inch thick and insulated. As a result, it 
brings daylight deep into the building’s interior. It also provides a 
simple organization to the library’s basic functions: lounges and 
reading areas hug the curving glass wall, while stacks and support 
services that need less daylight line up on the south side. In between, 
a four-story-high atrium serves as the building’s main east-west path. 


A concrete-frame structure mostly clad with acid-washed precast 
panels, the library is a traditional building with a high-tech building 
emerging from it, explains Michielli. While wood railings and touches 
of cherry-veneer paneling evoke images of old libraries, the build- 
ing’s sophisticated wiring and cabling system lets students and 
doctors plug in their portable computers almost anywhere, including 
reading areas and lounges. As Davis explains, “This library is ready 
to jump on the information superhighway.” Clifford A. Pearson

Let there be light! In the old days, college 
libraries often evoked fortresses or thick- 
walled baronial halls in which wainscoting 
and small-paned leaded windows created ri 
but dark interiors. In fact, the Vanderbilt 
undergraduate library is just such a buildin 
The architects for the Eskind Biomedical 
Library, though, decided to make a clean ~ 
break with this tradition and use daylight as 
an important element in its design. While tk

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Bridges span the library’s 
atrium, linking reading areas 
along the north curtain wall to 
the stacks (opposite and below). 
Thanks to daylight borrowed 
from areas to the north, counters 
on the south edge of the atrium 
are favorite places to work (below 
left). Stacks can be converted to 
workstations. Lighting consul- 
tants Jerry Kugler Associates 
washed the atrium’s south wall 
with lights just below a strip of 
skylights and used spots on the 
curtain wall to make it glitter

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With its soaring wings and elegant vaulted roofs, 
the recently completed Satolas station connecting 
the airport and the high-speed TGV (train a grande 
vitesse) in Lyon, France (opposite and following 
pages) marks a climax in the rapidly growing body 
of work of Santiago Calatrava. Architect, engineer, 
and sculptor all in one, Calatrava has reintroduced 
powerful, symbolic form to the prosaic commission, 
making public works into works of art. Amsterdam- 
based RECORD correspondent Tracy Metz 
interviewed Calatrava, asking, among other things, 
what it means to be an architect and an engineer at 
a time when the role and content of the public realm 


are uneasily shifting. 


Tracy Metz: Is there a distinc- 
tion between architecture and 
engineering? 


Santiago Calatrava: [t’s out 
of fashion to make a distinction. 
The division between the two is a 
result of the politics of the 19th 
century. Technical schools estab- 
lished certain traditions of teach- 
ing, which were projected into 
the 20th century. I, on the other 
hand, believe in an understand- 
ing of architecture similar to that 
of Frank Lloyd Wright or Mies 
van der Rohe. Wright had techni- 
cal training before he went to 
work with [Louis] Sullivan. His 
precision in the use of materials, 
his respect for technology: to me, 
those are the key to his poetics. 
Both engineering and architec- 
ture serve the art of construc- 


tion. My ideal is to make works of 


pure engineering that are 
inspired by the soul of the artist. 


TM: Has there been a change in 
the way architects and engineers 
are educated? Is the training 
they receive still too disparate? 


sc: The training of engineers is 
still strongly directed toward the 
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analysis of phenomena through 
mathematical models. They don’t 
learn to interpret nature in a 
purely visual way, by drawing. 
Many schools are now trying to 
bridge the gap by teaching engi- 
neers both the history of 
engineering and the history of 
art. I can’t stress enough how 
important it is for an engineer to 
realize that the profession is not 


just part of a technical process, 


but also part of the culture of the 
19th and 20th centuries. An engi- 
neer can make a cultural contri- 
bution. The Golden Gate Bridge 
{in San Francisco] is every bit as 
much an expression of our 
culture as the architecture of the 
skyscrapers in New York City. 


TM: The late 20th century 
“emancipation” of engineering is 
not just a matter of attitude, but 
also of technology—the advent of 
computers. 


$c: Computers liberate the engi- 
neer from the technical analyses 
which have always been difficult 
and time-consuming tasks. They 
give the engineer more time to 
concentrate on the nature of the 
work itself. They also give more 


freedom to reflect on how to con- 
struct an object and to think up 
innovative solutions. Engineering 
has always been a matter of 
finding ingenious answers, and 
new technology can help. Engi- 
neering is the art of the possible. 


TM: What role does logic play in 
your work? 


$¢: This attitude toward archi- 
tecture—not high-flying 
esthetics, but the self-evident 
logic of the tectonics of construc- 
tion, the logic of materials—is as 
old as the pyramids of Egypt. It 
has, and will always, belong to 
the basic tenets of the art of 
building. Now we work with con- 
crete, steel, glass, but, like the 
Egyptians, we have no other pre- 
tense than to combine compon- 
ents and let the light come in. 


TM: Your work is primarily in 
Europe. Do you notice a differ- 
ence in building practice from the 
U.S., where construction is stan- 
dardized to a greater degree? 


$C: | don’t have much experi- 
ence in the U.S., but Europe by 
its very nature has a more elabo- 
rate network with a tradition of 
small practices. America is a 
huge country, where the engi- 
neering market is controlled by a 
few large firms. They are capable 
of doing many different things, 
but the situation still tends to 
create uniformity. In Europe, the 
existence of a large number of 
firms rooted in different cultures 
makes for more opinions and, 
therefore, more diversity. 


TM: Be it stations, airports, 
bridges, museums or schools, 99 - 
percent of your work comes from 
winning competitions, and almost 
all of those competitions are con- 
ducted by public bodies. 


sc: Apparently it is my destiny 



































to do public commissions. It’s 
time for authorities to become — 
sensitive to the dignity of publie 
works. Their responsibility is nc 
to make public works as cheap a 
possible, but as beautiful as pos- 
sible. Art is not just in museums 
but also on the streets: what we 
use and touch, what we walk on 
and drive in every day. Bridges, 
stations, airports: they are built 
to serve society. They are the 
tangible products that survive us 
the heritage that we leave behinc 
for following generations. Good 
architecture is good for every- 
body, not least for the people who 
commission it. It shows thata 
building can be not only function- 
al, but also representative of the - 
spirit of a place, of what a com- 
munity wants to be, of how it 
wants to portray itself to the 
outside world. 


TM: The bridge you designed in - 
Barcelona is a case in point. 
Upon completion it became a 
symbol of the city. 


$c¢: Bridges are not just stan- 
dard objects determined by cold 
calculation. Some are ugly, others 
are very beautiful. It’s a matter 
of design quality. A bridge is 
more than a way of crossing an | 
obstacle. As soon as we recogniz 


ering that it is a work of art. The | 
Golden Gate Bridge is one of the 
masterpieces of the 20th century, 
and I mean not just of the art of — 
construction, but of all the visual | 
arts. 


TM: In the Satolas competition — 
program, the city of Lyon asked — 
for a building that would serve as 
a regional symbol. How does 
your design accomplish this? 


sc: At the presentation of our 
design I used a famous painting 
as an illustration, Salvador Dali's

Melting Watches. “Our building 
is like this painting,” I said. 
“Once you've seen it, you'll never 
forget it.” Not only is it unusual 
for a regional authority—in this 
case, Lyon—to hold an interna- 
tional competition, but also 
unusual was the fact that the 
competition was not for a political 
or institutional building, but a 
large public one—a TGV station 
and airport connection. It was 
obvious from the start that in 
order to give a building that is 
1,650 feet long and 200 feet wide 
some architectural expression, it 
would have to be articu- lated. 
That is how I came to the idea of 
a transparent central hall that 
serves as a pedestal for two 
wings. Four or five years before I 
started on this design I had made 
a sculpture of black granite and 
brass, about three feet high, with 
a great triangular, leaping shape. 
I discovered that I still had this 
shape in the back of my mind. 
But then I have always regarded 
my sculptural work as mental 
preparation for my architecture. 


TM: Can you comment on criti- 
cism of the project’s cost 
[approximately $130 million]? 


$c: Given the magnitude of the 
work, the project was not so 
expensive. There were infra- 
structure elements that had 
nothing to do with the architec- 
ture as such: bridges, tracks, all 
sorts of technical facilities. A 
station on this scale is by defini- 
tion a major investment. The 
participants are glad that they 
took the opportunity to connect 
the airport and the new TGV line 
on a scale worthy of Paris. Four 
months before the work was fin- 
ished, the region invited people 
to come and see the station. More 
than 40,000 people came. 


TM: Your design of a station in 
Lisbon, Portugal [approximately 
one mile from an existing station] 
also includes a monorail to the 
airport, retail facilities, and 
parking. Does the design repre- 
sent a shift in your approach to 
large-scale public works? 
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$¢: Lisbon is a very beautiful 
and old city with a strong urban 
character dating back to the 
Baroque era. We have created a 
double system of avenues and 
moved the station into their axis 
[drawings right]. The building of 
a station has consequences for 
public trans- portation, but also 
for the use of the city around it. 
By changing the station, we also 
influence the plan of Lisbon. 
Urbanistically, the project builds 
on my station in Zurich. It’s an 
intervention in the existing struc- 
ture of the city; it’s embedded in 
a strong context. It’s a different 
situation from Lyon-Satolas, 
which is far from the city and 
only has a connection to the 
airport. 


TM: Thanks to “an empirical 
understanding of nature,” is the 
engineer better equipped than 
the architect to evoke respect for 
the landscape? 


$C: We think too schematically, 
as if someone is either artistic or 
pragmatic, but never both. My 
approach is synthesis. To my 
mind it is ridiculous to say “these 
circumstances allow for an artis- 
tic bridge, those demand a 
pragmatic station.” The transfor- 
mation of something that looks 
banal on the surface into a work 
of art is a matter of attitude and 
talent. A piece of canvas and a 
tube of paint are poor things in 
and of themselves, but together 
they can become a great painting 
that far transcends the simple 
materials it is made of. That is 
what I feel when I look at some 
simple object made by Frank 
Lloyd Wright: here is an excep- 
tional artist using the simplest of 
materials to convey his inspira- 
tion to me, the viewer. This is the 
philosophy that ultimately makes 
our works into our heritage. We 
are accustomed to regarding a 
painting as a bearer and trans- 
mitter of a cultural message over 
time, but a station and a bridge 
can do the same. Even if you are 
not consciously aware of your 
surroundings, they can can influ- 
ence you. They can uplift you, 
even if it’s only for an instant.@

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A" office building for a bureaucratic organization deeply involved in 
environmental issues should undergo a high degree of scrutiny: how 
well does the proposed parti use the site? Are daylighting and energy 
consumption issues addressed? How are construction waste and pol- 
lutants handled? Does the building inspire its occupants? . 
Richard Keating of Keating Mann Jernigan Rottet, partner-in-charge eee 
for the Department of Ecology Headquarters, freely admits that his eS 
solution for the building—winner of a state of Washington competi- 
tion—didn’t rely on high technology for solutions to these problems, 
but on common sense and environmentally-sensitive design practices. 
The building is sited among a lush stand of spruce trees adjacent to a 
meadow, left when part of the forest was logged to create farmland. 
Keating’s design was the only one of five entries that didn’t consume 
most of the meadow with the building’s footprint and the nearly 800 
parking spaces required by the program. “I thought there would be a 
lot of whiz-bang things I would incorporate into the building to make 
it substantially more ecologically sensitive than the average office 
building. With the budget we had, we couldn’t afford whiz bang. But 
there are a lot of good things in the energy codes, and current glass 
and insulation technology is also good, so it’s not like we needed to go 
out and reinvent a lot of things.” 


That left Keating to deal with “the poetics of the site. I quickly saw eae 
that you either chop the trees down and create a sea of parking where 
the trees were, or you put the cars in the meadow.” This would not 
have been a very inspiring sight. “I said to the client, “you’ve got to 
come up with a little more money and put up a parking structure’, and 
they agreed. We used the building to isolate traffic, as a barrier 
between traffic and the land.” The result was an L-shaped office 
building, with a service wing that contains a parking garage, food 
service, training rooms, and a library. The opposite leg of the building 
contains three stories of office space split into two zones by an atrium

yaro Siza’s museum of contemporary art in Santiago de Compostela, 
Spain, is an unforgettable encounter between a master architect and 
{unique site. Siza first won recognition for small projects around his 
jative Porto, Portugal, where he was born in 1933. Over the years, he 
jas forged a remarkable personal language from the original sources 
of Modernism, filtering traditional notions of space, light, form, and 
novement through place and circumstance. He received the Euro- 
yean Economic Community’s Mies van der Rohe prize in 1988 and the 
?ritzker Prize in 1992; currently he is working on major commissions 
n Portugal and abroad. 


The Medieval town of Santiago, capital of the province of Galicia and 
Porto’s Spanish neighbor to the north, is an enclave of lichen-covered 
tranite walls and church towers enveloped in verdant hills, mist, and 
jaily rain showers—a place first made famous in 813, when the 
remains of Apostle St. James were discovered. It is 50 miles inland 
‘rom Finisterre, considered the end of the world until the voyage of 
Jolumbus. In a neglected corner of the old city, still a popular pil- 
zrimage site, on a hill beside the 17th century monastery of Santo 
Domingo de Bonaval, the museum is between the monastery’s aban- 
doned terraced gardens, now being restored by Siza, and a 
spectacular city panorama waiting to be discovered above the 
rooftops of the modest houses across the street. 


As is typical to his work, Siza was guided by his first impressions of 
the site. The Baroque facade of the monastery fascinated him; partic- 
ularly a curious double entry on the two faces of an inside corner, 
opening to the cloister and church, respectively. Siza placed the entry 
to the museum here too, inverting the monastery’s corner facade to 
produce the two overlapping L-shaped volumes that rule his design. 


Siza’s architecture is like his sketches: precise yet suggestive, con- 
eealing a surprising richness and authority in its apparent modesty. 
Clad in local granite, the museum is set above the street like a 
stepped platform. A cutout in the main facade directs visitors toward 
the entrance, the route reinforced by an oddly angled soffit that 
mirrors an access ramp below. The building’s end wall hangs from 
above, leaving a low horizontal slot with a fragmented view of the 
monastery’s doorway (bottom right). 


The museum’s large vestibule opens into a triangular atrium with a 
elerestory window and monumental stair, a void between the two 
angled volumes of the design. The two levels of galleries beyond are 
arranged en filade, with parallel circulation corridors, although the 
winding path through them is full of incident and surprise, including a 
double-height space invisible on the ground floor revealed as a 
precipice terminating the upper floor galleries. It’s the plan’s L-shape 
re-expressed vertically. Other strangely beautiful details display 
Siza’s genius for shaping space and light, from the heavy suspended 
Soffits under the skylights of the upper galleries to the trussed, 
angled clerestory of the library or the soft, disoriented light caught 
by the inside face of the facade’s horizontal soffit. A tour through the 
building ends on the rooftop sculpture terrace, where another ramp 
rises above the parapets to provide city views directly over the 
entry’s prow. 


The sculptural quality of Siza’s work echoes the formal minimalism of 
American architecture in the 1970s—the long spans, crisp stonework, 
and angular shapes of I.M. Pei’s East Wing of the National Gallery in 
Washington, D.C., for example. But Siza’s geometry lacks the inner 
mathematical rigor of Pei’s building; it is broken by the site, open to 
accident and invention. David Cohn

Building with history. When it opens in a 
year or more (local officials are still organi 
ing the institution), the Galician Center for 
Contemporary Art will be part of a regio 
cultural center installed in a former 
monastery. The large walled garden, which 
Siza is now restoring as a public park, once 
served the monastery as a working farm.

seen from the park’s terraces, the eecen’ 
stone walls of Siza’s museum emerge from 
the hillside with the same artifice he has ui 
in the restoration: as if they had always bee 
there. 
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The interiors reveal Siza’s 
genius for shaping space and

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je Maryland State Library for the Blind and Physically Handicapped 
may be located behind Baltimore’s imposing 1934 Enoch Pratt main 
ibrary, but there is nothing backdoor about it. Architects Ayers/ 
Saint/Gross have given the building its own presence through large- 
scale volumes and an imposing front door of its own. Even so, much of 
he 40,000 square-foot building is a poured-concrete structure below 
sidewalk level. Directly under the reading room and meeting room 
are three floors of support facilities including stacks for Braille and 
large-type-face books, a book-repair facility, mechanical and comput- 
sy rooms, and a recording studio where volunteers record books. 
Further to the east (see plan next page), under a service courtyard 
serving both buildings, are new support facilities for the main library. 


Principal Adam Gross sought to avoid the unnecessary “sensory 
eircus” that he found touring other similar facilities. Most sight- 
impaired people have at least some light perception. Hence, the high 
reading room’s north-facing glass wall provides a strong source of 
light to help orient users. The curved top chord of the truss, explains 
Gross, serves both to deflect the light downward and to give an 
impression of motion that shows users that they are not in just 
another static space. Other details, such as a curved reception desk 
that gently guides users toward the reading room, and finishes that 
differ in tactile quality in each space to help users discern their loca- 
tion were included in the $8.5-million construction cost. Palmitic 
limestone cladding is used to blend the new facility with the old. 
Eventually a three-story addition to the main library will extend over 
the shipping area and children’s library. The addition will align with 
the height of the reading room, drawing all buildings into one unified 
composition. 


Use of the library complex has grown dramatically since the new 
addition was completed, indicating the need for such facilities for the 
handicapped. Gross says the building would not have been possible 
without the encouragement of now retired director Lance Finney, 
whom Gross describes as unusually open to fresh ideas.

these items, with their heavy exposure to 
weather, was essential. They detailed a post 
anchorage system permitting removal of the 
balustrade without disturbing the roof. 
Crown molding installed in the ’70s was 
removed from around the entire building and 
replaced with one more correctly detailed. 


Also on the roof, the architects had found 
sagging dormers. When built, one side had 
been supported only by the roof deck, not by 
framing. A previous fix hadn’t worked. 
Pokorny’s firm hung new framing between 
original rafters to support the dormers per- 
manently. The butted and sealed wood 
shingles at the ridge lines were replaced with 
lapped shingles over lead-coated-copper 
flashing. 


On sides of the house not usually seen from 
the street, the original builders had used 33- 
in.-long split-cedar shakes. The architects 
removed standard shakes installed during 
the ’70s and replaced them by duplicating 
historic techniques. Even an exterior stair- 
way to the basement added by a 1934 WPA 
project was removed and infilled, allowing a 
porch above to be returned to its original 
configuration. 


A subtle but esthetically important improve- 
ment was the restoration of historically 
accurate windows (pages 48-49). Not surpris- 
ingly, most suppliers preferred modern 
gluing and stapling techniques to historic 
wedges and pins. Architectural Components, 
a restoration millwork specialist in Massa- 
chusetts, met the architect’s standards. 


The architect as advocate 

Because relatively few subcontractors have 
the ability to do highly skilled restoration, 
Pokorny has always sought to prequalify 
those doing the work. This, however, was 
inconsistent with City policy that emphasized 
low bidder. Because the City did not enforce 
the specifications for contractor experience, 
Michael Devonshire, Pokorny Architects’ 
senior conservator, actually taught techni- 
cians conservation techniques, such as how to 
make paint-removal tools that fit tiny 
molding profiles, and how to use a drawshave 
tool to make shingles. The enormous time 
expended drained the architects’ budget, but 
by then, “the building had become the 
client,” as Michael Devonshire puts it. He 
said the house needed an advocate within the 
City-agency labyrinth. Now, funds for the 
second phase have been released. The chain 
link visible in photos is to protect badly 
needed new site-drainage work. #

Location, location, location 
In your July article on USAA 
Insurance Co.’s office [RECORD, 
pages 56 to 61], you stated the 
project had been carried out 
“with a good measure of environ- 
mental sensitivity.” The largest 
environmental impact of any 
project is location. When offices 
are located downtown, they 
become transit accessible, 
employees living nearby can walk 
to work, and downtown cultural 
life is supported. When compa- 
nies move to the suburbs, getting 
to work becomes difficult. The 
preservation of oaks and cypress 
wetlands is important, but has 
minimal impact when compared 
with the larger impact of loca- 
tion. By giving such positive 
coverage to suburban sprawl, you 
harm the cause of sustainable 
development which, by definition, 
must take place on transit corri- 
dors and in urban clusters.

Elitism in licensing 

You reviewed the current efforts 
of NCARB to keep abreast of 
changes in the global practice of 
architecture [RECORD, August 
1994, page 9]. You had been a 
guest at our annual meetng in 
Detroit and were clearly 
impressed by the progress 
achieved in many of NCARB’s 
innovative programs affecting 
registration and reciprocity. 
You warn, howey nst what 
you perceive as a pro! rising 
from NCARB’s exprss ! of 
eliminating impediments t 
procity. Reciprocity builds 
uniformity and uniformity, 
according to your editorial, 
breeds elitism. 


It is that last leap which gives me 
trouble. Unlike many profession- 
al and licensing bodsies, NCARB 
is governed by its memebr 
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boards and not by platonic 
guardians far removed from the 
issues and problems its policies 
affect. So, as you had the oppor- 
tunity to observe in June, a 
majority of NCARB member 
boards (not its board of direc- 
tors) sets policies for the council. 


It was such a majority which, in 
the early 1980s, voted to require 
the accredited degree—the 
requirement you brand 

“elitist” —as a condition to 
obtaining the NCARB certificate. 
That decision followed in the 
wake of several states which had 
already established the degree 
requirement for registration and 
served to encourage many other 
states in the ensuing years to 
adopt the degree requirement. 
Today the overwhelming majori- 
ty of U.S. jurisdictions require 
the accredited degree for regis- 
tration. 


As a footnote to the history of the 
degree requirement, it is inter- 
esting that Berkeley, California, 
and Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
were the most ardent centers of 
opposition to the degree require- 
ment in the early 1980s. Support 
for the degree requirement came 
first from the Southern states, 
the Midwestern states, and the 
prairie states, hardly famous for 
elitist sentiments. 


Perhaps the irony is best ex- 
plained by changes in the oppor- 
tunities for education over the 
past two decades which you may 
have overlooked. State universi- 
ties and special institutions like 
the Boston Architectural Center 
and SC lArch afford opportuni- 
ies for architectural education 
Harvards and MITs 
tuitions set at over $20,000

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Few construction projects in recent years have proven quite as poignantly the 
impact of the design and construction process on the final product as the new Denver 
International Airport [see pages 30 to 37], conceived as a replacement for the old 
Stapleton Airport. Then-Mayor Federico Pena began a site search as early as 1983. 
Between then and the hoped-for opening in February 1995, an antic series of events 
occurred. Here are highlights: 


* It took two popular votes to annex the remote site and approve the plan. 

«A program manager—an increasingly popular way to administer large, complex 
projects—brought on board a seasoned engineering and airport-planning firm and a 
design-construct firm to work with Denver’s city engineers. 

* Conflict between civic desire for image and the practical aspects of operating the 
airport first came to a head in the choice of architects. The city fathers began to 
worry that image was being sacrificed to operating concerns, and selected a respect- 
ed local firm of architects to deal with this, giving the firm three weeks to do the job. 
The architects came up with a scheme that was buildable on schedule, would bring 
an overstepped budget in line, and symbolize Denver. But how did the project get so 
over-budget in the first place? 

¢ Airlines stayed on the sidelines, while contract documents went ahead without sig- 
nificant airlines input. When heard from, they requested among other items an 
automated baggage-handling system, which alone added nearly $200 million to the 
budget and risked upsetting an already delicate schedule. The baggage system failed 
to pass muster and the city decided in favor of a hybrid baggage system to reduce 
risk of further delays. 

* Opening the airport on time ultimately became the major focus of the project, in 
large part because revenue was needed to service the bonds. 


This project underscores conclusively the intimate links between process and 
product. As James S. Russell’s article points out, the chain of command was muddled 
and the city acquiesced to the short-term needs of the airlines and bond-rating agen- 
cies and not enough to the long-term implications for the project. 


DIA is not alone in this, nor is the clash between product and process limited to 
large projects. I urge you to read the Denver article, and to reflect how its lessons 
apply to your own experience. Stephen A. Kliment

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The New American Ghetto 


By Camilo José Vergara 

A tour of the ruined neighborhoods and 
downtowns in America’s once-mighty indus- 
trial heartland offers some startling sights: 
former banks with Classical porticos boarded 
up; Art Deco automobile showrooms, their 
wrap-around windows cinderblocked; splen- 
did hotels with silent ballrooms; neo-Gothic 
churches abandoned in the march of time. 


With so many of the surrounding buildings 
leveled, these substantial “leftover” struc- 
tures—too costly to tear down—dominate the 
streetscape in isolated grandeur. Common 
wisdom tells us to relocate the people, demol- 
ish the remains, and rebuild. Structures that 
attracted immigrants from the entire world, 
that survived riots and decades of disinvest- 
ment now have no future. Although their 
immediate meaning is of neglect and failure, 
is it possible for these ghetto cityscapes also 
to stir our imagination? 


This essay looks at two Midwestern cities— 
Chicago and Gary, Indiana—where the new 
American ghetto, with its contradictions, 
inequality, and tragic allure reveals itself to 
us. Though still a vibrant city, Chicago 
exhibits erratic patterns of development, 
where large sections of the urban landscape 
have been neglected or abandoned. Mean- 
while, much of moribund Gary has been 
leveled by urban renewal and the work of 
scavengers. 


Reinventing the city 

Chicago has lost about 900,000 people since 
1950, over 23 percent of its population. 
Among those fleeing in 1992, more than twice 
as many were residents of wealthy neighbor- 
hoods than of poor ones. But whites weren’t 
the only ones leaving the city. During the 
1980s alone, the city lost 100,000 African 
Americans. “The strongest force behind that 
migration today,” states a December 1993 
Chicago Tribune study, “is fear of crime.” 
Asked to comment, Mayor Richard M. Daley 
replied: “You’re going to have a smaller city, 
better quality of life.... The city will get 
smaller and then reinvent itself. You’ll start 
planning it differently in a way.” Indeed,

Daley keeps the demolition crews busy, clear- 
ing space for Chicago to “reinvent itself.” 


On thoroughfares like West Madison Street 
in Chicago, we can see what is happening to 
large parts of urban America. Once one of the 
nation’s most important commercial streets, 
West Madison has been through two riots and 
four decades of disinvestment and is today 
mostly gone. Moving west from the Loop 
(Chicago’s still thriving downtown), a buffer 
zone of institutions and housing leads to five 
miles of large-scale abandonment, and then 
to affluent Oak Park. 


The process of abandonment, fire, and demo- 
lition is repeated throughout Chicago’s 
ghettos, as it was in the South Bronx a dozen 
years ago. This is happening at a time of par- 
ticular economic hardship: 21 percent of the 
population falls below the poverty level—four 
times the number of poor than in the ring of 
suburbs surrounding the city. A shortage of 
affordable housing combined with a scarcity 
of rent subsidies is forcing destitute residents 
to double up or live in substandard dwellings. 


In many areas of Chicago, according to an 
official of the Buildings Department, “a build- 
ing that is not occupied has a very short life 
because scavengers will come in, strip the 


plumbing, and cause fires.” Yet the city is 
very slow in transferring the rights to aban- 
doned buildings to non-profit community 
groups willing to rehabilitate them. Why this 
is so is a matter of speculation. But many 
people suspect an undeclared “clearance” 
policy. In any case, the consensus is that if a 
structure is not going to be rehabilitated 
soon, it should be demolished. Last year, the 
city approved a five-fold increase in its demo- 
lition budget, raising it to $10 million. 


“Abandonment is old. It may be picking up 
speed now, but this has been going on since 
the 1950s,” says Professor Charles Hoch of 
the University of Illinois. This time, however, 
nobody seems to be surprised that so much of 
the city is disappearing. “To the banks, to the 
people who own those buildings, their value 
in money terms is insignificant even though 
their value as shelter is still great. Capital is 
into new edge cities, not into restoration, pro- 
tection, or preservation.” 


As privately owned apartment buildings dis- 
appear, the only large investment in 
low-income housing is the rehabilitation of 
projects belonging to the Chicago Housing 
Authority (CHA), an institution that has long 
been associated with mismanagement, semi- 
abandoned highrises, concentrated poverty, 
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and high crime rates. Because it provides 
housing of last resort, the CHA has often 
been called “Chicago’s unofficial shelter 
system.” For nearly three decades, CHA 
developments, widely resented as “places to 
load down poor people” and as “hellholes,” 
have defined the city’s worst ghettos. 


Changing direction at the CHA 

For Vincent Lane, chairman of the CHA, the 
solution is to create “normal neighborhoods,” 
communities of mixed-income residents. He 
equates his program to “a revolution.” To 
decentralize poor people, Lane wants to build 
scatter-site housing for families now living in 
large developments, while making the high- 
rises attractive to working-class families. 


Patrick T. Reardon, the ( ‘hicago Tribune's 
urban affairs writer, refers to Lane’s plans as 
“Seeds of the future stabilization of 
Chicago...” Yet these seeds need a lot of 
costly protection just to survive. Reclaimed 
buildings have thick iron grids on their 
ground floors with signs saying, “Entry 
Requires Passing Through Metal Detector.” 
Guards sit in the lobbies. Visitors have to be 
escorted by residents and sign a register. 


In the past, vacancies were usually concen 
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trated in the upper stories of these edifices, 
but now for security reasons the situation is 
reversed: in rehabbed buildings the top floors 
are again occupied, yet it is common to find 
the ground-floor windows bricked. At night 
some sense of security is maintained with 


powerful lights placed high above the ground. 


The CHA’s attempt to create “normal neigh- 
borhoods” has resulted in buildings that 
resemble fortresses under siege. 


Lane’s most ambitious plan is to create an 
economically integrated community in the 
infamous Cabrini-Green development. 


Through a combination of demolition and new 


construction, he plans to change the popula- 
tion mix from one in which 92 percent of its 
families receive public assistance, to one 
where the poverty rate is 25 percent, slightly 
above the citywide average. 


The cost of the physical transformation of 
Cabrini-Green’s 3,600 apartments is $350 
million, $50 million of which has been okayed 
by HUD. Within two years, the CHA expects 
to get another $50 million from Washington 
and to leverage the rest from private 
investors. Cabrini-Green, bordering the afflu- 
ent North Side of Chicago, may become part 
of an expanding and prosperous Loop. 





One Chicago housing official, who prefers not 
to be named, is highly critical of the expensive | 
rehabilitation of complexes that have become | 
unmanageable, while many smaller buildings 
scattered throughout the city are demolished. 
The official explained, “If any reasonable indi- | 
vidual [had] been in control of the situation, 
that individual would probably have said, “No, 
let’s start disinvesting in these enormous 
highrises and divert the money into rehabili- 
tating an equivalent number of units in some 
very high-quality buildings that happen to be 
vacant.” 


When asked why Chicago wasn’t doing this, 
the official reminded me of the 1966 
Gautreaux class-action suit that charged the 
CHA with discrimination and the federal gov- 
ernment with financing segregation. A 
federal court decision in 1969 stopped 
Chicago from building public housing in poor, 
black communities, a practice that historian 
Arnold Hirsch called “reinforcing the 
ghetto.” It is tragic that a quarter-century 
later, when economic segregation is seen as a 
far worse evil than racial segregation, the 
Gautreaux decision forbids the CHA to reha- 
bilitate vacant buildings in depopulated black 
neighborhoods, where they are plentiful. And 
as plans to house project residents outside

the city’s ghettos meet strong opposition 
from neighbors, the CHA’s efforts are pri- 
marily directed to the land and the buildings 
already under its immediate control. 


The capital of black America 

Gary ranks first in the nation among cities in 
population loss during the 1980s. At the 
National Black Political Convention in 1972, 
an event held at a time of hope, the 3,500 del- 
egates and alternates were enjoined to 
“Come Home to Gary.” In 1994, the city still 
wants people to return. Banners strung along 
Broadway read, “Come Home ... to Gary.” 


In his five terms as mayor, from 1968 to 1988, 
Richard Hatcher linked the city’s downtown 
to the interstate highway system, cleared 
dozens of acres for reconstruction, and built 
the Genesis Convention Center. But his goal 
of building a Civil Rights Hall of Fame at the 
city’s most prominent intersection remains 
unfulfilled. This is the city that Hatcher 
wanted to make the capital and economic 
center of black America. During the first 15 
years of his administration, Gary received 
$300 million from Washington. In 1976, 
federal funds accounted for 36 percent of the 
city’s entire budget. But during Hatcher’s 
tenure in office, U.S. Steel Gary Works, the 
company that created the city, eliminated 
20,000 jobs. 


Steel City looks desolate. Viewed northward 
from Washington Street, the ruined down- 
town rises like a mirage above large empty 
fields. A few prostitutes with harsh faces, 
working out of semi-abandoned buildings, are 
what remains ofa once legendary red-light 
district. Street dogs trot along the empty 
lots. Plywood nailed across openings of 
vacant buildings has gone from brown to 
gray, and the boards are falling off, leaving 
the vacant structures accessible to squatters 
and scavengers. 


Malfunctioning street lights are sometimes 
cut down as if they were trees stricken by a 
deadly disease, their jagged aluminum 

stumps left imbedded in the cement. Over- 


grown sidewalks line streets that have lost 


their names and sometimes even their traffic 
signs. Trees grow from the roo!s of aban- 
doned buildings, and in parking lots wilt 


shrubs break out of the concrete. Broadway, 
the city’s main commercial street, has only 
one building undergoing rehabilitation, a 
former Sears store. “Fifty years ago, during 
the war, this was one of the busiest places on 
the planet,” says James B. Lane, professor of 
history at Indiana University Northwest. 


Plans that remain on paper 

Visions of renewal involve the development of 
resorts by the waterfront, the transformation 
of Gary’s airport into a third regional airport 
for the tri-state area; a minor league stadium 
by the Indiana Toll Road; and casinos to 
attract gamblers from the Chicago metropoli- 
tan area. None of these would directly affect 
the city’s downtown or Broadway, its major 
commercial street. Anyway, these plans 
remain on paper. 


Nationally, we seem unable to achieve the 
consensus needed to rebuild our cities. But as 
we see in Chicago and Gary today, we certain- 
ly seem able to blow up and bulldoze 
structures that we consider useless. Our 
extraordinary ruins represent a short transi- 
tional period when stately structures built for 
the affluent become the homes, churches, and 
businesses of the poor, and after decades of 
neglect and disinvestment are discarded. 





America does not share Europe’s respect for 
ruins. From a distance, they are perceived as 
messengers of bad news. We either ignore 
them or react to them with anger, resent- 
ment, guilt, or despair. Ruins stand as 
witnesses to their own past, not doing what 
they were built to do, yet possessing an 
awesome power to stir the soul. 


Historical precedent teaches that it will be a 
long time before these ruins can be looked 
upon with anything resembling appreciation. 
In England, for example, a century elapsed 
after the abrupt termination of the monaster- 
ies in the sixteenth century before observers 
could view them with interest and esthetic 
delight. 


There is something inspiring about ruins. As 
witnesses of the urban condition, they urge 
us to ask: “Is there no choice but to stand by 
and watch the destruction of our cities?” 
Stripped to their essences, left-over buildings 
and discarded spaces form cityscapes of 
great power. 


We need to hear the elemental chant that 
comes from our skeletal neighborhoods. 
Their once-familiar song beckons us to come 
home and perhaps to try again. m

Despite strong economic growth, broad 
gauges of inflation are running just under 3 
percent, little changed from their 1993 levels. 
If those measures are not rising, why is 
Federal Reserve policy still focused on infla- 
tion, and what will its monetary tightening 
mean to construction activity in 1995? 


“ntering 1994, the economic expansion was 
picking up tremendous speed. The Federal 
Reserve worried that the prevailing surplus 
of labor, material, equipment, and plant 
capacity would vanish. It’s just this surplus 
that has fostered expansion without causing 
prices to tick up. If the Federal Reserve 
waits for inflation to spiral, it will have no 
choice but to step hard on the monetary 
brakes. Such an action would probably dump 
the economy into recession. 


Fed focuses on inflation 

To avoid such an outcome, the Federal! 
Reserve early this year shifted monetary 
policy from one that accommodates growth to 
one that restrains it. Its purpose was to slow 
economic growth to less than 3 percent, a

rate it regards as consistent with the nation’s 
ability to add production capacity. These 
actions, in the Fed’s view, will extend an infla- 
tion-free expansion well beyond 1995. 


Last spring, the Federal Reserve moved 
quickly to firm, then push up interest rates. 
Initially these actions drew only mild criti- 
cism, since the economy still seemed robust. 
But the debate has become much more 
heated since the Fed raised rates again in 
August. The bond market, its vision similar 
to that of the Fed, drove its rates upward in 
anticipation of further Fed restraint. In con- 
trast, industries (including construction) 
lobbied vigorously against further hikes. 


Since the Fed’s view is that low inflation— 
even if it means somewhat slower growth—is 
better long-term than robust growth with 
inflation, this debate will only intensify. Rates 
will certainly rise again, by mid-November at 
the latest. But this year’s steady tightening 
of monetary policy has taken time to impact 
the economy. Now, evidence is mounting that 
a transition is underway in the sectors that 





have been pushing the economic advance. _ 
Gains in consumer spending, which accounts 
for 70 percent of GDP and have bolstered 
demand for most of the recovery, are easing. 
Meanwhile, capital expenditures and exports 
of goods and services are rising. 


This poses a monetary dilemma. The portents 
of inflation are easiest to document in the , 
manufacturing sector. Indeed, it was signals 
in this sector that caused the Federal Reserve | 
to tighten aggressively in 1994. Then, 
however, consumer spending was robust. In

could sap consumer outlays enough to push

sustaining expansion. | 


Tight money pays some dividends | 
In this less-robust expansion, construction 
activity will be mixed. Rates on 30-year fixed- | 
rate mortgages will soon climb above 9 
percent. That’s too high for many first-time 
buyers, so they’ll continue to rent rather than 
own. This group’s housing decisions will 
strengthen renovation activity and new starts 
in multi-family housing in the year’s first half. 
Single-family starts will slip until there is a 
clear break in rates. 


With uncertainty pervading the bond and 
stock markets, pension funds and other finan: 
cial institutions will allocate more investment 
dollars to those (primarily existing) retail and 
office properties that have strong cash flows. 
Rather than expand plants, manufacturers 
throughout the 1990s have invested large 
sums in equipment to increase productivity. 
As the economic revival in Europe spurs 
demand for the reasonably priced output of 
American plants, producers will shift more 
capital investment toward the kinds of reno- 
vations and expansions that will increase . 
capacity. There’s also pent-up demand for |

but decreasing tax receipts had reduced what 
public agencies could build.

‘That racial minorities and women are under- 
represented in architecture is not news. The 
extent to which the profession has failed to 
attract members of these groups was strik- 
ingly underlined at the AIA conference 
“Breaking the ICE: Building New Leader- 
ship,” held last August in Washington, D.C. 
Amazingly, this was the first AIA conference 
developed for those “marginalized,” as orga- 
nizers put it. Presenters documented a 
stunning divergence in the numbers of 
women and people of color in the population 
at large versus their participation in the pro- 
fession (chart). Another striking finding was 
the failure of women—who have entered the 
field in large numbers—to advance. 


The conference was organized jointly by the 
National Minorities and Women in Architec- 
ture Committee, the National Organization of 
Minority Architects, and the AIA’s Expert 
Panel on Diversity. (Diversity in this instance 
included lesbian, gay, and disabled atten- 
dees.) Through a series of workshops, caucus 
sessions, and roundtable discussions, the 200- 
Plus participants sought to develop

“an inclusive, responsive, relevant profession 
by inviting, cultivating, and empowering 
diverse leaders.” Sharon Sutton, an architect 
with the Urban Network of the College of 
Architecture at the University of Michigan, 
keynoted. Ken Rhyne presented the perspec- 
tive of an American Indian architect. 


In perhaps the first survey that has attempt- 
ed to track the progress of women and 
minorities in architecture, Kathryn Anthony, 
a professor at the University of Illinois, 
Urbana-Champaign, found dramatic pay dis- 
parities. Men with 15 years experience 
typically earned $10,000 per year more than 
comparably experienced women, according to 
her early findings. Anthony found more dif- 
ferences in gender than in race. Many 
respondents told her there was little commit- 
ment to equal opportunity in firms. About 
two-thirds said a “glass ceiling” limited 
advancement. 


No role models 

Key to increasing minority participation in 
the field is role models, say experts. And it is 
critical that they be visible in schools, where 
many aspiring architects first encounter the 
profession’s culture. Michael Kaplan, profes- 
sor at the University of Tennessee, reported 





that only 8.7 percent of tenured architectural 
faculty are women. Jack Travis, a New York 
City architect, shared projects done by 
minority high school students participating in 
a program he developed to encourage interest 
in design. While women and minorities cur- 
rently account for up to half of those entering 
professional programs, “the graduates are 
not as impressive as the enrollment,” says 
Cecil Steward, dean of architecture at the 
University of Nebraska. Only 26 percent of 
female students complete their degrees. And 
there is significant further falloff between 
graduation and licensure. 


In a workshop devoted to concerns of lesbian, 
gay, and bisexual designers, Seattle architect 
Rena Klein discussed the toll exacted by 
“staying quiet, hidden, and trying to pass.” 
[See also RECORD, June 1994, page 36]. Gay 
and lesbian architects rallied around three 
primary items: a more inclusive workplace, 
rather than the “don’t ask, don’t tell” policy 
prevalent; domestic partnership benefits; and 
more aggressive enforcement of AIA ethical 
guidelines prohibiting discrimination based 
on sexual orientation. 


Networking and mentoring 

Networking opportunities abounded, and 
federal agencies offered a job fair, and gave 
advice on taking advantage of minority-pref- 
erence programs. Conference members, in 
comments summarized at the closing session, 
suggested that the AIA could “institutionalize 
openness” by creating incentives for firms to 
redress pay and hiring inequities. Members 
also called for changes in the election process 
for AIA’s board of directors and in the dues 
structure to allow greater access and partici- 
pation. Participants urged support for 
research and publication on the issues facing 
women and minorities, proposed the ereation 
of a network for minorities, and asked AIA to 
actively develop professionals who would act 
as mentors within communities that don’t see 
architecture as a welcoming profession. 


As co-chair Stephen Glassman noted, “the 
people who most need this type of conference 
are absent.” To create a sense of urgency 
among the larger membership, one attendee 
suggested offering scholarships for the next 
diversity conference (to be held in 1995, says 
AIA) to heterosexual white males. = 
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Sons 


Three years into economic recovery, the con- 
struction industry’s subdued expansion is in 
transition. Single-family housing provided 
most of the upward momentum in the early 
stages, with broader participation by other 
industry sectors getting underway in the 
latter half of 1993 and into 1994. This pattern 
of recovery—a surge of housing followed by 
a handoff to nonresidential building and 
public works—is certainly consistent with 
the traditional construction cycle. What’s 
been different this time is that recovery has 
unfolded much more gradually than in previ- 
ous upturns, dampened further by a 
commercial-building sector that isn’t sup- 
porting recovery because it’s still awash in a 
glut of space. 


To put this in perspective, consider that 
income properties (commercial building plus 
multifamily housing) made up more than one- 
third the volume of total construction in the 
mid-1980s. This sector is now holding at just 
an 18-percent share. Having finally bottomed 
out in early 1993, the income-property group 
is capable of impressive gains on a percent- 
age basis, but its contribution to the rest of 
the industry in absolute terms is limited. 
Institutional building and public works now 
comprise a higher percent of the market. At 
best they’ll grow five to 10 percent annually, 
precluding the kind of second-stage boost 
income properties once offered. 


The strength of the recovery at this phase 
depends on a balancing act: whether other 
construction types will increase to offset 
single-family housing, which is losing 
momentum. In the typical six- to seven-year 
construction cycle, this “filling in” usually 
occurs during the second and third years. 
This time, however, the non-single-family 
recovery is at least a year later than normal. 
In next year’s “soft landing” economy, where 
real economic growth settles back to the 2.0- 
to 2.5-percent range, the forecasted changes 
in activity (charts this and following page) 
depend on several factors.

On balance, the construction industry will 
experience a slower pace of expansion in 
1995, but expansion nevertheless. Following 
gains of 9, 7, and 7 percent during the first 
three years of recovery, a 3 percent advance 
for total construction contract value is pro- 
jected for 1995. 


Soft landing for single-family housing 
Outlook: Due to early 1994 strength, single- 
family housing starts this year will come to 
1.045-million units, a 3-percent gain over the 
previous year and the highest annual rate 
since 1986, when 1.081-million units were 
reported. Next year’s activity will slip back, 
a decline spread throughout much of the 
nation. The Northeast is best able to avoid a 
1995 downturn because it has the least to 
lose. Since 1991, its recovery has lagged well 
behind other regions. 


Influences: Single-family housing main- 
tained an annualized rate of 1.1-million units 
during 1994’s first quarter, but the next two 
quarters eased back to the 1-million-unit 
mark. The culprit: fixed-mortgage rates that 
rose from 6.8 percent in October 1993 to 8.5 
percent by mid-1994 (representing an addi- 
tional $200-per-month for a $150,000 
mortgage). Even with the higher cost of 
financing, the single-family decline thus far 
has been quite modest, and it’s unlikely to 
worsen substantially going into 1995. Con- 

sumer confidence has generally held up 
through most of 1994. While consumer 
unease has grown a bit in 1994’s third 
quarter, it’s not expected to build dramati- 
cally over the near term, particularly given 
the improved employment picture. 


Fixed-mortgage rates, moving up to 9 
percent from mid-1994’s 8.5 percent, will 
push a few first-time homebuyers out of the 
market. Yet, current levels are still manage- 
able by the standard of recent years. 
Adjustable-rate mortgages (AP Ms) will also 
keep some buyers in the maricct since initial 


rates have shown smaller increases. During 
1994’s third quarter, the ARM share of mort- 
gages issued had climbed back to 40 percent 
from 20 percent in 1992-93. 


The first half of the 1990s has seen the 35- to 
54-year-old-demographic group grow by 
more than 10-million persons, compared to 9 
million during the second half of the 1980s, so 
the demographic fundamentals of the single- 
family market remain strong. In addition, the 
Census Bureau has raised its population- 
growth estimates to take immigration growth 
into account, boosting projected near-term 
demand for single-family housing. Single- 
family construction should remain at around 
1-million annual units through the mid-1990s. 


and cost disadvantages will impede any 
return to mid-1980s growth. 


Income properties: little real growth 
Outlook: The income-property group finally 
bottomed out in early 1993, after seven years 
of decline that plunged the group’s square- 
foot total to one-third its 1985 peak. Last 
year witnessed a modest 6 percent increase, 
and 1994’s stronger economy has enabled a 
faster pace of recovery: a 17 percent 
increase to an estimated 785 million sq ft. 
There will be some negative impact from 
1995’s softening economy, but the result will 
be a slower rate of growth for the group as a 
whole—not a downturn. A retail-construc- 
tion retreat from 1994’s robust volume is the 


“On balance the construction industry will 
experience a slower pace of expansion in 1995 
(3 percent versus 7 percent in 1994), but 


expansion nonetheless. 


With less pent-up demand and a slower 
economy, single-family starts will move below 
1-million units in 1995, but not much below, 
given the continued demographic support 
and the modest reduction in affordability 9- 
percent mortgages represent. 


Maturing baby boomers will make the 45- to 
54-year-old age group the fastest growing 
segment of the population during the second 
half of the 1990s. This will strengthen the 
trade-up market in the years ahead, as home- 
owners with rising incomes look for larger 
houses. 


In an environment of higher mortgage rates, 
regions that have grown most over the past 
three years will be susceptible to a mild 1995 
setback. The Northeast, which really has 
shared little in the upturn thus far, will likely 
plateau during the first half of 1995, then 
benefit from improving conditions in next 
year’s second half. Its level of activity rela- 
tive to the 1991 trough will still show only 
limited improvement when compared to 
other regions, since the Northeast’s slow job 
expansion, consolidation in its key industries, 
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primary reason the group will advance just 3 
percent next year to 810 million sq ft. The 
projected 1995 expansion for other building 
types within the income group comes to a 
more substantial 8 percent. 


Influences: Office vacancy rates have 
retreated from 19 percent two years ago to 
16 percent at mid-1994—a sign that market 
fundamentals are coming into better balance. 
The equilibrium office-vacancy rate is usually 
considered to be about 10 percent, so a 
healthy office-building market is still barely 
in sight. 


Another positive development is that banks 
are now more anxious to lend for real-estate 
development. They showed substantial 
profits over the past year due to the large 
spread between their cost of funds and the 
lending rates they were able to charge. This 
spread is beginning to narrow, and the 
banking industry is more aggressively 
searching out other ways to increase rev- 
enues. One indication of this trend is the 
greater volume of commercial and industrial 
loans. After falling during much of 1993, 
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commercial lending was rising at an 8- 
percent clip by mid-1994. Investors have 
shown renewed interest in the higher returns 
generated by some income-property 
markets. They are putting money into real- 
estate investment trusts (REITs). These 
vehicles have been directed at existing prop- 
erties for the most part, so they aren’t yet a 
factor in new construction. Though real- 
estate investment is clearly losing its stigma, 
the tighter regulatory framework put in 
place after the excesses of the ’80s should 
prevent any surge in financing for purely 
speculative projects. 


On the demographic side, there remain some 
influences limiting growth. Those born in the 
1970s as part of the “baby bust” group are 
now reaching young adulthood, causing the 
number of 18- to 34-year-olds to shrink by 5.8 
million during the 1990s. Growth in this 
group, just entering the labor force, is what 
is needed to help absorb the overbuilding of 
the last decade. Many corporations will con- 
tinue to downsize and shift more employees 
to “contract” status, which will restrain 
office-employment growth. As communica- 
tions and computer technology make mobile 
work possible for more workers, fewer will 
need office space; per-worker office square 
footage may already be lower than it was 10 
years ago. 


In summary, trends support a continued 
upward trend in the income-property group 
as a whole. The total volume, however, is still 
very low by historical standards, meaning 
that only modest strengthening in absolute 
terms is required for these categories to 
report significant percentage gains. 


With the single-family market losing momen- 
tum in 1994, growth has emerged in 
multifamily housing. And the extremely low 
levels of construction in recent years means 
that demand is catching up with supply. As 
occupancy rates recover, cash flow improves, 
making properties appealing to lenders, and 
encouraging construction of new units. The 
reinstatement of tax credits for low-income 
housing has also helped boost the multifamily 
total, and REITs have shown particular 
interest in multifamily housing. Over the 
course of 1994, activity has strengthened to 
such an extent that this sector should report

The office-building sector showed meager 
improvement i in 1993, with contracting rising 
4 percent. A more substantial 15 percent rise 
‘(to 102 million sq ft) is projected for 1994. 
‘The upward momentum should continue into 
1995 as activity climbs to 112 million sq ft, 

4 an extremely low volume. 


Fhe first profitable year for the hospitality 
industry in a decade was 1993. The stage was 
‘set for a strong hotel rebound in 1994 con- 
‘tracting. From the dismal 19 million sq ft 
reported last year, contracting surged in 
early 1994 to 28 million sq ft, up 49 percent. 
The growth of casino gambling in several 
states should keep this category on an 
ascending path. Accordingly, next year’s 
volume is projected at 32 million sq ft. 


For many years warehouse construction 
‘maintained a one-to-one relationship with 
store construction. In this recovery, ware- 
houses took a different path. While store 
construction began its respectable upturn 
during the 1992-93 period, warehouses 
plunged to historic lows. (One explanation is 
that large discounters increasingly main- 
tained inventory on-site and other retailers 
moved to just-in-time inventory practices.) 
This year has seen a strong if belated 
rebound: warehouses should climb 26 
eereent. More growth is likely in 1995. 


Stores and Shopping Centers is a category 
that has-stood apart from other income-prop- 
erty types. It dropped only moderately 
during the recession and has had a much 
‘stronger recovery. The robust performance 
has continued into 1994, with contracting 
estimated to rise 13 percent, bringing activi- 
ty to within 15 percent of the mid-1980s 
peak. This category’s healthy volume is vul- 
nerable, however. Store construction 
typically lags the trend in single-family 
housing, suggesting softening ahead. The 
Tetail sector’s transition to giant warehouse 


‘Style outlets and specialty stores won't be 
enough to balance slowing retail sales 
overall.

Manufacturing out of the doldrums 
Outlook: Manufacturing construction is still 
at a weak volume (falling in 1992 to the 
lowest level since World War II), but has 
turned around. After 1993’s advance to 109 
million sq ft, stronger activity in the second 
half of 1994 should lift this year’s total to 120 
million sq ft. Slower expansion for the 
general economy during 1995 may dampen 
some upward momentum, but contracting 
next year will still climb. 


Pressure’s on for institutional building 
Outlook: The broadening of economic recov- 
ery in 1994 has eased state and local fiscal 
distress. In response, institutional building 
has shown renewed vigor after two years of 
slippage. Steady gains during 1994’s first 
half, led by schools, court houses, and deten- 
tion facilities, should push this year’s volume 
of institutional building up 3 percent. The 
gradual upward trend will continue through 
1995. 


Influences: The broad pattern for institution- 
al building has avoided the boom-and-bust 
behavior of housing and commercial building. 
Institutional building has been dampened by 
the fiscal straits of state and local govern- 
ments. As unemployment rose during the 
recession, governments confronted lower tax 
receipts and higher demand for services. 
These funding shortfalls tend to lag the busi- 
ness cycle—both on the way down and on the 
way up. A recent study by the National Gov- 
ernors Association said “states are now able 
to use increases from existing revenue 
sources to fund modest program increases.” 
Instead, 20 states used revenue surpluses for 
tax cuts. 


Since most public projects are financed 
through the bond market, rising interest 
rates affect the institutional market—but in a 
diffuse way. One limitation is the need to 
keep interest payments on debt at manage- 
able levels. A more potent influence is the 
scrutiny given bond issues by voters hesitant 
to add to their tax burden. 


Despite this year’s pickup in interest rates, 
the stronger tax-revenue picture should 
make it easier for states and municipalities to 
borrow money for capital improvements. 
School construction is the largest institution- 


al building type. Activity bounced back in 
1993, and further gains are predicted for 
1994-95. According to the latest projections 
prepared by the National Center for Educa- 
tion Statistics, total enrollment of primary 
and secondary students will increase by 10 
percent. Most of the growth will come from 
the K-8 cohort. 


The crime legislation passed by Congress in 
late August ensures that corrections con- 
struction will continue to grow. Although 
construction has risen substantially in recent 
years, it’s unable to keep pace with incarcer- 
ation. By 1993, the prison population was 
nearly 130 percent of capacity in state 
prisons. The federal crime bill would autho- 
rize $7.9 billion over six years for facilities. 


Uncertainty over the shape of health-care 
reform has contributed to a mild retreat in 
construction activity. New health facilities 
slipped 3 percent in 1993, and a similar 
decline is likely this year. With further 
debate on a health-care bill put off until 
1995, uncertainty will dampen this market 
for at least another year. Accordingly, health- 
care building will remain flat in 1995. 
Ultimately, expanded coverage for long-term 
care and continued growth of the elderly 
population (particularly the “very old”— 
those 85 years old and above) should benefit 
the nursing-home market. 


Gridlock victimizes public works 

Outlook: Continued strength for highway and 
bridge construction, benefiting from 1991’s 
Intermodal Surface Transportation Efficien- 
cy Act (ISTEA), will push total public-works 
construction up 9 percent in 1994. This year, 
federal support levels out, so public works 
will grow only 5 percent, the slowest rate of 
increase since 1991, which was the final year 
of the preceding highway program. Although 
states were given greater leeway under 
ISTEA to transfer funds to mass-transit 
projects, Dodge data over the last two years 
show that highway and bridge projects 
remain the prime focus. Public-works 
growth depends on Congressional passage of 
three big environmental bills early in 1995 
(the Clean Water Act, amendments to the 
Safe Water Act, and reauthorization of 
“Superfund” toxic-waste cleanup).

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Denver-area residents squirm under an 
uncomfortable international spotlight. It 
shines on the all-but-complete 26-sq-mile, $3- 
billion Denver International Airport (DIA), 
which has yet to open because designer- 
builders can’t get its exotic automated 
baggage-handling system working. DIA, for 
better or worse, is a product of the process by 
which it was built much more than the 
studied response to user needs that most 
architects strive for. 


On the one hand, the baggage-system drama 
has obscured an enormous accomplishment: 
that the complex was mostly designed and 
entirely built in just over four years, absorb- 
ing huge changes imposed after construction 
began. (The delays are a major source of 
frustration for the thousands who worked 
unending nights and weekends to meet an 
excruciating schedule.) DIA should have been 
a case study in its use of many widely touted 
techniques for assuring quality, controlling 
costs, and avoiding communication break- 
downs. It’s now clear that there were flaws in 
the way the project was structured, but even 


a perfect organization would have been sorely 
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tested by the scope of changes and the sched- 
ule. Once the airport’s functionality is tested, 
the airport’s designers will be blamed if 
choices—many not under their control— 
prove to be flawed. 


On the other hand, DIA is a state-of-the art 
example of a larger construction trend in 
which schedule, cost, or ease of decisionmak- 
ing take primacy in owners’ minds over the 
suitability, quality, longevity, or civic quality 
of the completed structure. 


DIA was controversial from the beginning. 
Stapleton, Denver’s current airport, is a 
major airline hub, close to downtown, and has 
had $100 million in recent improvements. But 
its runways are too short for jumbo jets, bad 
weather halves its capacity, and nearby resi- 
dents opposed expansion because of airport 
noise. In 1983, Mayor Federico Pena began 
the search for an alternate location. In 1988 
the city made a preliminary agreement for a 
53-sq-mile site in Adams County, east of 
Denver. Because only the city and county had 
the bonding capacity to build the airport, two 
hard-fought votes were required to annex the 







remote site to the city and approve the : 
planned new facility. As early as 1987, United 
Airlines and Continental Airlines objected to 
the plans, fearing the cost burden.

Engineers design the process 

The design and construction process at 
Denver was organized under a Program : § 
Manager, an increasingly common method for 
very large and complex projects.

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terminal only through schematics and design 
development, at which point it would be 
handed off to another firm. August Perez, the 
rincipal designer, says the direction he was 
given came from airport personnel, whose 
focus was operational. “Our work was done 
inside the department of public works,” says 
Perez. “They didn’t give us much support in 
some of the esthetic directions we wanted to 
pursue. Almost all decisions were made in 
reaction to maintenance or technical issues.” 


Among the project requirements, however, 
was a specific charge to develop a signature 
image for the airport, one that would capture 
the uniqueness of Denver and Colorado. 
Perez designed a stepped-roof profile sup- 
ported by an exposed truss system over a 
large central atrium, evoking the lacy struc- 
ture of train sheds. He thus brought the 
imagery of railroading, responsible for 
Denver’s early growth, into the jet age. 


The mayor, city council, and others were con- 
cerned that this expression was not powerful 
enough for the project, considering it was 
financed by more than $2-billion in city and 
county debt. A blue-ribbon panel was formed 
to review the design and urge improvement. 
“The head of Stapleton for 35 years was a 
maintenance engineer,” explains architect 
Harry Teague, of Aspen, who was among 
those brought in to suggest changes. “He was 
calling the shots, so he was going for simple, 
low-cost, easy-to-clean stuff.” 


Fentress Bradburn gambles and wins 
Discussion went on. Says Teague: “The blue- 
ribbon commission liked what we came up 
with, but the airport commission would shoot 
it down. We were making what I consider 
rather desperate moves.” Eventually the city 
council endorsed Perez’s design and the firm 
proceeded. But controversy over the termi- 
nal’s roof boiled over again when an 
evaluation of Perez’s design indicated the 
roof design would push the project off sched- 
ule and $48-million over budget. The firm of 
C.W. Fentress J.H. Bradburn and Associates 
had been retained to do the evaluation for 
technical compliance, and was s!ated to take 
the project from design development through 
construction. (Architect Bertram Bruton and 
Associates was also part of the entress 
Bradburn design team.)

Though Perez says he can prove the design 
was on budget, the PMT accepted Fentress 
Bradburn’s analysis, and gave the firm three 
weeks to come up with a new design. 
Working in secret with Horst Berger as an 
engineering consultant, Fentress Bradburn 
unveiled a proposal for a Teflon-coated fabric 
roof over the terminal, the peaked profiles of 
which, it was quickly agreed, evoked the 
Rocky Mountains. The proposal was accom- 
panied by engineering data and a value- 
engineering analysis. Design principal Curt 
Fentress justifies it this way: “The fabric roof 
was the only alternative that was buildable 
and met the schedule. We were able to take 
out something like 300,000 tons of steel and 
1,000 linear ft of sheer walls underneath.” 


As Ginger Evans, who became associate 
director of aviation for DIA, says, “The roof 
was a better solution from an energy stand- 
point. And the slope is better for drainage, 
which is an important issue in large public 
buildings. This roof has a 10-year warranty. 
Most have a three-year warranty.” For 
Perez, this grandstand play was a nightmare 
come true. The Fentress Bradburn redesign 
was accepted, and the roof has become the 
signature image of the airport complex.

Who was minding the store? 

At this point it is already worth questioning 
the effectiveness of the PMT. It largely failed 
to sort out the conflict between the city’s 
design aspirations and the maintenance ori- 
entation of the operators. Nor did it detect 
the cost and constructability issues affecting 
the Perez design even though the PMT had 
enormous construction and cost-estimating 
expertise in-house. It fell to the architects— 
often not trusted on cost and schedule 
issues—to raise the red flag. Indeed, Fen- 
tress Bradburn is still not trusted: “A local 
cost-estimating firm under contract to Perez 
came in with one estimate,” says Evans. “Lit- 
erally a month later, the same firm working 
for Fentress brought in an estimate on the 
same design that was $35-million higher. 
That’s a real credibility issue.” Savings from 
the Fentress Bradburn redesign proved so 
substantial at bid, however, that the city 
upgraded the floor finish in the terminal and 
doubled the size of its parking structure 
(designed with Fentress Bradburn by Pouw 
and Associates) to 12,000 spaces.

upending the process of getting the project 
built. Indeed, say critics, the concept of j 
handing off the design-development docu- 
ments to a separate firm created an incentive 
for Fentress Bradburn to find fault with 
Perez’s design. There were lengthy disputes © 
about what should and should not have been 
included in the documents Perez handed 
over: Fentress Bradburn claimed that the 
CAD documents Perez prepared did not 
follow standards developed by the PMT, and 
had to be redone. (Perez disputes this.) That 
the PMT largely sided with Fentress Brad- 
burn in the CAD dispute raises the question 
of why it wasn’t aware that Perez’s docu- 
ments didn’t meet the standards. In 
retrospect, all parties agreed that handing 
the design off to a second firm midstream was 
a bad idea. On the other hand, there’s now no 
regret over proceeding with the Fentress 
Bradburn design. 


An airport without airlines 

Throughout this battle, and for a consider- 
able time after, airlines weren’t heard from. 
Cash-strapped, they would not lease gates, 
hoping to halt the project. The city ordered 
design teams to proceed to bid without 
formal input from the ultimate users. In the 
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antime, air travel entered a recession, 
tting the survival of Continental—one of 
pleton’s big users—in jeopardy. Rating 
gencies downgraded DIA’s bonds, consider- 
bly increasing the project’s long-term cost. 


. get the airlines to sign, the city agreed to 
stunning range of design changes, while 
suring airlines and bond-rating agencies 
hat the late 1993 opening date would be 
naintained. Continental convinced Denver to 
20ve international gates away from the north 
side of the main terminal to its terminal A, 
and to build a bridge from terminal A to the 
ain terminal, duplicating the function of a 
low-ground people-mover system. A base- 
ment was added the full length of the 
concourse. Service cores, located between 
groups of gates, received a second level. 


United requested even more substantial mod- 
fications. It widened Concourse B by eight 
feet to accommodate two moving walkways in 
each direction. It added a second level at the 
service cores and had the roof redesigned to 
rovide a clerestory of natural light. Most 
important, it wanted an automated baggage- 
nandling system to assure that nearly all

These changes 
primarily affected the design team responsi- 
ble for the concourses, a joint venture of 
Seracuse Lawler & Partners, of Denver (now 
Allred Seracuse Lawler), and TRA, of Seattle 
(with Ron Abo Architects, of Denver). Rather 
than use a conventional ticket counter, 
United wanted a walk-through type. Archi- 
tects redesigned Main Terminal counters, 
and installed an underfloor mezzanine to 
support reconfigured baggage conveyors. 


Once United committed to a completely auto- 
mated baggage-handling system, DIA, only a 
few weeks later, chose to extend the system 
to the entire airport. These decisions trig- 
gered far-reaching changes. “We were 
building the concourses before the designers 
of the baggage system were even on board,” 
says James Allred of the SLP/TRA design 
team. Adds James Bradburn, “When the 
airline said we need a DCV [destination- 
coded vehicle] baggage system, we had to 
rearrange all the guts of the building to 
accommodate it.” Richard Haury, Greiner/- 
MKE’s program manager and now director 
of Greiner’s air-transportation division, 
claims “We anticipated that one day Denver 
would need a fully automated baggage 
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system, but we couldn’t force it on the air- 
lines. We did the next best thing, which was 
to prepare for a system even though we 
didn’t know what it would be.” Why wasn’t 
design delayed until the airlines signed on? 
Haury says airlines “would never have gotten 
on board unless the city built the project.” 


The schedule takes over 

The baggage system added $193 million to 
the project. Related changes to the design 
and construction of buildings amounted to 
another $100 million, estimates Haury, much 
of it in complex and difficult-to-coordinate 
mechanical, electrical, and telecommunica- 
tions systems. “In fairness to everybody, 
nobody had any concept of the amount of 
redesign and reconstruction required by the 
decision to change to a DCV system,” says 
Bradburn. Adds Thomas Walsh, a senior 
associate at Fentress Bradburn, “That’s what 
gave rise to the tremendous amount of 
ripping out and changing. The contractor and 
ourselves were somewhat in a box as to what 
to install to maintain the building’s baseline 
when we didn’t have a design for the baggage 
system. We knew we couldn’t stop, but we 
didn’t know what you shouldn’t put in that 
might have to come out.”

N egotiato i's for the city seemed unable to grasp the construction 
consequences of changes they permitted the airlines to exact— 


consequences that will be felt for the 


In response to the huge scope of the changes, 
“The easy way out would have been to extend 
the schedule two years,” admits Ginger 
Evans, “though I still think it’s better to get 
contractors in and out as quickly as possible.” 
Facing ultimatums from bond-rating agen- 
cies (DIA’s revenues were supposed to 
service the bonds) and airlines, the city had 
little choice but to stick with its opening date. 


The focus of decision making switched to a 
single priority: getting the airport open on 
time. And contractors moved, putting as 
much as $130-million of work in place per 
month. Evans estimates acceleration costs at 
$30 to 40 million, but not all of the costs were 
in dollars: “When you start working double 
and triple shifts, quality begins to fall down,” 
says James Allred. “It’s getting enough quali- 
fied people to do the work, and getting work 
reviewed, then getting deficiencies corrected, 
yet always staying on schedule. Maintaining 
morale becomes very difficult when people 
are working Christmas Eve.” Ginger Evans 
echoed his comments. “Some people had 
worked long weeks for years. They were 
burnt out and had reached a point where they 
couldn’t continue. It wasn’t a reflection on 
them as individuals.” 


life of the facility. 


The emphasis on schedule also took its toll on 
budget and quality-assurance procedures. 
“There was a TQM [Total Quality Manage- 
ment] process,” notes Bradburn. “Once 
schedule took over and the changes started 
flowing, the question of whether documents 
met standards and were construct- 

able was really left to the architect.” Coordi- 
nation requirements, especially for the 
20-some mechanical, electrical, and communi- 
cations systems, increased geometrically. The 
city blames Fentress Bradburn for coordina- 
tion failures that cost $17-million in change 
orders. It has filed a claim. A former site 
inspector asserts rushed contractors omitted 
vital steel reinforcing and falsified inspec- 
tions, says an October Associated Press 
report. DIA pledges a full investigation. 


Stress, and more changes 

Work also slowed because every contractor 
request for clarification had to be routed to a 
city resident engineer, who was supposed to 
interpret the documents. According to Evans, 
the resident engineers usually routed the 
request to the design team. Turnaround time 
was much too slow. Though the original con- 
tract called for minimal involvement by the 
architects in the construction phase, Fentress 












































Bradburn ended up moving a staff of seven to 
a trailer on site, just to act on requests for 
clarification more quickly. On site, things got 
“testy,” says Evans. The city and contractors | 
engaged in partnering sessions early on to . 
reduce friction. “I’m a big advocate of part- 
nering,” says Bradburn. “And initially we all _ 
went full measure, hiring a facilitator and 
involving the contractors, major consultants. 
and subcontractors.” . 
Much of the trust built up through the part- _ 
nering process evaporated later, says 2 | 
Bradburn, as the schedule became more pun- : 
ishing. “If you’ve got the commitment, and 
everyone understands what you're trying to 
do, the partnering process will respond,” he 
says. “We and the contractors wanted tobe 
partners, but the city’s side was damaged by | 
Bill Smith’s death.” (Smith, associate directo: P| 
of aviation, was in charge of the project. He 
died of brain cancer in 1992.) “Then the 
process didn’t have the stability to withstand 
being loaded up with schedule issues and 
changes. Once the owner commitment was 
gone, the lawyers took over.” 
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Significant changes were still to come. The 
city agreed to shift a massive air-cargo 
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complex, originally planned for a remote edge 

f the site, to a location near the main termi- 
nal. Cargo users had threatened to move to 

‘ront Range Airport in adjacent Adams 
County, if DIA didn’t place the facility near 
the airport’s freeway access road (a location 
Fentress says makes the airport approach 
unnecessarily ugly). Rental-car companies 
balked at the fees charged for their in-termi- 
nal locations and said servicing within the 
parking structures was inconvenient. They 
demanded, and finally received, a separate 
campus. Passengers will now be forced to 
take shuttle buses out of the terminal 
complex to rent or return vehicles. 


The city let the official opening slip from 
October 1993 to December. On that date, par- 
ticipants say, the airport was ready for 
passengers, even if not fully complete. The 
obstinate baggage system forced postpone- 
ments, first to March, then May. As of this 
writing, the official opening is scheduled for 
February 28, 1995. Having agreed to design 
and build a system that could serve up to 
three hubbing airlines, BAE, of Dallas, was 
defeated by computer-programming com- 
plexities. Haury, of Greiner, defends the 
decision to go ahead with the automated 
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maintenance base at 


system: “I’ve refused to say that it was unre- 
alistic. If so, [the company] shouldn’t have 
contracted for the system. All the simulations 
and prototyping showed that it should have 
worked.” While a separate firm struggles to 
solve the system’s difficulties, the airport has 
gone ahead with a hybrid that includes old- 
fashioned tugs and carts. 


Learning from DIA 

Two maladies were responsible for most of 
DIA’s travails. 

¢ Responsibilities were not clearly defined. 
The muddled chain of command was named 
by all the designers as the most frustrating 
aspect of the project. Bradburn faults the 
city, which he says “infiltrated” the PMT with 
its own staff in such a way as to inappropri- 
ately undercut the authority of Greiner/MKE 
personnel nominally in positions of higher 
responsibility. 


Both Bill Smith and his successor, Ginger 
Evans, were often seen as heroes when they 
cut through red tape—but much of what they 
were cutting through seemed to have been 
created by the way the project was struc- 
tured. During construction, for example, a 
PMT resident engineer (as is common on

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government projects) was supposed to handle 
much of the construction-phase activities nor- 
mally done by the architect. As the schedule 
became more pressing, the designers ulti- 
mately had a considerable presence on site. 
“Looking back,” reflects Reginald Norman, 
the PMT’s design project manager for the 
terminal, “it’s inconceivable that architects 
shouldn’t be on site, even without all the 
changes.” It meant, noted more than one par- 
ticipant, that resident engineers became 
paper shufflers. 


With it’s mega-project expertise, Greiner and 
Morrison-Knudsen should have been able to 
handle the enormous scheduling and coordi- 
nation issues that came up as the scale of 
changes enlarged. Coordination, however, 
was not the responsibility of the PMT, but of 
the designers. Designers say their firms were 
not structured to take on coordination at the 
scale ultimately require. 


¢ The process took over. The project became 
beholden to the needs of negotiators and 
bond-rating agencies, to the detriment of the 
completed facility. Those negotiating for the 
city seemed not to grasp the construction

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THE PROFESSION Computers in Practice 


A Firs: Evolves with Technology 


Is it realistic to take a practice completely 
into the computer age? Two and a half years 
ago [March 1992, pages 44-45], RECORD 
looked at Eastlake Studio, a firm, says princi- 
pal David Johnson, that “wants to be 
recognized as the architectural practice of the 
future.” That means it has evolved as rapidly 
as has the computer industry. (One partner, 
Robert Young, left to form a new firm that 
uses computer tools in a broader context— 
opposite). Eastlake partners Johnson and 
Thomas Zurowski remain committed to the 
design of buildings and interiors. Neverthe- 
less, computers permit the firm to tackle a 
wider-than-average range of specialized aux- 
iliary services, some of which have been key 
to securing design commissions. 


Accessible FM Solutions 

When it began, Chicago-based Eastlake 
Studio typically chose easy-to-use tools (the 
Apple Macintosh) over more powerful 
systems that may have proved daunting to 
staff (in terms of learning) as well as pocket- 
book. They’ve kept to this basic philosophy, 
and found that it appeals to clients too. The 
firm has developed a kit of facility-manage- 
ment tools called “Friendly Facility 
Management.” They reject the CAD-centric 
approach to computer-aided facilities man- 
agement (CAF'M), noting “Most people don’t 
like using CAD systems.” Many owners don’t 
need or don’t have in-house expertise in alter- 
ing or updating CAD-generated documents. 
It’s far more important to be able to find doc- 
uments, to know you have the relevant 
version, and to appropriately sort them. The 
toolkit is, therefore, built around FileMaker 
Pro, a powerful but easy-to-use database that 
runs on both the Macintosh and Windows- 
based PCs. FileMaker Pro tracks text and 
graphics—CAD drawings, scanned images, 
charts, and graphs. 


In 1991, the facility-management staff of 
Chicago’s Children’s Memorial Medical 
Center began looking for appropriate CAFM 
solutions. Apple Computer referred it to 
Eastlake Studio. Children’s commissioned 
the firm to assist in its CAF M implementa- 
tion, which included developing electronic 
documentation of the 1-million-sq-ft facility, 
and programming a project-management 
system to track costs, inventories, purchase 
orders, budgets, and schedules. The solutions 
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Eastlake developed were all Macintosh- 
based, such as project management using 
FileMaker Pro. Eastlake produced graphic 
documents using Engineered Software’s Pow- 
erDraw (a successor to ClarisCAD), both of 
which offer good information-attachment. 
CAFM tools and consulting not only enhances 
Eastlake Studio’s revenues, but, in the case of 
Children’s, led to a design commission for its 
Therapeutic School. 


Productivity dividends in design 
Morningstar, Inc., a Chicago-based financial 
information publisher, chose Eastlake on the 
basis of its design ability for the conversion of 
100,000 sq ft of leased space into a corporate 
headquarters. The client benefited from the 
speed and flexibility with which the firm could 
respond to unanticipated project changes. 
Halfway through design development, lease 
negotiations broke down. Eastlake Studio 
switched gears to develop blocking, stacking, 
and space plans for alternate locations. The 
clarity of communication inherent in the 
firm’s small-format color blocking and stack- 
ing drawings (created in Innovative Data 
Designs’ Macdraft—above) helped Morn- 
ingstar to quickly select a new space. It also 
won Eastlake referrals from the real-estate 
brokers involved in the deal. 


The original design projected 75,000 sq ft of 
space on three floors. Morningstar ultimately 

















decided to lease 100,000 sq ft on four floors, 
in a building with a very different floor plate. — 
Despite a total redesign, the design-develop- _ 
ment presentation was set back only one 
month from its original tight schedule. Kast- 
lake’s presentation to the client included a 
complete set of small-format color drawings 
augmented by an animated walk-through (2, 
opposite), particularly appreciated by those 
who found plans hard to understand. East- 
lake was able to execute the sophisticated 
animation so rapidly because effort to 
extrude the floor plate to 3D is minimal, and 
the firm pasted in 3D representations of a 
system furniture from a library it has built up #} 
over the years. Is this quicker and less 
expensive than building a physical model? 
“We don’t have much experience with physi- 
cal models,” Johnson admits. 


Presentations are derived from CAD-based 
data, not done separately. Thus, the design 
team, using Macdraft, constantly built up 
information on each phase, which meant that 
creation of construction documents went very 
rapidly. One week after the design-develop- 
ment presentation, the Morningstar permit 
set was issued. Two weeks later, construction 
documents were completed. Neither Johnson 
nor Zurowski believes they could have exe- 
cuted the work at such a pace without their 
staff’s well-honed computer skills. 


Tool becomes revenue generator 
When RECORD first visited Eastlake, the firm 
had already abandoned presentation draw- 
ings and models for computer animations and 
small-format color output. These tools have 

matured rapidly, and the firm recently show- 
cased their skills at the Chicago Athenaeum

where, invited to exhibit a design project, 
Eastlake exhibited a house design using an 
interactive computer presentation rather 
than drawings and models. A model was 
made in autodessys’ form-Z. It was rendered 
with Strata StudioPro, and animated using 
Macromedia Director. The architects includ- 
ed on-screen buttons so viewers could 
intuitively move around the model and cue 
animated walkthroughs. Using hypertext 
links, visitors could read explanatory text 





Using Design Thinking 
To Restructure Business 


Robert Young, one of the three Eastlake 
founders, formed Midland Studio in 1993. He 
is convinced that the Information Revolution, 
like the Industrial Revolution, will fundamen- 
tally transform patterns of life and work, 
with profound effects on the built environ- 
ment. He sees the problem-solving and 
integrative thinking embedded in architects’ 
outlook and training as highly suited to ana- 
lyzing information technology’s effect on 
living and working patterns. 


Young is convinced that architects can add 
value in the fast-changing context of business 
restructuring. This approach requires a deep 
involvement in a business’s strategy rather 
than a conventional toting up of the usual 
program areas. Young stresses the impor- 
tance of “defining the problem very, very 
well.” That’s because the problem is much 
bigger than just rearranging the desks. 
Indeed, devising suitable new work environ- 
ments becomes a means to test workplace 
ideas. The number of variables is much 
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about elements of the project. Eastlake 
Studio is now using these same tools and 
integration skills to assist clients—such as a 
modular-house builder and a developer—to 
create clear and persuasive presentations. 


Coping with electronic obsolescence 
Even for a firm as sophisticated about com- 
puters as Eastlake, the question of when to 
upgrade hardware and software constantly 
arises as powerful and feature-rich new pro- 


higher, however, with a corresponding need 
for more sophisticated analytical tools. Also, 
businesses today must make decisions faster, 
which means response times in facilities plan- 
ning and design must compress too. 


Realizing a new workplace culture 

For example, Young notes the trend toward 
atomizing corporate-support functions. 
Accounting, information systems, and facili- 
ties—previously centralized—are now being 
located with the groups they support. These 
support staff must now find new ways to 
maintain a common knowledge base with 
their community of practice, their co-profes- 
sionals. Making this business-culture change 
involves telecommunications, computer tools, 
human-resource policies, and facilities. (One 
question, for example, is whether some 
people should have desks in more than one 
location.) And financial judgment is needed to 
properly allocate costs. 


Another fast-changing area: professional 
competence demands more and more knowl- 
edge. This leads to more specialization, so 
tasks require input from more people, as well 


grams make excessive demands on older 
equipment. How do they know when to 
upgrade? “If people aren’t screaming that 
they can’t get their work done, it’s not an 
issue,” replies Zurowski. Eastlake currently 
uses Macintosh Centris and Quadra models 
with at least 12mb of memory and 80mb of 
disk storage. From now on, they will buy 
Power Macs. The firm sends out for color 
printing. Color technology, though plunging 
in price, still requires too much expertise to 
get good quality in-house, Zurowski feels. 


For non-Macintosh clients, Eastlake has 
added a 486 PC with AutoCAD that’s devoted 
to testing and demonstrating systems com- 
patibility. Using Timbuktu communications 
software from Farallon, the PC and Macin- 
tosh ean interact and share files; each can 
even remotely control the other. Eastlake 
Studio is also successfully translating both 
the MacDraft and PowerDraw CAD files it 
uses to and from AutoCAD. What’s in the 
future? Maybe a Personal Digital Assistant— 
like the Apple Newton—for surveys and 
other facilities work.

as skillful integration. The result, says Young, 


is that all work is becoming collaborative. 


Many such issues came up when Herman 
Miller commissioned Midland Studio to 
develop a facilities strategy for its West 
Michigan sites, which house manufacturing, 
warehousing, distribution, and office activi- 
ties. Midland, using FileMaker Pro database 
software on the Macintosh, is reducing the 
reams of interview notes and programmatic 
requirements it collected to data that can be 
analyzed and integrated. Emerging are defin- 
itions of as many as 50 new “places” that 
never existed before, just as “factory” was a 
new sort of place at the beginning of the 
Industrial Revolution. A program require- 
ment that came out of Herman Miller’s 
rethinking is a fully equipped, acoustically 
isolated meeting space, located on the factory 
floor, where workers (who today are asked to 
take on much more responsibility for manu- 
facturing quality control) convene to instantly 
solve production problems. Over a year into 
the Herman Miller project, Young is exhila- 
rated: “We have a client who shares our 
vision.”

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Low-Priced and Full-Featured CAD 
Packages With Long Lineages 


By Steven S. Ross 

The two CAD packages reviewed in detail 
this month have a long lineage—MiniCAD 
for the Mac is at version 5.0 now, and Visual 
CADD, although just starting out, is from the 
developers of Generic CADD. They share 
other points as well. Their prices are low for 
such full-featured packages. They embrace 
graphical, flexible interfaces (Mac and 
Windows). They each import files of well- 
known competitors that won’t be upgraded 
again (Claris CAD for MiniCAD and 
GenCADD for Visual CADD). And they run 
on fairly small computers, although you'll be 
happier with faster machines. Both have lots 
of commands to delight production drafting 
enthusiasts. MiniCAD adds 3D and a strong 
rendering module as well. Both support 
underlying databases; MiniCAD’s link is 
especially strong. 


MiniCad 5.0

It will 
run on computers as small as the Macintosh 
Classic; although architects won't be happy 
with the performance on such a small 
machine, it does give you an idea of the sta- 
bility and speed of the overall package. 


We found MiniCad comfortable on the 


slowest credible Power Mac (a Centris 
Quadra 610 with 40MHz Power Mac upgrade 
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card and 8MB of RAM) once 32-bit address- 
ing was turned on and we experimented. with 
the balance between virtual memory and 
RAM partition. It reacted almost instanta- 
neously in a top-of-the-line 8100 with 32MB. 


The architectural module includes symbol 
editing and exchanges (one style window for 
another, for instance), a tape measure tool, 
parking space layout, a wall Y-join tool, a 
“cloud” in which to note revision numbers on 
a drawing, and a “fancy door” parametric 
symbol tool. 


The advanced design module, which also 
comes with MiniCad, allows you to create 
QuickTime animations—walk-throughs and 
fly-arounds—and to purge objects (particu- 
larly important when creating stationery 
pads for standard drawing formats). 


Manuals: User guide, tutorial, and guide to 
Pascal-like macro language; all first-rate (but 
with quite a few typos). Interactive CD-ROM 
training disk included. Good on-screen help, 
including balloon help. 

Ease of use: Standard Macintosh with 
palettes full of icons; this version allows 
palettes and menus (the “overlays”) to be 
customized. Slow unless you have plenty of 
memory, but faster than last version, espe- 
cially on Power Macintosh (turn on virtual 
memory and increase memory partition size

MiniCAD for the Mac version 5.0 and Visual CADD embrace flexible 
graphical interfaces, import files of well-known competitors that won't 


be upgraded again, and run on fairly small computers. 


RAM (8MB or more strongly recommended). 


Generic CADD users may flock to this 2D 
Windows package that allows the same two- 
letter shortcut commands. The vendor has 
gone to some lengths to follow Generic 
CADD conventions—even to leaving the 
default window background as black. There 
are a few rough edges (see error-trapping, 
below). But the developers (the same team 
that originally helped develop GenCADD) 
seem to have come up with a winner. 


Visual CADD is “pure Windows.” It is 
capable of inserting OLE objects into other 
software files (that is, it is an OLE 2.0 
server). It prints and plots through Windows 
drivers. You can open multiple drawing 
windows (lots of them with 8MB, lots and lots 
with 16MB of RAM) and cut and paste 
between them. Third parties can access it 
with Microsoft Visual BASIC or C++ to 
create add-ons. 


But do you have to switch from GenCADD? 
Not necessarily. For one thing, GenCADD is 
faster on a given machine. And, as a DOS 
application, GenCADD takes less memory 
than Visual CADD. But Visual CADD, aside 
from having Windows flexibility, also has 
loads of new features. None is particularly 
compelling in general. But if you want it, and 
you want to stay as close as possible to 
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The VC environment is almost infinitely

GenCADD, Visual CADD is your only option. 


There’s now a Match Tool command to 
extend GenCADD’s Match Entity command, 
for instance. Match Tool loads all properties 
of a picked entity and automatically gives 
you a tool to create the same type of entity. 


Dimensioning is easier; you click on the 
object once to get “implicit” dimensions; you 
don’t have to snap to endpoints unless you 
want to. 


You can now specify an offset, a distance 
from another object, to instantly create enti- 
ties (a parallel line, a row of windows) 
parallel to a selected entity. A new “array 
copy”command allows you to copy an entity 
into an array—rows and columns of them. 
There's also a “fit scale” command that 
allows you to select an entity to scale. You 
pick two points on it, then pick two points 
somewhere else in your drawing. The entity 
is copied to the new position, and scaled to 
match the difference in distance between the 
points on the original and the points in the 
new copy. 


As in the upcoming AutoCAD 13, hatching is 
associative; you don’t have to re-hatch when 
you edit a filled area.

Other examples of how archi- 
tects seek to maintain a delicate “ecosystem” are 
contained in Building Types Study 721/Campus Resi- 
dences (page 88), which reviews three approaches to 
fitting new buildings into tradition-laden campuses.

et on a densely wooded site on the stretch of Massachusetts Avenue 
‘known as “Embassy Row,” the new glass-and-copper Finnish 
'Embassy in Washington, D.C., fuses Modern design with natural sur- 

roundings in a manner quintessentially Finnish. Its generous use of 
_glass—not the stone or brick more commonly found on the mock 
fortresses and diplomatic palaces of Embassy Row—expresses the 
“open, welcoming image Finland likes to project to the international 
“community. And the building’s reserved exterior and complex interior 
are not unlike the Finns themselves, says architect Mikko Heikkinen. 


“We thought of the building as a jewel box,” explains Heikkinen’s 
partner Markku Komonen. On display inside the box is a country with 
-arich heritage of design, one rooted in using traditional and contem- 
porary materials in innovative ways. “Finnish architecture has long 
been identified with Modernism,” states Hannu Mantyvaara, the 
Finnish Minister in Washington, “so we wanted to display this and 
other contemporary trends in our building.” 


At first glance, the Embassy seems to make a clean sweep of tradi- 
_tion—its crisp Modern lines and striking combination of patinated 
copper and glass block contrast with the Vatican’s Renaissance 
_ palazzo next door. But like most of its conservative neighbors, it sits 
_ back from the street to create a front court for cars. In massing and 
height too, the new Finnish building echoes the older architecture 
_ around it, especially that of the Vatican’s stone structure to the west. 
' The compact footprint for the 51,000-square-foot Embassy is driven 
' by local codes that limit cutting down trees and by the demands of a 
' difficult site that slopes steeply from Massachusetts Avenue on the 

south down to Rock Creek Park on the north. Parking for 50 cars— 

roughly one for each employee—is provided in a continuous loop 
structure under the building. 


The Embassy’s main elevation, which has raised many eyebrows in 
stodgy Washington, is a double-layered composition with a three- 
story bronze trellis projecting six feet in front of a glass-and-metal 
facade. Like Pierre Chareau’s 1932 Maison de Verre in Paris, this 
facade combines glass block with bands of clear glass to create a 
rhapsody in transparent and translucent materials. The projecting 
trellis, which will support roses and clematis vines as time goes by, 
will become a leafy wall protecting the south elevation from the sun 
during summer months. It also creates a tall, narrow transition space 
between the building and the forecourt. 


Technically a chancery rather than an embassy because it does not 
include the ambassador’s residence, the building has offices along its 
north and south sides. In between is a four-story-high skylit space, 
which the architects call “the grand canyon.” Belying its glass-and- 
metal exterior, the building is a concrete-frame structure with a 
13-foot-high, 100-foot-long double truss running above the “canyon.” 
In dramatic fashion, the architects suspended three stories of copper- 
clad conference rooms and spiral stairs from the truss. Bridges over 
the canyon help stabilize the suspended elements. Restrooms and 
kitchenettes are housed in stainiess-steel-clad towers at the east and 
west ends of the grand inte! uce

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The $10-million building’s street facade (top, 
middle, and opposite) features copper and 
bronze treated with ammonia sulfate and 
copper sulfate to give it a rich green tint. Park 
land lies to the north and east of the Embassy; 
the Vatican Embassy is to the west (site plan). 
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The most remarkable aspect of the Embassy’s interiors is the power- 
ful presence of the outdoors—both in the private offices and the 
public spaces. On the east and west ends of the building, sections of 
curtain wall supported by tensile rods and cables bring in light from 
the sides, while a two-story-high wall of clear glass on the north 
makes the large multipurpose room known as Finland Hall seem like 
an extension of Rock Creek Park. Echoing the tall slot of space 
created on the building’s south elevation by the bronze trellis, Heikki- 
nen and Komonen created a two-story-high glass-enclosed porch that 
projects six feet from the glass wall of Finland Hall. Ventilated but 
not air-conditioned, the porch also serves as an environmental buffer 
for the building’s glazed north face. 


Perpendicular to the porch and running near the west edge of the site 
is an outdoor walkway that extends into the trees and over the hill- 
side. Covered by a tensile canopy supported by cable-stayed masts, 
the walkway provides a spark of exuberance to complement the more 
rigid form of the Embassy itself. In a similar vein, a grid of small 
lights on slender posts visually extends the floor plane of Finland Hall 
into the wooded rear yard. 


Although security concerns called for bullet-proof glass on lower 
floors and a bank-lock entry vestibule (in which the door at one end 
must close before the door at the other end can open), the Embassy is 
friendly and accessible, especially when compared to the fortress-like 
embassies that the United States has been building since the advent 
of car bombs. Clifford A. Pearson 


Up Close 

Designing with nature. So much of Finland's 
identity is tied to its lakes and forests that its 
architects have become skilled at working 
with nature in innovative Ways For example ' 
rather than simply use natural materials, the 
new Finnish Embassy highlights the pres 
ence of nature in a more abstract and 
complex manner. For its street facade, the 
architects designed a three-story metal trellis 
that will become a wall of ve retation chang 
ing in color and density each season 
(opposite, bottom left). Growing up an artifi 
cial surface, the vines symbolize nature 
controlled by man. On the east and west ele 
vations, glass and polishe d granite reflect 
nature, multiplying images of nearby tre¢ 
(opposite, bottom right). On its rear (nortl 
elevation, the Embassy projects out into the 
site by way of a covered walkway and a glas

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The Embassy’s multipurpose 
room, Finland Hall, can open 
onto the “grand canyon” in the 
center of the building when a 
panelized wall is slid out of the 
way (previous pages). A projec- 
tion room at the east end of the 
hall and a tilted acoustical 
screen along the south edge are 
clad in maple-veneer plywood. 


In section and plan, the building 
shows a straightforward organi- 
zation with offices and public 
rooms on either side of the 
central “canyon” and parking 
below (left). Mechanical equip- 
ment is tucked within the 
13-foot-high double truss 
running the length of the build- 
ing. In the “canyon,” curving 
stairs and strips of light inject a 
sense of dynamism (opposite 
top). A cantilevered bridge and 
conference rooms suspended 
from the central truss seem to 
float in the four-story-high 
space. Lighting is generally kept 
subdued, but a few strips of halo- 
gens and some spot lights help 
punctuate features such as stat 
and copper-clad surfaces. 


Eleven-foot-high panes of glass 
are held in place by steel pins on 
the porch that cantilevers out _ 
from the north face of the build- 
ing (opposite bottom). Cedar 
planks give the porch the feeling 
of being both outdoors and in.

he media conglomerate Televisa controls Spanish-language informa- 
tion around the world through television, radio, and magazines in 
Central and South America, the U.S., and Spain. The company has 
numerous facilities scattered around Mexico City supporting this 
diverse media empire, including the densely built San Angel complex, 
where Enrique Norten has designed a new employee cafeteria. When 
the company decided to provide this facility for the employees, the 
only available horizontal surface turned out to be the top of a two- 
story parking garage in the back corner of the property. Norten’s 
design solution to enclose the new space was dictated by the limited 
capacity of the existing garage structure. The design, in practical and 
spatial terms, is remarkable given the severe restrictions of the site 
and the program. 


The structural form of the arching cafeteria roof results directly from 
the problems of building over the existing garage. The new building 
had to be light enough to be carried by the existing concrete columns 
and footings, and could not be moved or enlarged (although shear 
walls were added to increase earthquake resistance). The new struc- 
ture also had to align with the garage column grid; one end of the 
great curving roof beams rest on a row of garage columns, and then

The airy space is a perfect environment to complement the character 
of Mexican food, which always seems best eaten outside. 


Aside from the practical feat of building the cafeteria on the garage 
roof, Norten also had to make the place accessible and attractive to 
hungry workers. The garage location was inconvenient and the area 
around it unkempt. Norten turned the unused space along the sloping 
garage entry drive into a plaza for eating, visiting, and other more 
organized activities, with angular light standards, seats, and tropical 
planting. Glass-enclosed escalators and a sweeping bridge reach out 
from the corner to draw diners into de comida rapida. 


The narrow streets within the heavily-guarded compound are lined 
with yellow buildings with red bougainvillea and filled with congested 
activity—sets under construction, crews loading vans, and music 
spilling from windows. The cafeteria is the only place for relief. 


The 32,300-square-foot cafeteria serves 6,000 meals a day and is open 
24 hours. The full-service kitchen and bakery receive whole sides of 
beef, crates of fruit and vegetables, tons of corn and wheat flour, 
transforming el toro at the dock into el taco on the steam table. The 
vaulted dining hall can seat over 1,500 and is also used for parties and 
formal receptions. A small bar and a sweeping range of toilets anchor 
one end of the lofty space. The entire project was built in six months 
while keeping the garage below in operation.

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| he most shocking thing about the new San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art (SFMOMA), which opens to the public in January, is the 
quick money behind it: a whopping $85 million, including a $25 million 
operating endowment, all raised by private donation in five years, all 
during an economic downturn. The bulk was given by the board of 
trustees, a testament to the group’s commitment to the project and, 
more importantly for their architect, to their wish to make their pres- 
ence known. Mario Botta, of Lugano, Switzerland, has seen to that. 


Although a local art critic writing in the San Francisco Examiner 
recently called the building “a visitor from outer space,” its form is 
hardly alien to those familiar with Botta’s previous work. It does, 
however, represent a climax of the architect’s career so far—the 
simple geometric forms of his Ticino houses blown up to gigantic 
scale. Having long outgrown previous quarters in the War Memorial 
Veterans Building in San Francisco’s civic center, the trustees 
decided to move SFMOMA downtown and construct a new facility in 
Yerba Buena Gardens, the San Francisco Redevelopment Agency’s 
87-acre mixed-use project in the South-of-Market Street area. 
Museum director John Lane says Botta was chosen after an exten- 
sive architect selection process because “we had been a museum 
without any presence and we needed an architect who would give us a 
strong image on the exterior.” 


The architect took the request quite literally, making the centerpiece 
of his stepped design a truncated cylinder, which he calls “a head 
showing its face to downtown.” (Sadly, this “head” overlooks the 
backside of Fumihiko Maki’s building across the street, suggesting 
that, through no fault of the individual architects, a cohesive Yerba 
Buena complex plan exists only on paper.) Working with local firm 
Hellmuth, Obata & Kassabaum, Botta packed 225,000 square feet 
into a site footprint of 60,000 square feet. The fortress-like pre-cast 
structure is clad in bands of rusticated red brick accented by flamed 
white and black granite. Having proved the rule that horizontal 
stripes accentuate girth, Botta further emphasized the museum’s 
horizontality by raking the mortar joints between brick courses, a 
detail favored by Frank Lloyd Wright. Future development plans call 
for office towers to occupy the parking lots currently flanking the 
museum, and their elongated profile will perhaps have the welcome 
slimming effect of corset stays. The bricks, some 600,000 in all, were 
rolled in sand before baking to give them a grainy, rusticated finish, 
supporting Botta’s vision of SFMOMA as “an ancient palace.” 


Unlike the dense exterior, inside there is an immediate sense of 

expansive space. Entry is beneath an arrowhead-like pattern in the 

center of the facade and circulation between galleries, which are 

organized around a soaring, top-lit central staircase, is equally 

straightforward. Characteristically, Botta used logic to dramatic 
effect.

Viewpoint 

The San Francisco Museum of Modern Art is a monument—perhaps 
the last of a dying breed. It does not respond to its environment, but 
creates its own: It does not reveal its interior, but hides it. It does not 
state the new, but upholds commonly held values. This museum is not 
multi-cultural, or politically-correct. It just is. Either you accept the 
premise that, as an art institution, it has the right to assert its physi- 
cal superiority over its surroundings, or you don’t. 


History is the key to the museum’s monumentality. First, there is the 
history of the institution itself. In its previous location, SFMOMA was 
no more than a few hallways hidden in the Beaux-Arts War Memorial 
Veterans Building, a bland but grand structure in a civic center that 
included City Hall. Daniel Burnham had envisioned the grouping in a 
vast scheme to tame the sharp hills of the peninsula to the rational 
axiality of his 1905 “Improvement and Adornment of San Francisco” 
plan. Only the center was built, and over the years it was marooned 
between the office-building corridor of Market Street and the freeway 
extension. To many, it was a paradigm of the split between civic ideals 
and urban reality. 


Now the museum has moved to a location much like the old civic 
center, except that this isolated array of cultural institutions has been 
consciously assembled. The heart of Yerba Buena is the Moscone Con- 
vention Center, partially sunken and topped by a park dotted with 
cafes, waterfalls, and an amphitheater. Urban planning has been cam- 
ouflaged as a tourist attraction. Just as Burnham sought continuity, so 
the developers of this area anticipate a forest of skyscrapers, which 
will merge the low-slung forms of the cultural and convention enclave 
with the financial district across Market Street. For now, only the 
museum, a performing arts center, and a visual arts center occupy the 
vast tract. 


From the center of the outdoor Yerba Buena Esplanade, the museum 
looks magnificent. Framed by the deferential twin art centers, it rises 
in insolent symmetry to the quasi-tower of the skylight cylinder. This 
sheared-off tube is like a cut-off Capitol dome, a well-worn symbol of 
democracy. It seems both ridiculous and hopeful. The museum is an 
efficient monument. It looks only in one direction, leaving the rest of 
the city an elegant, but anonymous back. Mario Botta’s sense of pro- 
portion and meticulous detailing save the building from bombast. Yet 
these same skills isolate it from the city around it. 


Inside, reliance on monumental traditions continues: there is a grand 
central rotunda and an equally grand staircase. The entrance to the 
stair, however, is a dark maw of granite, and the elaborate circulation 
sequence takes over the rotunda. The rotunda’s columns, seemingly 
reaching for the sky, do not so much hold up the ceiling as they tether 
shifting planes to the black granite floor. In an exquisite balancing act, 
Botta projects a sense of soaring Modernism that distracts from the 
museum’s old-fashioned roots. SFMOMA will pay a hefty price for 
being more than functional: temporary walls are heavy and expensive 
to move, heating and cooling loads are high, and many guards will be 
need to supervise the extra fire exits resulting from the layered plan. 


The realities of daily life with their demands for economy and life- 
safety tend to dissolve monumental traditions. SFMOMA stands firm 
against developing trends, swaying only slightly in the breeze of a 
new age. If Yerba Buena is reminiscent of a Roman forum unearthed 
in a modern city, then SFMOMA is a marble and brick totem that 
caught the eye of the archeological explorer in search of the lost beau- 
ties of a self-confident architecture. Aaron Betsky 
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“The visitor should be the pro- 
tagonist in the lobby and public 
spaces, and the art should be the 
protagonist in the galleries,” 
asserts Botta. To ensure this, the 
architect designed a massive 
central stairway, with balconies, 
which he likens to “piazzas,” 
arranged liked stacked trays 
over the lobby. Flanked by 
matching information desks 
(opposite) the stairway occupies 
the cylindrical black-and-white 
stripped tower visible on the 
exterior, which rises 145 feet 
above the ground floor to a giant 
clear glass skylight. 


Floors and stairwell walls are 
alternating stripes of polished 
and flamed black granite. Asked 
about his spare palette, Botta 
explains: “In a world of many 
colors and materials, there is 
poetry in their absence. It’s not 
me that supplies color, but the 
sun, and the visitors.” Recessed 
tungsten-halogen downlights im 
risers dramatize the staircase’s 
ziggurat form (below).

In plan, the huge skylight atop 
the central stairway is an ellipse 
but, mounted on the truncated 
cylindrical turret at 45 degrees, 
it appears from a distance to be a 
circle. It is composed of 1/2-inch- 
thick clear glass, creating 
dramatic shadows inside the 
cylinder. Heat gain and glare 
can be uncomfortable on the 
pedestrian bridge leading to the 
enormous fifth-floor tenvporary 
exhibition spaces (opposite), so 
mitigating measures are being 
reviewed by the architects. 








On the ground floor is a 400-seat 
auditorium, an unusually large 
4,000-square-foot shop and a 
2,500-square-foot cafe, telltale 
signs of museums’ growing 
reliance on other profit centers.

Then a mogul of technology along the lines of Microsoft chairman 
William Gates builds a house for himself and his family, the world 
watches to discover how he establishes his priorities, how he deals 
with privacy, how he distances his home from his work environment. 


In Gates’s case, the driving force was the land. He selected this 
modest-sized 4.5 acre site in a close-in Seattle suburb for its access to 
the Microsoft offices in Redmond and to Interstate 405 (which leads 
directly to the SeaTac airport); and for its dramatic profile—it slopes 
from a high of 170 feet at the entrance to 16 feet above sea-level at 
Lake Washington. He liked it for the view across the lake to the 
Seattle skyline and to the Olympic Mountains beyond, and, not least, 
for its potential as a haven for the complex and conflicting demands of 
privacy, business gatherings, and entertainment. 


The site became a remarkable challenge. With its great drops in ele- 
vation, its unstable glacial subsurface (requiring a maze of retaining 
walls), its wetlands potential, and its small window of access at the 
southeast corner, it largely determined the location of buildings, the 
placement of the 1,000-foot drive, and the distribution of services. 
The drive, carefully choreographed, leads from site entrance to main 
house at a pleasing grade despite the contours, and its course was 
deliberately mapped out to serve Gates as a decompression device at 
the end of 15-hour workdays. Immediately after entering the site, the 
road passes the guest house (deliberately tucked into the side of the 
hill, opposite page), proceeds downhill through a small ravine, and 
curves across the site as a sort of pastoral lane, offering a series of 
“revelations” as it approaches the main house. 


A decent concern for ecology was a critical factor in developing the 
site. Of the two existing houses, one was demolished, the other sold 
and carted off by barge. The destruction caused by the sitework trig- 
gered a decision to give back to the site what was being destroyed. 
Says joint-venture partner James Cutler: “In the case of the upper 
site forest, where the guest house is, we planted a so-called “emergent 
forest,’ that is, a forest that will be a stable system in the long-term. 
We planted alders. This way we got a jump-start. Alders grow very 
fast. Their root nodules are nitrogen fixers: they prepare the soil for 
other types of life. Then the other trees come up between them, 
slowly, evergreens such as cedar, hemlock, and fir. We wanted to 
restore the ecosystem, so we went to some clearcuts and bought the 
duff—the top soil that contains the seeds for the next generation of 
trees, and we spread it over the site. We didn’t know what we would 
get, but we knew we’d get something close to what would normally 
happen. It’s burgeoning; it’s one of the things I’m most proud of.” 


Another ecological tactic was creating a wetlands area at the lakeside. 
“We're diverting the water to a 100,000-gallon cistern half way up the 
slope. A pipe will lead water to one corner of the site which we're ded- 
icating to wildlife,” says Cutler. “Bill [Gates] was skeptical at first. 
His role was always to be skeptical. We explained that this was not 
only a good thing to do, but as the years went by he would be able to 
see the way the animals came on a seasonal basis, and his children 
could come to this place and take pleasure in actually being around 
things other than people.” Once convinced of its merit, Gates gladly 
paid the moderate added cost. 


A key demand, underscoring the Gates’ core attitude to the project, 
was to conceal all the state-of-the-art communications technology. 
“Here’s how it’s going to function,” the architects were told. “Here’s 
what the device looks like. You go design it so we don’t have to see it.”

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The 1,700-square-foot guest house is the first 
of two buildings completed at this writing 
other is the vaulted underground garage). Si 
uated at the entry to the site, wedged into the 
hill and barely visible from the main drive, 
the house was built well ahead of the cther 
structures in order to test attitudes, design, 
materials, and the caliber of the construction 
team, but mainly to get any divisive issues 0 
the table in good time. For example, after — 
reviewing the effect of the narrow palette of 
materials used in the guest house—mainly — 
rough concrete, granite, Douglas fir heavy 
timber, and glass—the Gates’ asked for a 
greater range in later structures—more wood 
species, more types of stone, and softer lines. 



















In joint venture partner Peter Bohlin’s words 
“You approach the guest house on foot by 
going down three steps, and are drawn 
towards distant light along a hall bordered by 
high concrete walls (opposite page, top left), 
then make your way past a rhythm of con- 
crete columns (top right) to the living/dining 
space.” The concrete and granite fireplace has 
part of the wall cut out as a metaphor for the 
past (bottom). The wood column is framed at 
an angle to make for a wider opening. 


The massive 4-by-12-inch beams span 14 feet, 
and, along with the wood posts, come—in 
another bow to ecology—tfrom salvaged, 
tough, old-growth lumber milled at a small 
local mill by a used-lumber broker. The mill 
sends 10 percent of its output to the project. 
Finishes contain no toxic VODs. The tern- 
coated stainless-steel roof edging is lead-free.

Placing new buildings amid campus architecture 
can be fraught with peru, especially at tradition- 
laden colleges in the Northeast. Three recent 
projects approached the problem in differing ways, 
from innovative to respectful.

traditional forms for a student residence in a 
relatively isolated location. The site at Middlesex 
School (page 94) demanded great skill in creating 
appropriate buildings to unite venerable neighbors. 


These buildings tell more. To those who haven't been 


around campuses in some time, new-style 
dormitories are much more than rooms with a bed, 
desk, and bureau. Most “dorms” are now called 
“student housing,” and many students now share 


above). They continued that axis 
by centering four pavilions in a 
loosely defined quadrangle, infor- 
mally crisscrossed by pebble 
paths. Architectural imagery 
evokes up-to-the-minute creativi- 
ty as well as sylvan cottages of 
the Arts and Crafts Movement. 
Bay-windowed living rooms on 
the upper two floors combine into 
one large element on the facade.

This approach is 
meant to prepare students for life after diplomas, 
even though some large universities cite difficulties 
un matching compatible students. At the three 
schools shown here, the students themselves had 
choices, including apartments. And not only are 
both sexes now housed together in adjoining suites 
(as some have been since the 1970s), at Bates (page 
90 ), there is talk of both sexes sharing the same 
apartment. Charles K. Hoyt

woods. Construction is wood 
frame with plywood beams.

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Founded in 1850 to serve the spe- 
cific educational needs of 
“Indians, freed blacks, and the 
children of Maine,” who may 
come from isolated communities 
with few educational resources, 
Bates College retains an egali- 
tarian atmosphere to this day. A 
sense of community among the 
1,500 students has been and con- 
tinues to be crucial to instilling 
respect for others’ differing 


interests, aptitudes, and back- 
grounds. This has been reflected 
in buildings that are austerely 
traditional in aspect and inti- 
mately non-institutional in 
size—a standard that architects 
William Rawn Associates 
respected in designing this new 
village-like complex to house 
some 160 students. The layout of 
Bates’ campus is close-knit of 
necessity in the severe winters of 





a relatively remote location in 
the middle of the state, where 
getting from one building to 
another can be a chilling experi- 
ence. William Rawn and his 
design team placed their new 
buildings in a location deter- 


mined by a masterplan by Dober, 


Lidsky, Craig & Associates to 
define a corner of the campus. 
Rawn’s new central student 

center is on axis with existing 


entrance gates across playing 
fields (photo below). 


The architects have purposely 
chosen a design language that, at 
first glance, appears almost as 
traditional as that of their build- 
ings’ neo-Georgian brick 
neighbors in this relatively new 
section of the school’s develop- 
ment. But, in reality, there are 
fundamental differences that go 


beyond the exaggeration of the 
white wood framing of the heavy 
thermal glass. The architects 
have made a statement about the 
nature of Bates, its traditions, 
and about the age in which the 
buildings were built. In creating 
the spirit of community, the 
school has never had fraternities 
or, aS a pioneer in co-education, 
sororities. All students eat in one 
dining hall. It is not surprising

then that the school’s new presi- 
dent, Donald Harward, insisted 
on a heavy involvement of stu- 
dents in the programming of 
their new living quarters. He 
appointed two articulate students 
to lead the process. Given the 
choice of five alternatives, 
ranging from single rooms along 
a corridor with no common spaces 
to several people in large shared 
rooms, the students chose suites. 
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Each suite has four to six bed- 
rooms around a shared living 
room. Many bedrooms are 
singles; some are doubles. The 
architects built cardboard 
models of different room configu- 
rations. Using these, the 
students picked preferred furni- 
ture arrangements, resulting in 
four prototype variations, which 
include desks facing windows or 
desks facing walls under raised

bunk-style beds, leaving the 
window area free for lounge 
seating. Projecting closets in 
double rooms provide semi- 
privacy for beds placed on either 
side. Floor plans of Hall One 
(below) are typical for all three 
residential buildings. A similar 
flexibility was chosen for the 
student center, which is normally 
arranged for study at tables or in 
lounge seating (photo and plan

include all tables for social occa- 
sions and an auditorium (photo 
below left). All wall construction 
is concrete block, and floors in 
residential buildings are concrete 
plank. Because the three dorms 
are similar, there were economies 
of construction that held costs to 
$95 per square foot, including 
some custom cabinetry. C.K.H.

Middlesex is a 300-student- 
preparatory school with a 
picturesque 1920s landscape 
designed by Frederick Olmsted’s 
sons and distinguished neo-Geor- 
gian architecture by Peabody and 
Stearns. But a neglected area of 
asphalt and maintenance struc- 
tures once separated the athletic 
complex from the main campus 
to the south. Overcrowding had 
pushed faculty members out of 


the dorms and off the campus. 
The challenge was to lure them 
back where they could more 
closely guide students. Schwartz/ 
Silver responded with a plan for 
a circular drive surrounded by 
new buildings, echoing the main 
campus plan. Included are two 
dormitories—Kravis House 
(shown here), a matching dormi- 
tory soon to be built, and a 
student center nearing comple- 











tion in back of the renovated 
original dining hall. Kravis 
House has been so successfully 
received that its formal massing, 
as well as its basic plan, are 
being adopted for the second 
dorm. Schwartz/Silver provided 
faculty with their own 
“houses”—attached duplex 
apartments flanking the main 
building, complete with private 
terraces. Freshman students,

who go to bed early, occupy 
single rooms on the first floor. On 
two floors above, students share 
living-study rooms (photo right). 
Construction is wood-frame, the 
roof is slate, and windows and 
exterior paneling are aluminum- 
covered wood. Of the building’s 
appearance that so literally 
extends the feel of the campus, 
Robert Silver notes: “We have no 
stylistic axe to grind.” C_K.H.

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Denver Airport continued from page 37 
consequences of changes they permitted the 
airlines to exact. The consequences of 
redesigning the terminals and concourses so 
late in the process will be felt for the life of 
the facility. Bradburn regrets the bridge to 
terminal A, which, even with moving walk- 
Ways, means a much longer walk for arriving 
international passengers. And the look of the 
concourses responds to the standards and 
design that Perez did for the main termi- 
nal—they weren’t reworked to reflect the 
roof profile Fentress Bradburn developed. 
Already DIA looks like the hodgepodge older 
airports often become. 


The marriage of the Fentress Bradburn roof 
to the terminal building—a structure that 
otherwise remains much the way Perez 
designed it—is not entirely a happy one. The 
roof is a dramatic form, supported by an 
elegant tensile structure. Unfortunately, it 
meets the infill curtain-wall of the building 
underneath with a lumpy fabric welt. (See 
also RECORD, June 1993, pages 106-107). The 
wall cladding, consistent with standards 
developed under Perez, is a shadowless, 
scaleless, grid of metal and glass. What

er office building is far less appealing when 
extended with little subtlety over a 900-ft- 
long elevation. One hopes it meets 
operational requirements (metal that’s easy 
to clean; glass that’s readily replaceable). 


What would have worked better? 
Design/build, days Ginger Evans, would have 
created incentives for the designers to avoid 
delays and expedite the most buildable 
design. The Greiner/MKE team, however, 
was supposed to play much the same role as 
a contractor and developer would in a 
design/build team. Also, says James Brad- 
burn, “design/build has real problems when 
you have a signature building. It removes 
designer from owner, which only works if 
you can write everything down. And many of 
the important things can’t be written down in 
a program.” Indeed, most of DIA’s problems 
are attributable to keeping designers and 
users apart until very late in the game. 


Because governments require bids, a 
design/build solution would probably have to 
be structured as a bid competition, further 
distancing the design team from the users. 
Negotiated construction contracts, if legal, 
could have smoothed communications and 


speeded the job, notes Haury, but would not 
necessarily be less expensive. A more critical 
issue is the way the project was financed. 
Denver couldn’t underwrite the project 
without issuing revenue bonds, which created 
unrealistic schedule pressure. And it was 
held hostage by airlines, which needed to be 
much more concerned about their short-term 
needs than about Denver’s long-term ones. 


A project of such enormity, Haury notes, 
can’t responsibly be undertaken by the city 
without looking 50 to 60 years into the 
future: “This is not just a building, it’s trans- 
portation for a major city.” Airline resistance 
killed a major revamping of benighted 
Kennedy Airport in New York, and is a 
major reason why no major airports are on 
the boards in the U.S. Though some argue 
that battling bond-rating firms and airlines is 
an appropriately entrepreneurial role for a 
city, DIA, if it opens in February, will have 
come in a year and a half late and (depending 
on who you talk to) $800-million to $1-billion 
over budget. Hundreds of millions of dollars 
of this represents work redone—a colossal 
waste. Denver should inspire a long-overdue 
look at how the nation establishes needs for 
and finances such facilities.

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Bold Stroke at 

Glenwood Canyon 

The creative role of design in 
resolving great controversies is 
one of the more inspiring aspects 
of our calling. The Glenwood 
Canyon interstate highway 
project, described in the June 
1994 issue of RECORD (“Take the 
High Road,” pages 112-115), is a 
superb illustration of this role. 
However, the article does not 
acknowledge the full impact of 
the architect, who not only led 
the design team, but (well before 
the formal design process 
started) forged the very concept 
that made this solution possible. 


Though the RECORD article 
begins the story in 1976, when 
Edgardo Contini (of Gruen Asso- 
ciates) and Joseph Passonneau 
(representing DMJM) were 
selected to lead the team that 
was to design this segment of the 
interstate system, the true 
origins of this innovative design 
go back to 1973, when the Col- 
orado DOT held a competition 
among four engineering firms to 
break a long impasse between 
the state engineers and the envi- 
ronmentalist lobby. 


I remember sitting in the 
crowded Glenwood Springs high 
school gymnasium, watching the 
first public presentation of the 
four schemes. Three were fairly 
conventional—separating the 
east and west roadways, for 
example, or a double-deck 
scheme that solved an acoustical 
problem by creating a massive 
visual one. On the other hand, the 
fourth concept, presented by 
Edgardo Contini, was bold and 
new. Indeed, it took our breath 

ay. It was Contini who pro- 
posed the lifting up of selected 
portions of the highway onto (and 
walls, thereby 
y floor where

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The combination of viaducts and 
tunnels, a hundred feet in the air, 
was inherently exciting. He 
showed us examples of such high- 
ways already built in Austria and 
Italy. I was reminded of an image 
from my childhood—the moun- 
tain highway in the Futurama by 
Norman Bel Geddes at the 1939 
World’s Fair in New York. 


Contini recognized the heavy cost 
of this approach. In what he 
referred to as the “diplomacy of 
design,” he developed criteria to 
designate those areas (mostly at 
the center of the canyon) where 
the steep walls and narrow valley 
justified this greater investment. 


The impact of Contini’s presenta- 
tion on the crowd in that 
gymnasium was immediate and 
electric—at last here was an idea 
that met the challenge in a deci- 
sive and even beautiful way. His 
superb drawings, models, and 
sketches were examined and 
pored over, and he was besieged 
by questions and expressions of 
support. 


It was instantly clear that, if 
DOT was to get Interstate 70 
through the Glenwood Canyon, 
Contini’s scheme, in some form, 
would have to be followed. 
Contini was asked to join forces 
with an engineering firm with 
DOT experience—first with 
HNTB and later with a broader 
coalition including DMJM/Pas- 
sonneau as co-architects. 


That evening 21 years ago was 
one of those wonderful moments 
in the history of the design pro- 
fession when one of its 
practitioners had, by a bold, 
simple stroke, broke through a 
long impasse, providing an excit- 
ing new opening where 
previously all doors were shut.

It’s designed to serve you 
for the whole of 1995 as a comprehensive reference to building product manufacturers and 
their products. Organized on the Sweet’s 16-category product classification system, each of 
over two thousand manufacturers is identified by name, address, contact, and telephone and 
fax numbers, along with indexes that also allow you to enter the directory by product type or 
by name of manufacturer. You’ll find its greatest value at the stage in product selection when 
you need a first cut at a listing of manufacturers in a specific product category (see “How to 
Use This Directory” on page 79). [The Directory takes up most of this issue but not all; you’ll 
find design news, a six-page feature on useful information sources, the monthly market Indi- 
cators page, RECORD’s annual editorial index—as well as this column—in the front part of the 
volume. ] 


Total immersion in preparing this directory prompted the editors to reflect on the changing 
state of the building product manufacturing industry. Here are some items: 


¢ Consolidations have reduced the numbers of companies serving the industry, reducing the 
level of marketing dollars. 

¢To cut costs in a tight economy, companies are cutting back on direct sales representation, 
and relying instead on other conventional and non-traditional routes to reach the specifier— 
trade shows, business advertising, direct mail, catalog services, and a range of electronic 
media. 

¢ For their part, architects and other design professionals, their staffs depleted by the reces- 
sion and depressed fees, no longer able to rely on a sales rep at their beck and call as before, 
and lacking time to keep track of new product brochures and samples, are looking to consul- 
tants who organize product information either within each firm, or at regional product 
information resource libraries linked to offices by fax or modem. 

¢ The building-product market is becoming more global, albeit not at a break-neck rate. 
Domestic manufacturers are stepping up the tempo of overseas marketing, and products 
made overseas are entering the country at a rising rate, especially in the categories of people- 
moving devices, curtain wall, as well as many types of interior furnishings and finishes. 

¢The recycled-products market may at long last be turning viable. The prices of used, saved 
and packed corrugated cardboard, newspapers, metal cans, and so-called ‘post-consumer’ 
plastics have risen 75% and more this year, a clear indicator of growing interest in these ‘raw’ 
materials as a basis for building (and other) recycled products. 

¢ Performance of products in place has become a top priority among manufacturers, in line 
with the sweeping national focus on quality that ranges across all industries, from cars to 
appliances to the service and information sectors. This trend coincides with a litigious climate 
that aims a bright spotlight on product liability. . 

¢Through their architects, owners are insisting on the specification of alternate brands to 
increase bid competition and reduce price. 

¢ Last but not least, word-of-mouth evaluation of products continues as an important but 
underestimated factor in product selection. 


Bottom line is that the times call for increased quality of product performance, marketing 
linked less to personal selling and more and more toward print and automated means of 


communicating benefits, and spreading globalization of the building product market. 


The editors firmly believe this directory issue will make the task of product selection easier, 
simpler, and faster.

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A Lighting Facelift at the Louvre Adds Sparkle 
To the City of Lights 


Unveiled in October, the Louvre’s two main 
courtyards have undergone a lighting facelift 
as part of the museum’s continuing renova- 
tion. The most spectacular improvement is in 
the smaller Cour Carrée. Refused the possi- 
bility of adding lampposts, which historically 
never existed, the lighting engineers of Elec- 
tricité de France discreetly applied 6,500 
linear feet of halogen and xenon lights direct- 
ly to the facades, leaving the center of the 
court unlit. Searching for a sundown effect, 
light levels allow just enough visibility to 
cross the courtyard in comfortable safety. 
Instead, lighting accentuates the Renaissance 
sculptures, focusing on the highest, most 
ornate detailing, while keeping the four sides 
homogeneous. The Cour Napoléon scheme is 
safer, less dramatic, intentionally remaining a 
backdrop to I. M. Pei’s pyramid.

Rise from Shotgun Shacks 


Sheryl Tucker, an architect, and Rick Lowe, 
an artist, are creating a new cultural base for 
a poverty-stricken community in Houston. 
Twenty-two dilapidated shotgun houses in an 
inner city neighborhood will be transformed 
into low-income housing, art galleries, and 
community centers. The goal is to weave 
together African American artists, their 
culture, and the local community. Each of the 
diminutive 600-square-foot buildings will 
maintain its original form, while a two-story 
house which once belonged to the property’s 
landlord will become a performance space 
and writer workshop where poets will read 
aloud their work. The complex will also

Two ways to look at construction cycles 
Aggregate growth numbers may give a dis- 
torted view of volume changes for a given 
building type. The charts below show the 
diverse effects recession and recovery have 
had. In the most extreme year, 1990, single- 
family housing and commercial buildings 
plunged in real dollars and by percent, yet 
construction volume in total dropped only 9 
percent. (Public works—mostly highways 
and institutional buildings held steady or 





- increased.) On a dollar basis, the recession in 


manufacturing buildings doesn’t look so bad. 
That is only because it’s low compared to 
other types. In percent, activity plunged 34 
percent in the worst year. Looking only at 
percentages suggests that the recession 
ended quickly. By comparing the percent 
chart with the dollar-volume chart in 1992, 
however, it is clear that for most types things 
just didn’t get worse. Both charts show how 
single-family housing led other building types 
out of the recession. According to F. W. 
Dodge’s 1995 construction outlook (RECORD 
November 1994, pages 26-29), expect contin- 
ted softening in housing, and mild 
strengthening:in other areas. =

Some near-instant predictions on how the 
November elections will affect what archi- 
tects do and how they work: 

¢ Tax cuts: Most are supposed to benefit 
individuals, so advantages will be diffuse, but 
may benefit high-end single-family housing 
and retail. If capital gains cuts and invest- 
ment incentives pass, companies may boost 
plant capacity and R&D spending. 
Balanced budget: Since some big-ticket 
entitlements are off limits, housing programs 
will be further cut, likely endangering gains 
in multi-family housing, much of which has 


come from combining the low-income tax 
credit with Section 8 rent subsidies. School 
aid and mass transit will also be hit. Republi- 
cans want more Pentagon spending, but 
budget realities are daunting. 

¢Property Rights: Conservatives will push 
a much broader definition of government 
“takings”: Goodbye landmarks, zoning? 
(RECORD, October 1994, pages 50-53). 
Health Insurance: Republicans favor 
insurance portability and coverage for exist- 
ing conditions. Whether incentives will cause 
more firms to offer coverage is speculative. m 
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The cost and quantity of information architects might consider in 
developing designs or technical specifications can overwhelm. (From 
one to three technical titles arrive at the magazine’s offices every 
week, for example.) Since many useful publications are relatively 
costly, we’ve honed our list to those sources likely to be used often or 


that provide information essentially unavailable elsewhere. Any prac- 


tice will have many more titles in its library; this list is succinct 
rather than exhaustive. We’ve focused on technical requirements; 
topics that don’t lend themselves to the 16-division CSI format are 
listed separately at the end. Stories in RECORD are often more up to 
date. (They are indexed by topic, title, and under Technology, Build- 
ing Technology, or Architectural Engineering in the annual editorial 
index, published most years in December.)
